Curtain Call For Joann Stevens

Alter three years ol putting aspiring ac¬ 
tors through their paces, struggling with 
sets, coping with opening night jitters and 
awing audiences, Joann Stevens lias taken 
her final how as director of the Winchester 
High School plays. 

Stevens put her time and her heart into 
the bi-annual productions, beginning with 
"Curious Savage." and running through 
"The Boyfriend." "I Remember Mama," 
"Damn Yankees," and finally "Ten 
Nights In A Barroom.” 

And her yong actors responded to her 
spark with professional and enthusiastic 
performances. 

"She's a really groovy lady, extremely 
dedicated, and one of the most organized 
we've had," said I’ilar Pittas, who ap¬ 
peared in four of Stevens' productions, in¬ 
cluding the first. "Curious Savage." and 


the finale. "Ten Nights." 

T enjoyed working with her personal¬ 
ly." added Pittas. "She tried to get to 
know the kids as people, rather than just 
as a east. I'm going to miss her." 

Stevens, for her part, shies away from 
taking the plaudits for the WHS produc¬ 
tions. It is the kids, she said, that made the 
shows. 

I feel fortunate that as a director. I was 
working during the 'Golden Age' of the 
high school theater," said Stevens. "For 
the last two years, we've really had some 
outstanding talent 

"One of the comments I gel from peo¬ 
ple who see the show is that they forget the 
actors are kids." she continued. "The kids 
transcend their age. " 

In fact, Stevens has such faith in her 
young easts that she said it never occured 
to her that any play was too difficult for 


high school thcspians. 

"There are some limitations." she 
acknowledged. "You have to he careful 
with modern plays, because of the 
language. The kids don't mind, but the au¬ 
diences might feel uncomfortable. 

"And there may be some plays that are 
too difficult to stage," she continued. "The 
high school stage was designed lor Town 
Meeting, and they planned to have the 
plays at McCall. So there is no way to 
lower flats or the lights, there's very lit¬ 
tle space on the stage, and there are no 
dressing rooms. 

"'But the kids can handle most 
anything," she added. "These are really 
great kids hard working, talented. Boy. 
I'll miss them." 

Stevens was convinced to take on the job 
of Curtain and Cue director by her 
daughter, Emily, a junior, who suggested 


that with her mother's background in 
theatre and singing, she would be the 
perfect replacement for Dot Santos. 

“When she suggested to me. I said, "Are 
you crazy".’" admitted Stevens. "But we 
talked and talked about it I knew all the 
kids, because I had done makeup for the 
shows, and coached drama at McCall. So 
I said I’d try it 

If Stevens had known what trying it en¬ 
tailed. she might have continued to tellher 
daughter she was crazy 
Although the actual Curtain and Cue 
productions only run one weekend twice 
a year, getting ready for those two 
weekends was a full-time job for Stevens. 

“You start reading for a show as soon 
as the last one is over," noted Stevens 
For the most recent show. "Ten Nights

undergoing tests at Bridgewater State 
Hospital to see d he is competent to 
stand trial for charges stemming from 
the near-latal beating of his 74-year-old 
mother Saturday morning.

His mother. G. Ellen Carr of Forest 
st.. remained in the intensive care unit 
at Massachusetts General Hospital, of¬ 
ficials confirmed Tuesday night. 

She was taken to Mass. General 
alter treatment at Winchester Hospital 
for a stall wound to her cheek, three 
slab wounds in her leg. a broken 
forearm, severe lacerations to her face 
and bead, and possible stab wounds to 
her right eye and temple area, accor¬ 
ding to police. 

Following a call from Carr’s father. 
Charles Carr, police rushed to Forest 
st.. broke into the home, according to 
reports by officers John Alford and 
John Oliver.

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Firm Files Countersuit 

Patten Claims Town 


Caused Reval Delays

"It’s his fault," charged Winchester. 
“No, it’s his fault," countered Patten 
Associates. 

A Middlesex Superior Court judge will 
decide who was at fault for the .lengthy 
delays in Winchester’s reassessment, as 
the town and the appraisal firm fight for 
each other's money. 

Patten Associates has claimed in a 
legal brief that any delays in Win¬ 
chester’s revaluation were caused, or at 
least permitted, by the Board of 
Assessors. 

That is Patten's defense to the town’s 
suit seeking $:ilti.044 from the Portland. 
Maine, appraising firm to recoup losses 
incurred by the revaluation delay. 

Moreover, Patten is countersuing the 
town to collect $25,001) the firm says it is 
still owed on the $160,900 contract it 
signed with Winchester. 

In a three-page brief filed last week in 
Middlesex Superior Court, attorney John 
S. Legasey wrote that Patten "fulfilled 
all of its contract obligations" when it 
reassessed the town last year. 

The town feels differently. Last 
month, Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
filed suit in Middlesex Court charging 
Patten failed to meet deadlines set out in 
the June 2, i960, contract, and that as a 
result the town lost substantial amounts 


of money. 

Although the contract called fur the 
revaluation to be completed by Jin • u 
19111. Patten did not send out tax \ p.ci 
notices until February I9H: 1 Mid 
although hearings with properly owner 
were to be finished by Sept :io. I9HI. 
hearings extended through March ol this 
year 

Randall's brief charges that the 
revaluation was not completed until 
April 1982, in months late 

Legasey. who is associated with the 
Danvers firm of Ardil't. Ardilf and 
Morse, said that the blame for that delay 
should be placed on the Board ol 
Assessors 

The assessors demanded several 
changes in Patten's appraisal program 
during the linal months ol the 
revaluation, in tin attempt to correct 
what the board saw as uie(|iiiiio. in the 
assessments 

Any delays not directly caused by the 
assessors. Legasov's answer continues 
"were excused or waived by the plauitilf. 
Town of Winchester " 

Furthermore, Legasey wrote as 
Patten got further and further pa t the 
original deadline, the town "did not 
properly notify the defendant ol the

Officials Say Vague Housing Policy Is First Step

Winchester's housing policy, adopted 
by the Board of Selectmen Monday, does 
not identify who in town needs housing, 
or what kind of housing they need. 

It does not describe the housing 
Winchester would hope to build, except 
for noting the town will apply for funds 
for scattered site housing. 

It admits that housing conditions in 
Winchester are substantially "beyond 
the control or direct influence ol the 
town." 

As Selectman Mark Lombardi 
commented Monday night. "This says a 
lot of nothing." 

But, on the other hand, the policy is 
the first time the town has even begun to 
address the housing situation in Win 
Chester. 

"It seems to he a definite step in the 
right direction for getting the housing we 
need,” Connie Williams of Highland ave . 
a long-time advocate for more and varied 
housing in town, told the selectmen 

The housing policy was adopted under 
pressure from the stale Executive Office 
of Communities and Development which 
is withholding $94,000 promised to the 
town for water and sewer pipe lining until 
a policy is formulated. 

The policy, drafted by Town Manager 
Thomas Groux and Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery, 
will now go to the Planning Board and the 
Winchester Housing Authority for their 
comments and approval 

Selectmen Chairman Alan Mac¬ 


donald acknowledged Monday that the 
policy "is extremely general in its 
statements about what we have done in 
the past and hope to do in the future”. 

But, he continued, the report was 
purposefully vague, to allow the town 
flexibility in choosing solutions to its 
housing problems 

"We iiad specifics and then worked 
backwards to remove them.'*' said 
Macdonald. "We don't want to dictate to 
the Planning Board or the Housing 
Authority the specifics of every type of 
program we should have " 

The policy reads: 

"The Town of Winchester, acting 
through its Board of Selectmen, Planning 
Board and Housing Authority, does 
hereby certify the following to lie true 
and accurate: 

"That the levels of housing growth in 
the Town of Winchester in recent years 
are attributable in substantial part to 
national market conditions and other 
factors beyond the control or direct in¬ 
fluence of the town 

"Thai the town's zoning by-laws 
presently provide fora range of minimun 
houselot sizes, and that those by-laws 
also provide for a variety of housing 
types including mid-rise apartments. In 
addition, the Town of Winchester has 
adopted and utilized a Planned 
Residential District which provides for 
increased housing densities per acre, and 
has recently adopted a multiple use 
special permit for the central business 
district zone which allows for residential- 


commercial buildings within the 
downtown area. 

"That the Town of Winchester has 
participated in state assisted housing 
programs. 

"That the Town of Winchester, acting 
through the Board of Selectmen and 
other appropriate boards and com¬ 
mittees, will work to identify elderly and 
low-moderate income housing needs as 
part of long-range plans and growth 
policies for the town. 

"That the Town of Winchester will 
apply for state Chapter 705 Scattered Site 
Housing during the next round of fun¬ 
ding. 

"That the town recognizes that fur¬ 
ther applications for state discretionary 
funding depends on good faith efforts to 
follow through on this agreement 

"Be it resolved that the Winchester 
Board of Selectmen. Planning Board and 
Housing Authority shall exercise its best 
effort to support the implementation of 
the policy described above." 

Selectmen said that the policy would 
be enough to satisfy the state, while 
leaving Winchester’s options open 

Lombardi, although noting there was 
nothing to the policy, added. "If we put 
specific programs in, they'll put their 
specific programs in. and then there will 
be a big argument. 

“This says a lot of nothing," he said 
"But it will get by the state " 

And other selectmen said that the

Parkview Threatens To 
ShutOff X-mas Cable 


Santa t'laus won't be the only one on 
the root ul the Parkview Condominiums 
Christmas Kvc il a dispute between 
i’arkviep residents and Continental 
Cablevision isn'l settled. 

Parkview tenants have threatened to 
remove six of the nine Continental an¬ 
tennas Irnm the root ol (heir building on 
Dee 24 if Continental doesn't renegotiate 
its lease with the Parkview owners’ 
association 

The lease permits Continental to place 
three antennas on the eight-story con¬ 
dominium. aeeording to the Parkview 
tenants' lawvcr. Walter II McLaughlin 
Jr. 

Hut according to McLaughlin, Con¬ 
tinental has installed nine antennas on 
the roof ol the building. The tenants, he 
said, want a corresponding increase in 
the yearly rent 

Hut Mcl.auglin said that despite six 
months ol negotiations, no agreement 
has been reached between Continental 
and die tenants 

"They've been stonewalling us,” said 
McLaughlin. Hul they won't get 
Christmas programs on cable it they 
stonewall us to the end.” 

In a Nin 18 letter to Continental at- 
tornev Kd I licks. Mcl.auglin stated, “Six 
ol the nine antennas arc trespassing on 
the root ol the Parkview Condominiums. 

"11 you do not remove these 
trespassing antennas before Dec. 23, the 
trustees ol tin Parkview Condominium 


Trust will, on Dec. 24, physically remove 
those antennas,” the letter stated. 

McLaughlin, of the Boston law firm of 
Gilman, McLaughlin and Hanrahan, said 
he had not received a reply to his 
ultimatum. 

A Continental spokesperson released 
a statement saying "Continental 
Cablevision does have a lease for our 
antennas with Parkview. At this time, we 
are not at liberty to discuss the terms of 
the lease publicly before reviewing il 
with the issuing authority." 

Continental systems manager 
\\ illiam Powell was out of town this week 
and unavailable for comment. 

The authority which issues Con¬ 
tinental's license with the town is the 
Board of Selectmen which received a 
copy of McLaughlin's letter this week. 

But Selectman Chairman Alan 
Macdonald said the selectmen needn't be 
involved in the dispute, and pointed out 
that Continental's contract with Park- 
view was signed after the selectmen 
granted the cable license. 

Selectman John J. Williams explained 
that if an antenna were removed from 
Parkview. Winchester homes on cable 
would lose the station or stations picked 
up on that particular dish. 

Besides the nine antennas on Park- 
view, Continental has two satellite dish 
antennas at its receiving center at the 
town transfer station.

Waste Disposal Plan Ready 

But Cost To Town Increases By $3 Thanks To IRS

The project that could take care of 
Winchester's trash for the next 20 years 
is finally ready to begin. But getting rid 
of the town's trash will cost more than 
officials expected 

"I'm going to have to do a good news, 
bad news routine," the Board of Select¬ 
men was told by Sally Kincaid, Win¬ 
chester's representative to the Northeast 
Solid Waste Committee i NESWC), which 
is overseeing the development of the 
solid waste disposal project. 

The good news. Kincaid explained, is 
that HOP, the Illinois company building 
the North Andover disposal plant, feels it

That problem was solved, Kineaid 
reported, when Cop agreed to carry the

A second problem came up, she noted,

"But the project is still go.' he said

The IBS ruled that certain pieces ol 
equipment were ineligible In he pur 
chased ssith tax-exempt bonds. Phillips 
explained 

"The IBS does mil view a turbine 
generator as a tax-exempt piece ol 
machinery." Phillips said "They I eel il 
is a piece ol machinery Dial genernlcs 
electricity which can lie sold tor profit, 
and you should not pul a profit making 
machine under a lax exempt bond 
issue." 

As a result, a portion of the $2<mi 
million bond issue had to lie shifted from 
tax-exempt bonds to taxable bonds. 
Phillips said (triginally. COP planned to 
pay for 90 percent of the construction 


with tax exempt Iximls, hut the IKS 
ruling reduced that percentage to 85. 

'The result is a project that is still 
economically attractive and viable." 
said Phillips "Bui it is more expensive 
than we thought it would lie." 

The change in bonding does have one 
slight advantage, Phillips noted. Because 
taxable bonds must he repaid in a shorter 
time than lax exempt bonds, the 
project's debt would drop faster than 
originally planned 

" Alter 12 years, the lipping fee should 
drop precipitously ." said Phillips 

.Selectmen look no action on the 
change in bonding, or on several other 
last-minute changes to the town's con 
tract with l i)P 

They will wait for an opinion from 
Town Counsel Douglas Kandall on the 
change in bonding Hamlall objected that 
one of Ihe reasons Winchester signed 
with I'uP was the economic advantage of 
having a partially municipal, and 
therefore partially lax exempt, project

can get enough trash to make the project 
feasible. 

The bad news is that a recent Internal 
Revenue Service decision will increase 
the price Winchester and 23 other 
NESWC communities must pay for each 
ton of trash brought to the plant. 

The IRS ruling will result in the price 
per ton of trash increasing from $14 to $17 
per ton. But town officials say that will 
still be cheaper than disposing of trash 
the way Winchester does now. 

The North Andover plant, scheduled 
for completion in 1986, would receive 
1,500 tons of trash each day from towns 
and private trash haulers, burn thal 
trash to produce electricity, and return 
90 percent of the profits from the sale of 
that electricity to the towns. 

Towns would pay a tipping fee for 
each ton of trash brought to the plant. 
Winchester lias promised to provide over 
1,200 tons of trash per year to the plant, 
according to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux. 

Getting the 1,500 tons per day com¬ 
mitted was the biggest obstacle to 
making the project go. According to 
Kincaid, that obstacle has been over¬ 
come. 

Private haulers have agreed to 
provide 600 tons per day to the plant, and 
UOP expected it could find enough 
communities interested in the plan to 
make up the other 900 tons. 

But even with 24 communities signed 


commitment was "well within what Ihe 
town is now hauling out." and that the 
town could easily supply the extra 500 
tons. 

Those Ions will cost the town more 
than expected lx>cause of an IBS ruling 
this week 

According to l tip engineer John 
Phillips, the IRS ruled that five percent 
of the bonds floated to finance the project 
could not he lax exempt, as UOP had 
planned 

Asa result. U()P had to recalculate its 
cost figures, and concluded that the 
tipping tee would be $3 higher than ex¬ 
pected 

UOP wrote the town last week that the 
annual tipping Ice would be $14 per ton. 

However. Groux told the selectmen 
llial the new $17 fee would slill be 
cheaper than having the trash hauled lo a 
landfill, as the town does now 

Groux noted the town recently 
received bids for hauling the town’s trash 
through 1986. Charles George, who now 
holds the town's trash hauling contract, 
estimated he would charge $24.56 per Ion 
for removing trash in 1986 

Groux said that estimate was above 
the cost of bringing the trash to the 
NESWC plant, despite the $3 tipping fee 
increase. It would cosl the town $6 per ton 
to haul the trash to North Andover, and 
another $17 per ton to burn it, he ex 
plained, for a total cosl of $23 per ton.

The selectmen and the Board of 
Health members closed nominations this 
week after the name ol Dr. Black-Shaffer 
was submitted by the two remaining 
health board members, and the name of 
Dr. Taylor was suggested by Selectman 
and former Health Director Michael 
Sara co 

At the request of Selectman Mark 
Lombardi, both boards delayed choosing 
a new health board member so selectmen 
could study both men’s qualifications. 

Board of Health Chairman Lawrence 
Quigley, in nominating Dr. Black- 
Schaffer. noted that the entire board, 
including Hanes, recommended Dr. 
Black-Sehaffer for the position. 

"Dr. Black Schaffer comes to us with 
a great many advantages." explained 
Quigley. "It has been my contention for 
years that having a physician on board 
adds a great deal to the Board of 
Health " 

Dr Black-Sehaffer, Quigley said, is a 
resident in clinical pathology at 
Massachusetts General Hospital and a 
Clinical Fellow in the Pathology Dept at 
Harvard Medical School. 

"He has experience in his career in 


research, immunology and bac¬ 
teriology." noted Quigley "And he 
evidenced interest in the position by 
running for the Board of Health in 
March 

Quigley noted that he had contacted 
Dr Black Schaffer, who said he was st ill 
interested in serving on the Board of 
Health 

Thomas, who defeated Dr Black- 
Sehaffer in March, commented. "I was 
very impressed w ith Dr Black Schaffer 

i almost felt guilty running against 
him." 

Thomas pointed out that Dr. Black 
Schaffer had extensive experience in 
cancer research, "a subject that has 
been a great concern in Winchester 

"The leukemia study we are doing, 
and the to-do on Ambcrwood dr were 
both related to cancer," she said "And 
Dr. Black Schaffer knows testing, 
statistics things which are very 
current in the Health Department " 

However, Saraco felt that although 
Dr Black Schaffer was a well-qualified 
physician, the Board of Health needed 
someone experienced in Health 
Department matters. 

"1 have all the respect in the world for 
Dr. Black -Schaffer I think he has an 
outstanding educational and medical 
background." said Saraco. "However, he 
has no experience in the public health 
field." 

“There have been real serious 
problems in the public health area in 
Winchester for the last three years." 
noted Saraco. “The Board of Health is in 
a crisis situation. 

"I think I know the Health Depart¬ 
ment as well, if not better, than the two 
members here tonight," said Saraco. 


What the board needs now is someone 
with experience on the Board of Health, 
someone who knows this town." 

That person, said Saraco. was Dr. 
Taylor, who served on the Board of 
Health for nine years, and is currently 
the physician to the Board of Health. 

"Pm looking at tin 1 next four mon¬ 
ths," said Saraco "The Board of Health 
will be laeed with budgets, their annual 
report, and their performance 
evaluations 

"I feel we are losing a person in Dr. 
Hanes who has had seven years' ex¬ 
perience on the hoard." continued 
Saraco "That is the person we are trying 
to replace 

"It would lie an asset to the board to 
have a former member come aboard," 
said Saraco "Someone w ho will fit rigid 
into the program, someone who knows 
tin’ Board of Health inside-out." 

Since the appointment would end in 
March, Saraco noted, the townspeople 
would soon have the chance to choose the 
new Board ol Health member. 

"I hope Dr Schaffer would run in 
March," he added. 

The candidate elected in March would 
serve for one year, the remainder of 
Hanes' term. 

The Board of Health members, while 
acknowledging Dr. Taylor's 
qualifications, continued to support Dr 
Black-Sehaffer. 

"I would like to speak again for Dr. 
Black-Sehaffer," said Thomas. "He has 
shown an interest in serving, and this is 
an excellent opportunity to bring a tie*, 
person into the workings of the town. 

"And considering his academic 
background, I expect he can learn the job 
awfully fast," she said.

There was this cover story in 
a national magazine not too long 
ago about health and exercise. It 
went on about how people seem to 
be getting more interested in 
their bodies these days, 
remembering to take them in for 
tune-ups and inspection stickers, 
so to speak, remembering to 
check the oil from time to time. 

Toward the end of the piece, 
they had this little questionnaire 
you could use to assess your own 
health habits. Based on actuarial 
tables, 1 guess, you could go 
through the thing adding so many 
points for this, subtracting so 
many for that, and figure out how 
long you were likely to live. 

They had you beginning with 
a base age of around 30 and ad¬ 
ding five years if you exercised 
three times a week or more, sub¬ 
tracting eight if you smoked. You 
had to add some years if your 
parents lived past 70, and take 
away some if you ate a lot of 
french fries. You get the idea. 

Well, I got to thinking about 
the whole subject of life expect-, 
ancy, and I’ve decided that 
they’ve left out some key con¬ 
siderations in gauging one’s 
length of days. 

If you really want to figure out 


factor in certain other kinds of in¬ 
formation, like the stress quotient 
in your life, for example. 

Herewith a modified question¬ 
naire addressing more realis¬ 
tically some of the really key 
stresses of modern life: 

Start with a base age of 30. 
(No argument here: if you’re un¬ 
der 30, you don’t bother with tests 
like this; Under Thirties all think 
they’ll live forever), AND . . . 

Add five years if you have a 
frost-free refrigerator. 

Subtract 10 if you own a car 
that glumly declines to turn over 
for you once a month (usually on 
black and ice-locked winter 
mornings). 

Add six years if your yard has 
no maple trees: think of all the 
heart-attack victims felled while 
raking just one of these trees’ 
customary two million leaf drops. 

BUT! Subtract the same six if 
your neighbor’s yard has maple 
trees; you know they’ll all end up 
in your yard anyway. Come to 
think of it, subtract an additional 
three years for the stress resul¬ 
ting from the Unfairness of It All. 

Add five years if you’re a man 
who’s losing his hair. More and 
more women are finding bald 
guys irresistible. Even if you 
don’t have one of these women in 
your life, you’re still all right: in 
another few years, you’ll have 
yourself a toupe, a diamond pinky 
ring, white loafers, and a whole 
wardrobe of slacks and sport 
jackets in shades of lime and 
watermelon. 

. Subtract five years if you’re a 
woman who’s losing her hair. 
Subtract an additional five if the 
hair missing from your coiffure 
has begun to emerge on your up¬ 
per lip. 

Add seven years if you have a 


cat. Cats themselves don’t trou¬ 
ble about life expectancy. If they 
don’t live forever, they at least 
act like they're going to. They’re 
oriental, philosophic,epicurean. 
They know how to live in the bowl 
of cream. Cats never have heart 
attacks; keep one around, and 
maybe you won’t either. 

Subtract seven years, on the 
other hand, if you have a dog. 
Though they’re good companions, 
they’re too much like us in the 
end. They wheedle, they yearn, 
they slobber. Like many of us 
humans, they make great shed¬ 
ding pests of themselves in the 
name of love. Their goofy high 
spirits are too much like our own. 
Early burnouts, dogs: too hopeful 
to go the distance — too lacking 
in the serene and feline qualities. 

Add 10 years if you read Con¬ 
sumer Reports before buying a 
major appliance. You’ve pro¬ 
bably lengthened your life by at 
least that much for having avoid¬ 
ed all those Rinse cycles that 
won’t kick into Spin, all those 
dispose-alls that choke up on 
chicken innards. 

Subtract five years if you ac¬ 
tually subscribe to Consumer 
Reports, however. Beynd a cer¬ 
tain point, it’s bad for you to know 
whose ice cream is really nine- 
tenths gelatin, and which of your 


friends is serving peanut butter 
made of hog lard. 

Add six years if you save 
elastics, string or small plastic 
containers. While these won’t 
lengthen your days in 
themselves, they will have given 
you a comforting sense of con¬ 
tinuity — a sense of having sav¬ 
ed out something from the slip¬ 
pery past to hand along to the 
dubious future. 

Add 10 years if you have 
children. While these won’t 
lengthen your days in themselves 
either, and while they will surely 
up the stress quotient in the short 
run, over the long haul they too 
will have given you a comforting 
sense of continuity — a sense of 
having saved something from the 
slippery past to hand along to the 
promising future. 

... I could go on here, 
multiplying examples of the 
hazards and the boons to our 
mental health and length of days, 
but you can probably take over 
from here. 

By this reckoning, I’ve been 
able to approximate the age I’ll 
finally get to be, and it seems a 
fairly reasonable one. 

When I add in some extra in¬ 
formation peculiar to my own 
case — the place of singing in my 
life on the plus side, the length of 
my husband’s toenails on the 
minus side — I come out with a 
figure of around 84. 

Not bad, I guess, 84. On the 
other hand, maybe I should go for 
100. 

Where can I get me a cat, do 
you think? Anybody want to buy 
a nice used refrigerator?

If, as suggested by Dr. Eugene Mark 
in his Nov. 25 letter to The Star, the 
Report of the Task Force on Declining 
Enrollment sacrificed educational 
sensitivities for business issues, then the 
Task Force failed on both counts and the 
School Committee should read with 
extreme skepticism what must surely be 
one of the most confusing and misleading 
financial analyses in recent town history.

It’s too bad more people couldn't have 
heard Mr. Harrison Chadwick's 
eloquent speech against the nuclear 
weapons freeze at Town Meeting on 
Monday night. He made some excellent 
points which seem to escape the 
proponents. 

It seems to me the United Stales has 
been the "aggressor” in attempting to 
negotiate a “mutually acceptable and 
verifiable" freeze ever since I can 
remember, and that goes back to ap¬ 
proximately 1946. It is the United States, 
not the Soviet Union, who has tried and 
tried again to obtain such an agreement 
and an “on site inspection" has always 
met with the complete rejection by our 
Red adversaries. It would seem the 
proponents of the freeze movement 
don’t really want to achieve a 
“verifiable" freeze or their attention 
would be more on the Soviets than on the 
U.S. government. 

To the contention by one Town 
Meeting member that there is "no other 
side" to the freeze question, apparently 
the 25 percent of us who voted against it 
at the polls have no opinion or are in the 
minority and are therefore "wrong." 

As a young engineer, I worked on the 
design and construction of several 
nuclear submarines.

could only be detrimental to the students’ 
education.

Chadwick Made Excellent Points Against Nuclear Freeze

Big Wigs Don’t Deserve Latest Pay Raises 
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Winchester Is The Only Town That Consistently Fails To Fill Student Quota 

Yoke Policies Blamed For Poor Enrollment

The fact is that Winchester con¬ 
sistently fails to till its quota of students 
m the Northeastern Vocational School 
w hilc the 11 other towns serviced by the 
school maintain waiting lists ol up to aim 
students. 

The reasons for the contrast bet¬ 
ween towns is not as obvious. 

Alter meeting with representatives 
from Northeast Yoke last week. School 
Committee members blamed Win¬ 
chester's low enrollment on poor com¬ 
munication ol policies In addition, they 
criticized those admission policies lot- 
failing to meet the needs of students in 
Winchester. 

Those conclusions were readied 
during a meeting called because school 
board members were concerned they 
might be paying more than their share 
for Voke services. 

They also had some questions about 
till' admissions policy at N.E. Vote and 
wanted to know why some Winchester 
students were ret used admission after 
the town had not tilled its 2(1 student 
allotment this year. 

"It seems to me that in the past 10 
years. Winchester has shown that its 
needs are different than other com¬ 
munities who have waiting lists." said 
School Committee Member Catherine 
Alexander after hearing that Win¬ 
chester was the only town that con¬ 
sistently lailed to fill its quota. 

"It may have been the responsibili¬ 
ty of the admissions department (at 
N.E. Voke) to consider Winchester's 
needs differently than Somerville's. 
Chelsea's. Malden's, and Melrose's. 
Perhaps in other communities, 
students make up their minds on career 
goals earlier than they do in 
Winchester. 

"Has anyone in Northeast con¬ 
sidered that perhaps those spaces 
should be held open longer for Win¬ 
chester students'".’ she asked. 


Students enter the Voke school in the 
ninth grade. They must apply in the 
middle ol the eighth grade older ap¬ 
plicants are only accepted when spaces 
open up it they have had some pre\ ions 
experience 

Although Winchester could have en¬ 
rolled 2ii ninth graders in the vocational 
school this year, only lit students ap¬ 
plied. The ma jority ol those students. 
70 percent, were special needs students 

The Voke school does have a special 
needs program, but it is not the school's 
primary thrust. During last weeks 
School Committee meeting Winehestei 
Special Needs Director Prank Bianco 
complained that the Voke special needs 
programs w ere too limited m that there 
were none lor students with mild 
problems 

Voke representatives argued that a 
vocational program was not access 
arily the best answer lor all special 
needs students, but they agreed to meet 
with Bianco to rev iew the curriculum 

School Committee members had 
feared they were subsidizing the 
students who filled the vacancies in 
Winchester's allotment They were also 
concerned that some students from 
Winchester had been unjustly ret used 
admission to Northeast 

During last week's inlormational 
meeting, the school Committee was 
reassured to learn they were only bill 
ed for the actual number ol students 
who attended the school and that the 
students denied admissions were reins 
ed because they were not eligible for 
the program. 

School Commiittee members were 
not too pleased to learn, however, that 
without ;m active wailing list, the 
chances were slim that senior high 
schoolers could ever enter Northeast 
Voke. 

Until two years ago. the school only 
admitted students in the ninth grade

Morning Coffee Set For 
Senior Service Line Volunteers 



On Wednesday, Dec. H, at 9:30 a.m. at 
the Jenks Senior Center, a morning 
coffee will be held for volunteers on the 
Senior Service Line and those who do the 
volunteer transportation. 

The purpose is to acquaint both of 
these groups with each other since often 
they confer only through telephone 
conversations and to extend appreciation 
for work well done. Doth sets of volun¬ 
teers give service liberally during the 
year in all kinds of weather. 

The Senior Service line volunteers at 
the reception desk at the center number 
33 regular telephone attendants and five 
substitutes. They work in two different 
shifts, Monday through Friday, an¬ 
swering questions, greeting visitors, 
getting transportation arrangements 
finalized, assisting with information 
regarding programs as well as helping 
with office procedures when needed such 
as major mailing activities. 

Statistics reveal an approximate total 
of 18(H) hours of service during the year 
for all volunteers with each giving al 
least 87 hours in 12 months. Incoming 
telephone calls for each volunteer range 
from 23 upward daily with more than 3000 


calls annually. 

The number of volunteer drivers has 
grown from 10 regulars and eight sub¬ 
stitutes, beginning in December 1981. to 
21 regulars and 8 substitutes at present 
a total of 29 drivers, who have provided 
transportation 459 times during the past 
11 months. 

In December 19B1, 38 rides were 
provided. 

The increased number of riders 
currently represents a 1108 percent 
growth in services rendered, and more 
drivers are needed to augment the 
present staff. 

Anyone wishing to serve as a driver 
may call the Jenks Center for further 
information.

'1 don't think this is nothing - It 
definitely commits the town to a course 
of action," said Selectman John .1. 
Williams "It may not be chapter and 
verse, but il is a commitment."

Macdonald noted that in con- 
verstations with state officials, he 
discovered “they are looking for a few 
things — for one. that we would apply for 
scattered site housing." 

"What 1 gleaned from the con¬ 
versations were that this particular type 
of housing, and this particular type of 
policy, is what they want." said Mac¬ 
donald. 

Planning Board Chairman Harry A. 
Lindmark III said Tuesday that his board 
will discuss the policy at its next meeting 
on Dec. 6. 

Lindmark said he does not see the 
housing policy as a master plan, but 
more as a statement of goals. 

"When you're writing up a policy, 
which is all 1 see this as being, you do try 
to leave some flexibility and outline some 
goals," said Lindmark. "This is what the 
policy basically does. 

"It doesn’t gives specifics like we’ll 
have so many units of housing by such 


and such a dale, but I don I know it that 
would be appropriate at this time," he 
continued "The policy should be looked 
at and worked on closely, but we should 
have the foresight not to just say we’ll 
have housing by January! 1984." 

Now that the Planning Board is 
through with Town Meeting, Lindmark 
noted, it will begin to devote time to 
developing a more specific housing 
strategy. 

“We’ve had some general discussions, 
and we will have further discussions, on 
what avenues are open to get housing, 
how to obtain funding, and what kind of 
housing is appropriate," Lindmark said.

alleged breach of contract." 

In the last months of the revaluation, 
the members of Board of Assessors often 
declined to take a position on suing 
Patten, because they were afraid Patten 
might use such statements as a reason 
for not finishing the job.

Tax bills were not mailed out until 
July 16, three-and-a-half months late, 
and the town didn't collect all of its tax 
revenues until mid-August. 

To pay its bills, the town had to 
borrow money from May I to Aug. 16, at 
an interest cost of $48,044. 

And the town did not have tax 
revenues to invest between May 1 the 
day tax bills are usually due — and Aug. 
16. That cost the town $270,000 in lost 
investment chances. Between the in-

terest and the lost investments, the 
delays cost the $318,044, Randall 
charged. 

But Patten doesn't feel it owes the 
town that money — in fact, the firm 
claims it is the debtee. 

Winchester, according to Legasey, 
"has failed and refused to pay Patten

The brief claims Winchester still owes 
Patten $25,000 of the $160,000 contract. 
Selectmen, frustrated as they saw 
dollars slipping away from the town 
because of the delay, ordered the money 
withheld last spring. 

Even if the court decides Patten is 
responsible for the delay, Legasey's brief 
continued, the $25,000 should be deducted 
from the damages. 

And those damages, he states, should 
not come near $318,044. 

The contract with Patten stipulates 
that for each week the revaluation is 
delayed, Patten must pay one percent of 
the contract price, or $1,600 per week. 

Assuming all delays were caused by 
Patten, the 40-week June to April 
slowdown would mean a penalty of 
$64,000.

Musicians’ Doctor 


Shahani Helps Musicians Back To Concert Halls

So much goes into the lew 
moments of a pianist’s concerto 
performance. It is a finely tuned 
meshing of delicate systems. 

The moments shimmer, daz¬ 
zle and then are gone. 

On stage, the pianist cannot be 
conscious of how his muscles are 
performing. They must follow 
what they have been trained to 
do. And it must seem effortless. 

This is what a virtuoso perfor¬ 
mance is. 

Piano playing itself requires 
coordination of many delicate 
muscles and tendons, the pianist 
must not only move his muscles 
together, he has to integrate 
every element of his nervous 
system. It takes years and years 
of practicing normal and abnor¬ 
mal muscle postures before the 
pianist masters the strength, 
volume, speed and agility needed 
to play concert-caliber music. 

A failing in any element of a 
performance can turn a fine 
blend of tones into noise. Similar¬ 
ly, a complication in a pianist’s 
nervous system will ruin his 
abilities. 

Three years ago, world- 
renown pianist Gary Graffman 
was forced to stop performing 
when two fingers on his right 
hand refused to obey him. Highly 
reputable physicians diagnosed a 
variety of causes, ranging from 
Parkinson’s disease to simple 
tendonitis. Their treatments, 
however, failed to put Graffman 
back at the keyboard with full use 
ol all his fingers. 

Graffman played three con¬ 
certs in Boston last month with 
the Cleveland Philharmonic Or¬ 
chestra, but they were not his

usual repertoire. The music per¬ 
formed was composed exclusive¬ 
ly for the left hand. 

Last month, during his week¬ 
ly treatment with Doctor 
Bhagwan Shahani of Olde Village 
dr., Graffman played a series of 
five-finger chords using all 10 
fingers correctly. Shahani and 
Graffman’s wife, Naomi, ex¬ 
changed brief, excited glances. 

Graffman stared proudly at 
the fourth and fifth fingers of his 


right hand which remained 
outstretched. They had not curl¬ 
ed limply toward his palm, 
unresponsive to his command, as 
they had done before. 

“It’s great,’’ Graffman ex 
claimed softly, “I’ve had trouble 
shilling gears from open to close, 
but this is definitely better. I 
haven’t been able to play with 
both hands going from one 
hand to the other without mv 
two right fingers first closing.’’ 

Shahani was cautious about 
celebrating the achievement. 
“It’s fantastic, he murmured 
hesitantly, dark e\'es shining with 
pride. 

Shahani’s desire to cure Graff¬ 
man is both personal and 
professional 

“Good music is an important 
aspect of my life and that’s why 
I’m so interested in this type (if 
treatment,” said Shahani, chair 
man of the electromyogram and 
motor control department at 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 
"It would mean so much to me if 
Gary could play again. 

"I believe if I treat one of 
these great musicians like Gary, 

I will have helped millions," he 
added. “If I can put Gary Graft- 
man back to the piano, I will have 
helped a lot of people at once." 

That is no easy task, as Graft- 
man will confirm after three 
years of trying to cure the 
mysterious weakening of his two 
fingers. He traces the breakdown 
in his system to a Berlin concert 
in 1%7 when he injured his fourth 
finger. 

"I was playing with the Berlin

Sometimes the seller ot 
property is not able to per¬ 
sonally go through all the 
procedures necesary in 
selling it He may, for exam¬ 
ple, have to leave the city 
lor important business He 
can then, if he wants to, ap¬ 
point an agent to handle 
things for him.

When a person appoints 
an agent to act under a 
power of attorney regarding 
real estate matters, this fact 
must be recorded in the 
county where the property 
is located. The reason for 
this is so that the purchaser 
may know the agent is du¬ 
ly authorized to act for the 
principal (seller) The agent 
cannot delegate HIS 
authority unless he is ex¬ 
pressly authorized to do so.

Philharmonic on a very dull piano,” 
Graffman recalled from (he Boston 
apartment the New Yorker rents for 
therapy. "I hit the piano both out of 
frustration, anger and simply to he 
heard and I hit it hard with the fourth 
finger where the knuckle came out 

"The pain was unbearable. I faked 
my way through the rest of the concert 
favoring my finger as if I had a baseball 
finger. For four weeks. I didn't play 
with that finger, then I began favoring 
it." 

Shabani predicts it will take Graff¬ 
man about a year of weekly therapy 
sessions to retrain his brain, muscles 
and nerves to stop favoring the two 
fingers. 

"Any problem in the hand triggers 
a change in posture," Shahani explain¬ 
ed. “Slowly, the whole central program 
for movement changes. The person is 
unaware of what is happening, but 
every movement — even the way a 
wine glass is held is changed to favor 
the problem. 

"Each nerve must first be studied 
and compared with the ones on the 
other side," he continued. "They don't 
realize they arc doing things different¬ 
ly until you point it out to them and 
make them change their programs. 
The situational retraining is a lengthy 
procedure.” 

Until Graffman’s system is totally 
reprogrammed, Shahani docs not want 
to risk reinforcement of the pianist's 
bad habits. “I don’t want to construct 
a building halfway and then destroy it," 


he explained. 

Playing with the right hand, 
therefore, is forbidden unless Graffman 
is monitored by a biofeedback machine, 
sitting atop his Steinway grand piano, 
which beeps loudly when muscle con¬ 
trol lessens. 

Shahani is one ol a team of three 
doctors at Massachusetts General 
Hospital who have gained widespread 
acclaim for their success in treating 
musicians suffering from mysterious 
nerve and muscle conditions. 

"My contribution is motor control." 
the doctor commented modestly. "We 
do a detailed analysis of these motor- 
controlled disorders. Then we treat 
them with medicine and physiological 
methods such as hiofeedback which 
retrains one's own signals. 

There are also other treatments in¬ 
cluding stimulating muscles with elec¬ 
trodes and using certain reflexes in 
similar ways to facilitate movement of 
muscles," Shahani continued. “Then 
we go to the piano itself and see how 
much we can apply to it." 

Recent articles' in The New York 
Times and Boston Globe magazines 
reported this new therapy at Mass. 
General. They highlighted pianist Leon 
Finisher's return to the performing 
spotlight with the use of both hands 
after 17 years of being unable to play 
with two hands. 

Shahani cannot afford to devote as 
much time as he would like to treating 
musicians since his primary job is to 
oversee the neurological lab at Mass.

General. The recent publicity has spur¬ 
red a surge ol calls from ailing pianists 
seeking help, making it difficult for the 
big-hearted doctor to divide his time. 
He hates to say "no." 

"I receive lots of calls from pianists 
identifying their problems with those of 
Fleisher and Graffman," Shahani said. 
"But my major job is to look after the 
lab at the hospital. We have developed 
the number one clinical lab in the coun¬ 
try. I have 12 full-time patients there 
and if I gave them each one hour a day 
plus did all my research, it would add 
up to more than 2-1 hours a day. 

"This is just my hobby, but it's like 
a full-time job," he confessed, adding, 
"The music is a small part of the things 
I do, hut I spend 20 hours a week on it 
The end result is that 1 work HO hours 
a week." 

Shahani said the recent articles 
should not have been printed until the 
results of the treatment were more 
conclusive. 

“The preliminary results have been 
excellent, but I believe in waiting for 
final results,” he said. “If I can put 
Gary Graffman back to the piano play 
ing with both hands — that would be the 
time for an article.” 

Shahani could not prevent publica¬ 
tion of the articles but he would not per¬ 
mit direct quotes from himself. Now 
that the stories have appeared, Shahani 
wants the people in Winchester, the 
town he loves to have a story in their 
paper. 

"Too much publicity leads to too 
much work and I'm interested in the 
science of this — not in gaining more 
patients," he explained. “But if anyone 
should get the publicity for this it should 
be the paper in Winchester. The people 
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Many (I<>k owners think that

He is often assisted in his laboratory 
work by his 9-ycar-old son Robin anil 
his wife Maya, a pediatrician, and. like 
Shahani. a biofeedback expert. 

Shahani savors the moments he can 
spend with bis family and look for ways 
to share his professional challenges 
with them For that reason, he plans to 
take piano lessons, something his son 
has been doing lor three years 

"I'm definitely planning to learn to 
play the piano, he promised. "Not only 
to help musicians by increasing my 
understanding of their technique, but so 
that I can share another interest with 
my son. Now. I watch Robin's bands 
and fingers.” 

The Shahanis also enjoy interweav¬ 
ing Indian culture with the customs of 
their friends, neighbors and colleagues. 
"We trade cooking recipes and have In¬ 
dian poetry readings at home with our 
friends,” Maya Shahani said. "That is 
the richness of this country People 
come here from all over the world and 
they have something exciting to offer 
each other." 

The Shahanis started the Indian 
Medical Association of New England to 
further the intercultural exchange of 
ideas and medical paractices with doc¬ 
tors from India. 

Shahani will be lecturing in India for 
three weeks Ibis December and will be 
accompanied by Graffman during that 
time. In addition to weekly therapy, the 
two will be viewing Indian art, a strong 
interest of Graffman’s. "Gary's a 
serious student of many things in addi¬ 
tion to music," Shahani note. “It’s fun 
to work with people like him. He's a 
good patient. The musicians are very 
serious people willing to work hard.” 

Shahani is more than qualified lo 
diagnose a hard worker. Years of stu¬ 
dying the human nervous system have 
won him much acclaim in the field. 

His fascination with the human ner¬ 
vous system drew Shahani to the 
ailments suffered by pianists. 

"Human motor control is the highest 
in man," Shahani noted." And that con¬ 
trol is the finest among musicians. 
They really have to coordinate their 
motions. 

Shahani's fascination with motor 
control also brought him to the United 
Stales in 19(53. 

“As a medical student in India, I 
was interested in functional rehabilita¬ 
tion of humans who had diseases of the 
nervous system," Shahani said. "The 
dean of the National Medical College in 
Bombay, the school I attended, knew of 
my interest. 

"When I was in my final year, my 
school was visited by Dr Howard Rusk, 
the father of rehabilitative medicine in 
the United Stales, who was the presi¬ 
dent of the World Rehabilitation fund 
and the Institute of Rehabilitative 
Medicine in New York. The dean of the 
school told Rusk about me and my 
medical interests.

INSUBORDINATE FINGERS — Pianist Gary Graffman (r) and his Doctor 
Bhagwan Shahani (I) discuss the intricate systems involved in muscle 
movements of the hands. Through therapy sessions with Shanani. Graffman 
is slowly regaining the use of his fourth and fifth right hand fingers which 
have refused to obey the artist's orders for the past three years. Shahani 
hopes to put Graffman back in the performing spotlight in a year.

Shahani was subsequently awarded 
a World Rehabilitative Fund fellowship 
to New York University Medical Center 
He was one of 16 students in the world 
who received that honor. 

During his training there, Shahani 
said he vowed to go any place in the 
world to study chinical neurophysiology 
in human subjects. He did not want to 
study animals as most students had to 
do. 

Upon graduating from New York 
Univcrstiy, Shahani was awarded a 
fellowship by the American Foundation 
of Aid for the Association of Crippled 
Children. He could study any place in 
the world for three years. Shahani 
chose to go to Oxford University in 
England where he could study humans. 

"It was a unique fellowship for me 
to win because I was not an American 
citizen at the time,” Shahani noted. 
"There were not too many research 
funds available because the Vietnam 
war was going on at the lime.” 

Dr. Robert Young, who heads the 
neurophysiological lab at Mass. 
General, had also gone to Oxford 
because of its opportunities for study¬ 
ing human motor control. 

The two hooked up together, and 
Young invited Shahani to Mass. 
General. After completing his thesis on 
human reflexes, Shahani was asked to 
head the electromyogram and motor 
control unit at Mass. General, where he 
has worked for 16 years. He just finish¬ 
ed serving a term as president of the 
American Association of Elec¬ 
tromyography and Electrodiagnosis. 

Before Shahani started treating 
musicians, he designed his own biofeed¬ 
back machine to analyze nervous 


system disorders of every type so he 
could prescribe treatment. 

"If I can detect the problem early on 
through the use ol hiofeedback, I can 
hasten the course ol recovery," 
Shahani said. "Because of that, many 
musicians started to come to Mass. 
General just for the diagnosis." 

Graffman came for that reason last 
June. An electronic needle inserted in¬ 
to the muscle that controls bis right 
hand’s fourth and fifth lingers reacted 
violently on the hiofeedback screen in¬ 
dicating overactivity there. 

Along with a Steinway baby grand 
piano, the hiofeedback machine is now 
a full-time resident in the Boston apart¬ 
ment Graffman rents for his weekend 
therapy sessions with Shahani. 

“As soon as I star! getting tense, the 
lines (on the machine screen) absolute¬ 
ly go crazy and the machine makes all 
kinds of noise," Graffman said. "The 
muscle in the tip of my forefingers is 
so overactive that it pulls the rest of un¬ 
hand down. I'm trying to reprogram 
my computer.” 

For the first time in three years, 
Graffman has seen positive results. 
"Before, they used to tell me I suffered 
from all kinds of terrible things," he 
complained. “They would give me pills 
and other medicines, but the only ef¬ 
fects I would ever have were (beside 
effects they warned me about.” 

Watching Gral'fman's hands glide 
effortlessly across the ivory keyboard, 
Shahani can hardly conceal his pride in 
Graffman’s progress. 

Breaking into a smile, he admitted, 
"Musicians tire beginning to see im¬ 
provements through this therapy. They 
are beginning to use their hands again 
and that’s the excitement of it."

A Boston man told police he was 
kidnapped, robbed, and severely beaten 
and thrown into the Mystic Lakes by two 
men early Sunday morning.

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Parents Fight To Save Mystic School 


By DAVE LEECO 

Mystic School parents used any 
weapon they could to try and prevent the 
closing of the Symmes Corner school. 

During Monday’s School Committee 
hearing on the report of the Task Force 
on Declining Enrollment, over 100 Mystic 
parents punched holes in the report’s 
data and came up with alternatives to the 
Task Force’s recommendations. 

Most of the suggestions rested upon 
closing Lincoln School rather than 
Mystic, to the distress of Lincoln parents 
in the audience. 

Other speakers maintained that no 
elementary school need be closed — that 
the problem with low enrollments was in 
the secondary grades, so that’s where the 
changes should be made. 

School Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman promised to take the 
suggestions and the criticism of the Task 
Force’s report into consideration before 
deciding if a school should be closed, and 
if so what school. 


“Although the Task Force has made a 
recommendation, the School Committee 
has not taken a position, or made any 
motion, or taken any vote,” said 
Bauman. “We have not made our minds 
up on the question.” 

The Task Force recommendations 
were to close the Mystic School at the end 
of this school year, and transfer those 
students to Lincoln School. Some 70 
students from Lincoln would be bussed to 
make room for the Mystic pupils. 

In about 1986, the Task Force is 
recommending that Lincoln also be 
closed, and its students transferred to 
McCall. 

The McCall students would be tran¬ 
sferred to a separate “house" in Win¬ 
chester High School. 

The first speaker set the tone of the 
night, and he wasn't even a Mystic 
parent. Long-time town activist Harrison 
Chadwick was the first to take the 
podium, and immediately disagreed with 
every recommendation made by the Task 


Force. 

“In my opinion, the Mystic School 
should remain open," said Chadwick. 
"The first school that should be closed is 
Lincoln, and the sooner the better." 

The selectmen, Chadwick noted, were 
considering whether Lincoln could be 
used to house town offices and relieve 
crowding at Town Hall. The school ad¬ 
ministration, he said, could also be 
housed at Lincoln. 

"I would not like to see the superin¬ 
tendent and administration at Lynch las 
the Task Force recommended)," said 
Chadwick. "They're inaccessible as it is 
now, and this would only make it worse." 

Chadwick also opposed the Task 
Force’s recommendation to move the 
junior high school into a separate 
"house” in the Winchester High School 
building. 

“It would be a mistake to put that age 
group with grades 9 through 12,” he said 

Rather, Chadwick proposed moving 


all sixth grade classes into McCall, to use 
up empty space in that building. He also 
said a Youth Center could be housed in 
the junior high. 

To fill empty space at the high school, 
Chadwick suggested adding two more 
grades the equivalent of a 13th and 
14th grade. 

Chadwick's final suggestion was also 
pushed by Judy O'Brien of Winford way. 

"We could increase the possibilities 
for other education, other experiences, 
for the town as a whole." said O’Brien. 
“Other neighboring towns have done it, 
let’s think what we can do." 

O'Brien said having college-type 
programs in the high school would be 
preferable to putting junior highers in the 
building. 

"I don't want to see my daughter in 
the seventh grade going to the high 
school," she said "Junior high students 
are at the most vulnerable time in their 
entire lives. They are desperate to be 
accepted as part of the group. 


"So what are we going to do? Hut 
them in the high school, where recent 
statistics have shown there is a lot of 
alcoholism and drug abuse?" she asked. 

Michael Ducey ol Wellington rd. sug 
gested that rather than close Mystic, 
which two of his children attended. Lin¬ 
coln should be closed and its students 
relocated to McCall 

That same recommendation was put 
forward in a lu-page alternate report, 
authored by Julius Snyder of Alden In., 
which was delivered to the School 
Committee last week. 

Making McCall a K-tl school would 
accomplish two goals, Ducey noted. It 
would result in a school closing and the 
associated savings, and it would keep an 
elementary school in every neigh¬ 
borhood. 

And the Lincoln School should be 
closed, he added, because it was the only 
school which exceeded the state fire code 
requirements that a school be no more 
thiin two stories in height. 


"We must face now what we are 
paying taxes for," concluded Ducey. "If 
it is for quality education in a neigh¬ 
borhood school, we must keep Mystic 
School open." 

However, Task Force Chairman 
Vincent O'Reilly said that according to 
McCall principal Robert Fitzgerald, 
McCall would not have room to house the 
Lincoln students until 1986. 

Many Mystic parents questioned 
whether Mystic was the right school to 
close, if an elementary school is to close. 

Although the Task Force's report 
predicts a declining elementary 
population for the next six years, Mystic 
parents say that decline is not reflected 
in their district. 

Larry Frisoli of Hollywood rd. said he 
and nine neighbors took a count of the 4- 
and 5-year-olds in their neighborhood — 
children who would be entering Mystic 
next year.

“Another facility that could be turned 
into a recreation center is Camp Joy,” 
said Cereghino, referring to the South 
Border rd. Girl Scout Camp now up for 
sale. "While there are real problems with 
isolation, we could move all our summer 
programs and many of our winter 
programs to that facility.” 

The ideal location for a recreation 
center, said Cereghino, would be a closed

school. 

"The idea came up because the Iasi 
Council on Youth meeting fell upon the 
heels of the school report on declining 
enrollment,” said Cereghino. That report 
stated that one elementary school should 
be closed at the end of this school year. 

"Obviously, things are a long way 
from final," said Cereghino. "But a 
school would be a very good possibility." 


Finally, said Cereghino, he and his 
staff have considered moving into empty 
classroom space in McCall Jr. High or 
one of the elementary schools 

“There are pluses and minuses to 
that," said Cereghino. "A school — a 
Lynch or McCall has large facilities, 
gymnasiums and the rest. But many of 
those spaces are being used already. 
“For instance, the McCall gym on 


Tuesdays and Thursdays for the past 15 
years has had the badminton program," 
said Cereghino. “We don’t want to 
displace long-standing programs." 

Putting all the recreation activities in 
one building would help cut down on the 
department’s costs, noted Cereghino.

Blue Over Blue Law

Town officials and concerned citizens 
have been kicking around the idea of a 
youth center for years, but kids in 
Winchester still have nowhere to go but 
under the railroad bridge.. 

But the possibility of buildings 
opening up because of school closings, a 
new push by the Council on Youth, and 
the efforts of the town's new Youth 
Coordinator have given new life to the old 
idea. 

And the idea has blossomed from a 
simple room for youths to gather into a 
recreation center, with activities run for 
all ages. 

Those involved in the push for a youth 
center are hesitant to trufnpet any 
concrete progress in their long fight. 

"We’ve built up the hopes for the kids 
so many times, and then had those hopes 
dashed,” said Veronica Fiorillo, head of 
the Council on Youth. "We can't build up 
their hopes again without doing 
something about it.” 

But Recreation Director Ken 
Cereghino said he sees a number of 
factors coming together that could make 
a youth center, or a recreation center, a 
reality. 

“I see us as being much closer to 
getting a center than we were a year 
ago,” said Cereghino. "And for a lot of 


different reasons. 

"The Youth Council has focused on a 
center as its top priority,” said 
Cereghino. “And with the hiring of Steve 
(D’Onofrio, the new Youth Coordinator), 
we’re able to bring back to the Youth 
Council more about what the kids in town 
are saying. 

"And the main reason is that the 
.possibility of facilities becoming 
available has turned people’s heads,” 
continued Cereghino. "That’s always 
been the stumbling block.” 

The town has recently purchased one 
building — the downtown train station — 
and is considering closing a school, 
Cereghino noted. 

"One of the things I would like to 
happen as buildings become available to 
the town, is that some serious con¬ 
sideration be given to what kind of use we 
could put them to," said Cereghino. 

He and his staff have been considering 
the advantages of a number of buildings 
if they were turned into a recreation 
center, Cereghino said. 

"We’ve looked at the train station, 
which might be used for a youth center,” 
said Cereghino. “But you could not put 
very many programs in it, without major 
renovations. And because it’s rather 
isolated, you could have a vandalism 
problem. 


If Winchester merchants were in the 
governor’s shoes, they wouldn't sign the 
bill now on Ed King’s desk repealing the 
Sunday Blue Laws. 

Some don't feel the Blue Laws repeal 
would do business any good, and would 
rather take the day off. 

Others feel that having their large 
competitors open on Sunday would hurt 
their business. 

And all of the downtown merchants 
interviewed said that even if stores were 
open in Winchester on Sunday, no one 
would shop in them. 

"I don't see a great number of people 
coming to downtown Winchester on 
Sunday because the stores are open,” 
said Dick Malcolm of Winchester 


Jewelers Ltd. "Certainly not enough to 
make me feel compelled to open.” 

The bill to allow Sunday openings 
the final remnant of the lBtli century Blue 
Laws — passed the state House of 
Representatives on Monday and the 
Senate Tuesday. 

Proponents of the bill argue that 
Sunday openings will create 15,000 new 
jobs in the commonwealth, and bring in 
$44 million in new tax revenues. 

To protect store employees from 
being forced to work seven days a week, 
the law states employees can refuse to 
work on Sunday. If they choose to work, 
they must be paid time-and-a-half. 

But most downtown Winchester 
merchants operate their stores single- 


handedly, six days a week. They say they 
need their day of rest 

Malcolm, like many other Winchester 
merchants, said he would prefer to take 
Sunday off. 

"I'm not in favor of the change, 1 will 
not be open Sunday," said Malcolm. "I'm 
a small businessman, and I'm here six 
days a week anyway. I need the day off. I 
want to have a day to spend with my 
family." 

Losing a day’s rest is not the only 
problem some merchants see with the 
Blue Law repeal. They fear they will lose 
business. 

Berg Keshian. owner of One or Two 
Things, noted that Sunday was his 
busiest day of the week, because anyone 


needing a quart of milk or a dozen eggs 
would have to stop at his store, rather 
than a supermarket. 

Keshian added that on the Sundays 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas 
when supermarkets have been allowed to 
open, his business has dropped. 

"A convenience store is designed to 
handle customers during the off times,” 
said Keshian. “When you destroy the off- 
times, you destroy the ability of the little 
guy to survive. "The big stores get 
their shot six days a week," continued 
Keshian. "The little guys ought to get 
their shot on Sunday."

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Phone Co. Answers Town’s Calls For New Rates

Next Monday, Winchester businesses 
will have a money-saving telephone 
service rate option which is unavailable 
any where else in the country. 

The Department of Public Utilities 
(DPU) recently gave New England 
Telephone permission to offer an ex¬ 
perimental telephone service to Win¬ 
chester business customers on a one-year 
trial basis. 

Called premium measured business 
service, it can save money for companies 
that exceed 220 monthly message units 
per line. 

Members of I he Winchester Chamber 
of Commerce, who have been fighting for 
three years for a flat-rate service option 
in Winchester, called the offer a major 
breakthrough. Early this month the 
chamber refiled a bill in the state 
legislature which demands that NET 
offer Winchester the flat-rate option 
given to surrounding communities. 

“I think we re making some real 
headway,” commented chamber 
executive director Rita Spence. "We've 
also refiled legislation. That along with 
numerous meetings we've had with NET 
and the DPU people to keep the pressure 
on them, has gotten us where we are 
now.” 

The combined flat-rate message unit 
service gives businesses, churches and 
town offices the option to purchase 
telephone service at a higher monthly fee 
than the present $111 rate, but with ex¬ 
panded message unit coverage. 

Premium measured business service 
features a $33 fixed monthly rate which 
includes a 250 message unit allowance 
per line. During the monthly billing 
period, each message unit numbering 
between 250 and 550 will be billed tit the 
existing rate of 11.63 cents. Every 
message unit above 550 would be billed at 
9.3 cents each — a savings of about 20 
percent.

The current service will still be an 
option for customers. That service costs 
$16.20 per line per month and includes a 
90-message unit allowance Each ad 
ditional message unit beyond 90 is billed 
at 11.63 cents 

Service connection charges will not 
apply for existing customers who select 
the new service option during the lust 
four months of the trial. After that 
period, normal service charges will 
apply to customers who elect to change 
their choice of service 

The local calling area for Winchester 
business customers remains uncha nged. 
and continues to include those 
Metropolitan Boston exchanges which 
can Ixi called on a message unit basis 

Spence said the chamber is par 
ticularly excited about the service 
because it will make it easier for I lie 
chamber telephone study committee to 
get information from NET on Win¬ 
chester’s calling patterns, which has 
been unavailable. 

Unlike most surrounding com¬ 
munities, including Woburn. Arlington 
and Stoneham, Winchester non 
residential users did not have the option 
to purchase flat-rate service, making it 
more expensive to operate businesses in 
Winchester than nearby towns 


The chamber's telephone committee 
tiled legislation two years ago at the 
State Mouse through Rep. Sherman 
Whip Saltmarsh and Sen Samuel 
Kotonrii demanding the flat-rate option 
The bill has been in committee since then 
and was refiled last week and signed by 
Senator-elect Richard Kraus.

“Now we will be in a situation where 
we will be able to get a lot more in¬ 
formation than before to support our 
claims ot what we leel has been a 
discriminatory practice,’ she said. "In

if they created some computer programs 
especially designed for that purpose. 

"Silica this is a test case, the in¬ 
formation on individual business 
customers will bt public information,” 
she continued "We'll now be able to get a 
readout on how many calls were made to 
different places and bow many message 
units each one used. 

"We've never been able to get that 
type of information before,” she 
stressed NET has contended that since 
Winchester lias one message unit to 
Boston, that more than offsets our ability

Town Okays Changes In Disposal Plan

"The Winchester exchange was 
selected for the first offering of 
measured choices for basic business 
customers because Winchester exchange 
business subscribers have expressed a 
desire for an additional option," said 
NET spokesperson Roberta Clement. 


The Board of Selectmen agreed 
Monday night to go with one final change 
in the town's 20-year disposal plan to get 
the project started despite the additional 
money the revision will cost Winchester. 

Waste disposal officials had to 
refigure their finances after a recent 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) ruling 
that certain pieces of equipment needed 
for a new regional solid waste project 
could not be purchased with tax-exempt 
bonds as planned. 

Bonding for the solid waste disposal 
plant in North Andover dropped from 91) 
percent tax exempt bonds to 85 percent, 
resulting in a tipping fee increase from 
$1-1 to $17 a ton. 

The board had to sign the town's 
contract with the North Andover solid 
waste firm by Monday to enable the 
company to prepare for construction 
bonding on Dec. 7. 

"We are faced with the obligation to 
accept the final set of proposals as part of 


the original contract,” Selectmen 
Chairman Alan MacDonald- said Mon 
day. "What I'm really concerned with is 
whether or not the present contract is 
within the same tenor as it was when 
Town Meeting made the decision to go 
ahead with it." 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
that while he was unable to thoroughly 
analyze every point on the contract, it 
appeared to be the same. 

"The price has obviously increased 
but there seems to be the same intent 
behind it," Randall told the selectmen. I 
don't see where any of these changes 
would create a legal block as far as 
executing the document. 

"The most significant point is that the. 
tipping fee increased a fairly substantial 
amount and it's now up to the selectmen 
to determine whether they wish to go 
along with that." 

The selectmen agreed that while it 
would cost Winchester more minr-v ;ii 


first, the long-range potential for saving 
outweighed the immediate costs. 

"In spile ol the increase in price 
which I believe is uncontrollable to a 
degree, I think that in looking at the long 


range possibilities of the project, it will 
Selectman John Williams,

Macdonald said.

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Town To Subsidize Winton Club In Exchange For Contributions 


Selectmen Lop $600 Off 


Club Heat Bill 


By SUSAN SCHNKCK 

The town accountant will probably 
have a tough lime recording the heating 
bill for the Winton Club's use of the Town 
Hall auditorium this winter. Unless the 
newest methods of accounting are equip¬ 
ped to balance barter payments. 

The Board of Selectmen unanimously 
voted Monday night to slash the energy 
bill by more than half for the Winton Club 
this year. Instead of paying about $1,160 
to heat the auditorium during its annual 
Cabaret performances, the group will only 
have to give Winchester $500. 

In return, the Winton Club decorated, 
cleaned and repaired the auditorium. 

The selectmen voted to reduce the 
heating bill after club members had ask¬ 
ed the selectmen to eliminate the entire 
fee. pointing out that the Winton Club has 


painted, cleaned, repaired and decorated 
the auditorium, bought a drop curtain for 
the stage and contributed toward some 
new firefighting equipment for the town. 

In addition, club members also pointed 
out that along with the Rotary Club, they 
bought 305 folding chairs for the 
auditorium. 

Selectmen agreed on the S50» fee after 
debating the ethics of what could be seen 
as favoritism to one particular town group 
and arguing about the exact amount to 
charge for heat. Fee suggestions ranged 
from no charge to $600. 

Selectmen Chairman Alan Macdonald 
opened up the debate by saying it would 
be difficult to put a dollar value both on 
the amount of heal the Winton Club will 
use and on its contribution to the town. 

“We can't document the exact energy 


costs they incur, nor can we document to 
the dollar the benefits the town derives 
from the Winton Club," he said 

Selectman Mark Lombardi, however, 
said the selectmen should not bend the 
rules on charging clubs for heat for one 
group and not for another because all town 
groups help Winchester in various ways. 

"I don't buy the argument that because 
they painted the back stairway, we should 
trade off energy costs with them," he said. 
“If they use heat, they should pay for it. 
We should follow the rules. 

"You have to come up with rules for all 
the organizations because they all basical¬ 
ly work for good causes," he continued. 
"The only argument in favor of cutting 
their costs is that they have a lot of votes." 

Lombardi said that while he opposed 
the elimination of the entire fee, he would

consider cutting it in half 

"This board did figure out a Ice struc¬ 
ture and now you're saying you didn't do 
a good job," he told lus fellow selectmen 
who were on the board when fees for heal 
costs were implemented I can't see hav 
ing no fee 1 think we should at least go 
halfway, but 1 don't think the public should 
have to totally subsidize a charitable 
organization when they don't have a say 
about where the money goes." 

That logic appealed to Kd O'Connell 
"Half a loaf is belter than none," he said. 

Some of the selectmen said they did not 
feel comfortable about charging the Win¬ 
ton Club for heal, claiming it was almost 
impossible to determine exactly how 
much heat they used But Town Manager 
Tom (iroux said while the method used 
was not exact, it came pretty close to the 


true amount 

“The way of assessing the energy pay 
meat is a bit sliak\." said Selectman 
O'Connell "It's not an exact science I'm 
not too complacent about the way we ar 
rive at the energy costs It’s a hit and miss 
proposition 

(iroux noted that only one gas meter 
was used to heal the building, lie said that 
by turning the thermostat as low as possi 
hie on different day s ol varying temper 
atures he was able to measure the flow 
ol gtis and then make projections 
"We are able to make a good estimate 
of the energy cost, but there is a wide 
variance." he said 

Lombardi and O'Connell then sug 
gested reducing the bill to $r>0(). Selectman 
John Williams argued that the bill should 
be $5811 because that number would be ex 


aftly half the Winton Club's average bill 
for the past two years lie also pointed out 
that by making it $580. the selectmen will 
have used a formula which could act as 
a precedent in future years 

Town Comptroller Al Faggiano noted 
that becauuse the price of gas was so 
unstable, the selectmen might want to 
vote on a formula for arriving at a fee 
reduction instead of arbitrarily naming a 
price. 

But Lombardi wanted the bill to be a 
round number

(t'Connell then moved to make the fee 
$500 because that number has “a nice ring

Dr. Stephen Black-Schaffer Replaces 
N. Bruce Hanes On Board Of Health

Votes did not put W. Stephen Black- 
Schaffer of Highland a ve. on the Board of 
Health in last spring’s town elections, but 
burning desire put him there Monday 
night. 

The new health official was one of two 
men the Board of Selectmen and the 
remaining two Board of Health members 
considered for a vacant position. 

Both boards met Monday and voted 6- 
1 for Black-Schaffer with Selectman 
Michael Saraeo casting the only 
dissenting vote. Saraeo later successfully 
moved to make the vote unanimous. 

The majority of both boards chose 
Black-Schaffer over former Board of 
Health member Warren J. Taylor of 
x Edgehill rd. because they said Black- 
• Schaffer had expressed such a strong 
desire to serve. 

Black-Schaffer began serving a four- 
month term Monday, replacing N. Bruce 
Hanes who resigned from the board Dec. 
1. If Black-Schaffer wishes to continue 
serving after March, he will have to run 
for office in the spring elections. Last 
spring, he ran against incumbent Jeanne 
Thomas and lost. 

Board members acknowledged that 
their decision was a difficult one to make 
since both candidates were extremely 
well-qualified. Taylor was chairman of 
the Board of Health for three years 
during his tenure from 1963 to 1972. He is 
still that board's physician. Black- 
Schaffer is chief resident in pathology at 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 

Taylor was nominated by Saraeo. 
Since Black-Schaffer had run for the 
position last year and he was the only 
person who applied for the job after 
Hanes resigned, Board of Health 
members Lawrence Quigley and Jeanne 
Thomas voted for him. 

"We felt that where Dr. Black- 


Schaffer had run for the position before, 
worked hard on his behalf, and expressed 
such a strong interest in the job, we’d like 
to nominate him," Chairman Quigley 
said. 

Quigley and Thomas stressed that 
they would be more than willing to work 
with either candidate if the selectmen 
preferred Taylor. 

"I've known Dr. Taylor for a long 
time, and I’ve worked with him in the 
operating room and I have no problems 
with his qualifications if everyone else 
would like to have him on the board," 
Thomas said. "But I recommend Dr. 
Black-Schaffer." 

"Our nominatiion in noway limits our 
interest in working with Dr. Taylor,” 
Quigley agreed. 

Saraeo, however, said that since the 
term would only be for four months, he 
thought someone with previous ex¬ 
perience should be appointed. He also 
noted that Taylor has been receiving the 
minutes of all the health meetings so he is 
aware of what has been happening and 
could easily fill the vacant position. 

"I feel that experience is what is 
needed here," Saraeo said. “Now is the 
time to choose a qualified, experienced 
member and then let the people decide 
who they want in four months. 


"He (Taylor) can sit down on the 
board and be abreast of the issues,,’ 
Saraeo continued. "He can step right in 
and it’ll be just as if a vacancy never 
occurred." 

Saraeo said he was surprised that the 
two health board members did not agree 
with that logic. 

“Knowing the kind of assistance they 
can get from a man who can step right in, 
I’m surprised the Board of Health does 
not support him, (Taylor).” Saraeo said. 

Quigley said he regretted Saraco's 
interpretation of the Board of Health’s 
nomination. 

“I’m very sorry the previous speaker 
(Saraeo) looks upon this in any way other 
than the fact that Stephen Black-Schaffer 
expressed an interest and no other names 
came before us," Quigley said. "I feel 
badly that anyone would intimate in any 
way that we don't want Dr. Taylor or 
would not cooperate with him. 

"I feel Dr. Black-Schaffer is well 
qualified, a fast learner and can quickly 
pick up all that’s going on,” he added. 

The other four selectmen then 
nominated Black-Schaffer since he was 
both qualified and the choice of the Board 
of Health. 

“Both men are eminently qualified to 
hold the position and Dr. Stephen Black- 


Schaffer has shown a strong interest in 
the position," Selectmen Chairman Alan 
Macdonald said. "If the Board of Health 
were split in their recommendations or 
made a nomination I did not feel was 
proper, I'd take a different position, but 
their nomination is well qualified and 
they're both in favor of Dr. Black- 
Schaffer. Because of that. I vote for Dr. 
Black-Schaffer. 

"I think it s important for you to have 
someone you unanimously back,” he told 
the health officials. "But I'm very in¬ 
terested in Dr. Taylor if he chooses to run 
in the future.” 

"I feel the qualifications of both men 
are so exemplary that they don't enter 
into my deliberations," said Selectman 
John Williams "The two things that 
make me feel I should vote for Dr. 
Stephen Black-Scahffer are the 
recommendations of the Board of Health 
and the fact that he ran before.” 

Selectman Ed. O'Connell said he also 
would not want to go against the wishes 
of the Board of Health and felt Black- 
Schaffer could easily catch up on the 
board’s previous activity. 

"I don't think the Board of Selectmen 
can inflict itself on those who must go on 
with the work of the Board of Health," 
O’Connell said. "I don’t believe the 
service on the Board of Health is so 
esoteric that a man of his education could 
not easily render his competent service 
on the board.” 

After his fellow board members had 
all cast their votes in favor of Black- 
Schaffer, Saraeo moved to make the 
appointment unanimous. The Selectmen 
quickly agreed. 

O'Connell noted that Winchester was 
lucky to have such qualified residents 
willing to serve their town. 

"In this situation, there are no losers, 
only winners," he said. "And the big 
winner is the town of Winchester.

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Patten Court Suit May Last For Years 


It will probably be years before the 
Middlesex Superior Court decides who is 
at fault for delays in Winchester’s 
revaluation. 

Both the town and Patten Associates 
have filed statements in the town's suit to 
recover $318,044 from the Portland. 
Maine, appraising firm for losses caused 
by the delay in sending out last spring's 
tax bills. 

But according to Town Counsel 
Douglas Kandall. those statements will 
probably sit in the files at Middlesex 
Court Mouse in Cambridge for years 
before the case comes to trial. 

"Ordinarily, a case of this nature 
wouldn't be scheduled for years," said 
Randall “There is nothing about the 
case that you could use to prevail upon 
the court to advance the case for speedy 
trial. 

"Money is the issue, and money can 
always wait,” said Randall. “And of 
course, the judgment will have an eight 
percent interest attached." 

Randall said that he will not discover 
when the trial will be scheduled until just 
before the hearing setting the court date. 


Patten charging that the firm broke its 
contract with the town by failing to 
complete the revaluation by June 2, 1980. 

Because the revaluation was not 
completed until April 1981 — 10 months 
late — spring tax hills were delayed and 
the town lost $318,044, Randall's brief 
continued. 

Of that $318,044, $48,044 represents the 
interest costs associated with the money 
the town had to borrow to remain solvent 
from May 1, when the tax revenues are 
usually received, to Aug. 16, when taxes 


finally came in. 

The remaining $270,000 is how much 
the town would have made if the spring 
tax revenues were invested between May 
1 and the end of the fiscal year on June 30, 

Patten’s answer to Randall's suit, 
filed by Danvers attorney John S. 
Legasey, was that any delay in the 
revaluation was caused, or approved, by 
the Board of Assessors. 

Legasey also included a counterclaim 
against Winchester for $25,000 which 
remains unpaid on Patten’s $160,000 


contract with the town 

In addition. Legasev’s brief claims 
any damages awarded against Patten 
should be limited to the contract terms, 
which contain a penalty of one percent of 
the contract price for each week the 
revaluation was delayed. 

In other words, Legasey is claiming 
that Winchester should collect no more 
than $1,600 for each week's delay. 
Assuming a 40-week June to April 
slowdown, total damages could be no 
more than $64,000. 


State Health Experts Conduct Air 
Quality Test At Winchester High 


"What usually happens is that after 
three-and a-lialf years, the case appears 
on a jury waiver list," said Randall. 
“That's the first we hear of it. The court 
then notifies us to come in for a trial date 
hearing." 

Last month. Randall filed suit against 


State health officials tested the air in 
Winchester High School yesterday to 
discover if complaints by teachers and 
students of unhealthy atmosphere are 
true. 

Teachers, administrators and 
students have complained about diz¬ 
ziness, headaches and persistent colds, 
and have blamed those symptoms on a 
lack of ventilation at the air-tight school. 

On Wednesday, state workers from 
the state Department of Labor and 
Industries, Division of Occupational 
Hygiene tested the air at WHS to see if 


there are problems with the high school 
air. 

Health Director Steve Weinstein said 
Monday that the stale would be looking at 
the complete ventilating system, seeking 
both mechanical and design problems. 

DPW officials have stated that the air- 
quality problems at the high school may 
not be due to inferior design, but might be 
traced to a breakdown in the system. 

The state workers may also conduct 
an air quality test, Weinstein said. 

"They will probably test for for¬ 
maldehyde, carbon dioxide and asbestos, 


depending on what they find at the 
school," said Weinstein. "They could 
conduct a complete air quality test. 

"They will also be looking for things 
like how quickly the air changes, and if 
enough fresh outside air is coming into 
the high school," Weinstein added. 

The Health Dept, became involved 
with the air problem at Winchester High 
after two teachers, armed with a survey 
that showed many teachers at the high 
school had health problems which they 
blamed on the air, confronted the Board 
of Health and demanded an air quality 
test.

Advantage Of State Housing Funds 


Planning Hoard members will waste 
no time in applying for housing funds 
from the state, now that the town has a 
housing policy in hand. 

At Monday night's Planning Board 
meeting, board Chairman Harry Lind- 
mark III said, "We are going to make a 
move and we will start applying" for 
funds to build scattered site housing in 
town. 

Members of the Planning Board, 
asked to comment on the town's new 
housing policy draft, concurred with 
selectmen in approval of the document. 

Harry A. Lindmark, Planning Board 
chairman, noted that the board had no 
changes to make in the eight-paragraph 
text. 

"We stand ready to assist or meet 
with the Board of Selectmen," Lindmark 
said. 

The document will now be reviewed 
by the Winchester Housing Authority for 
comments, revision suggestions and 
approval at their next meeting Dec. 13 

t he housing policy was assemDied by 
Town Manager Thomas Groux and 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery. The town has been under 
pressure from the State Executive Office 
of Communities and Development which 
is withholding funds promised to the town 
for water and sewer pipe lining. 

While the Planning Board members 
present agreed that the generally worded 
policy was an acceptable start, in¬ 
dividual comments reflected a wider 
range of viewpoints. 

Board member Clarence S. 
Borggaard. a proponent of increased 
housing options for the elderly, called the 
statement, "pretty vacuous.” He noted 
that "the town has deliberately gone out 
of its way not to attract low and moderate 
income housing." 

Borggaard charged that the document 
“promises to do nothing. We have 
identified needs over and over," he said 
“People can't live on houselots, they 


need centrally located housing " 

Member Marion Crandall, admitting 
that "I don't like the state setting goals,” 
found the policy draft acceptable in its 
broad terms. She strongly challenged 
Borggaard's assessment of the policy 
draft. “It makes a great deal of sense," 
she said. 

She pointed out that the policy 
statement that the town “will apply for 
state Chapter 705 scattered site housing 
during the next round of funding" was a 
positive direction. She explained that 
scattered site housing was a rental 
assistance program that could benefit 
the elderly as well as low and moderate 
income people. 

She also questioned Borggaard's 
negative views of what the town has done 
recently in developing house. 

“Look at what we've done with 
Wyman, Noonan and Washington Schools 
and three PRD (Planned Residential 
Districts)," she said. 


She also noted plans called for 26 two- 
family units at Pepper Hill estate and 
that the Aberjona Woods development 
would bring in housing units expected to 
be in the $80,000 or middle income range 
Chairman Lindmark commented on 
the draft: "I think it is appropriate at this 
juncture. It sets up goals but doesn't 
become too definitive, such as so many 
houses of certain kind by 1982 " 

He also stressed that the policy draft 
recognizes that “we have different 
housing types" allowed in the zoning by¬ 
laws He stressed the "flexibility" of the 
policy statement guidelines for the town 
to identify housing needs. 

He noted that the statement is strong 
in the language that states that the town 
"will apply" for the Chap. 705 scattered 
Site Housing funds. 

"We are going to make a move and we 
will start applying," he said "Here is an 
outline of a comprehensive housing 
policy, but it leaves flexibility."

Hanukkah (also spelled Chanukah) is 
celebrated for eight days beginning on 
the 25th of Kislev (usually in December) 
to commemorate the victory of Judah the 
Maccabe and his followers over the 
forces of the Syrian King Antiochus IV 
and their rededication of the temple in 


Jerusalem in 165 B.C. 

While the festival is the only im¬ 
portant Jewish festival not mentioned in 
the Bible, it was written about by the 
Greek Historian Polybius tea 204-122 
B.C.) and in portions of the Apocrypha 
The latter includes religious writings 
which were excluded from the 
Palestinian Jewish canon in 90 A I) 

The only religious ceremony of the 
holiday is the lighting of the menorah 
candles each evening at dusk. The usual 
practice is to start with one light and to 
increase the number by one on each 
successive evening. The candles are lit 
from right to left, after the direction of 
Hebrew writing.

Senior Citizens Should Form A Committee To Fight Property Tax Injustices

It you didn't have to prepare 
food in order to survive — if you 
didn't have to do it three times a 
day. I mean — you could prob¬ 
ably really enjoy the whole 
process. 

I used to love to cook for a 
while there. Before I really had 
to: before a whole family of peo¬ 
ple depended on my cooking to 
keep body and soul together. 

It was fun, sort of. 

I'd pour myself a glass of wine 
and prop up the ol' cookbook. I’d 
push up my sleeves and tie a 
mental apron on. (My generation 
of cooks don't wear real aprons, 
for some reason. We post-war 
women, we wipe our hands on our 
blue jeans. A morning's baking 
leaves us smothered in the ap¬ 
plause of a dozen floury 
handprints. > 

So as I say, I'd tie these men¬ 
tal apron strings and off I’d go in 
a cloud of culinary zeal. 

I'd make crown roasts of pork 
whose centers held savory mix¬ 
tures of apples and chestnuts, 
roasts each of whose rib-ends 
sported dainty paper-lace 
bloomers; I did home-made ice 
creams; I laid open artichokes 
and stuffed them leaf by leaf till 
they resembled water lilies in a 
Monet painting; 1 conjured up 
sauces of yolky yellow'velvet. . . . 

And I actually enjoyed the 
whole process. 

When I was first married, I 
had a very limited repertoire in 
the kitchen: Shake ’n Bake 
chicken and brow’nies from a mix 
— that was about the extent of it. 

I was pretty young, see, leaving 
the nest, and greatly fussed over 
all the years I inhabited it. 

Growing up in a house with 
two women as I did, two women 
who knew how’ to cook up a storm, 

I was never expected to pull my 
weight in the kitchen. I w'as in¬ 
stead permitted, encouraged 
CV6n. to curl.up in the living room 
ond do my reading assignment 
for English class, to go in there 
and take apart Latin sentences in 
the same dreamy and methodical 
way in which a toddler takes 
apart an alarm clock. ... All this 
while the aromas of roasting and 
simmering and baking wafted 
forth from the kitchen. 

So what did I know about the 
daily grind of food preparation? 
About producing edibles for 
hordes of slavering relatives? 

Nothing, Less than nothing. 

And so, once married, I walk¬ 


ed into the kitchen a real inno¬ 
cent, a blank slate, ready to try 
anything. 

And it was fun for a while, 
fooling with all those pot roasts, 
fashioning mashed potatoes into 
the shape of rosebuds. 

It was fun because I didn’t 
really HAVE to do it. In the years 
before Children, we dined with 
great casualness. We’d open a 
can of this or that if no one felt 
like cooking. On a real lazy night 
we’d take giant bowls of cold 
cereal and platters of English 
muffins up to bed for an evening 
of junk TV. And then, of course, 
the fast-food joints were always 
open till all hours, the way the 
great cathedrals used to be in the 
Middle Ages. 

In those days, it was all a lark. 

Now it’s not such a lark. Now 
it’s serious business, cooking is. 
Grimly serious. 

There are four of us in my 
family now, and we all have to 
eat — three times a day. That’s 
12 meals a day I’m responsible 
for, 84 a week. The Burger 
Heavens and the canned ravioli 
no longer present a viable option: 
their fare is too starchy for the 
Little People, too waist-busting 
for their parents. 

So it falls to me now to pro¬ 
duce the meals, attractive and 
nutritious collages of protein, 
vegetable, fruit and some grain. 

No one urges me to take my 
book into the living room 
anymore. 

Far from it. Now, night after 
night, I’m alone in my kitchen, 
frantically tearing lettuce, 
guillotining cucumbers, ad¬ 
ministering just the right amount 
of ketchup to each Smurf plate. 

And getting, as my reward, 
remarks like, “This is yukky,” 
“My fish moved — it’s still 
alive!” and “MOM, there are 
WORMS in my Rice-a-Roni! ” 

But I do it, all the same. 

We’re eating. 

Three squares a day come out 
of this funky old kitchen. 

The burgers grow brown. The 
broccoli grows tender. The kids 
grow bigger. 

And me? Me and my mental 
apron strings? 

Meal by meal by meal.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

“’Tis The Season To Be Jolly-Loud 
And Clear. Christmas Is Almost Here" 
Winchester Senior Citizens Newsletter 
headline of December 1982. As I sit at my 
desk, thinking of the above headline, my 
thoughts shift to many citizens who are 
on fixed income, especially the elderly, 
the widows, the unemployed, and to 
many of our citizens who are in the low- 
income bracket. 

For those who own property with 
responsibilities of families, for food, 
health and education, their major 
problem is of course, taxation. Property 
taxes, withholding taxes, social security 
taxes, state income taxes, federal in¬ 
come taxes, and sales taxes on almost 
everything a family buys. The worst tax 
of all-taxes by both state and federal on 
your savings. The people who sacrifice, 
who save monies for their old age, or 
their child's or grandchild's education, 
should they be penalized for savings? I 
believe we have here double taxation. 

Proposition 2.5 became law-objective 
to help property taxpayers. Was this law 
enacted so property owners would pay 
less taxes? I have dwelt on this 
Proposition 2.5 the past few months. I 
have come to the conclusion that this law 
does not help the overburdened taxpayer. 

How does a city or town get around 
this law, how can a town or city raise 
more money? It seems re-valuation is the 
answer. 

Patten Associates from Maine were 
hired to revaluate all properties in town 
for a contract fee of $160,000. Does it 
seem possible that a firm from Maine 
can revalue all of the properties in town 
for such a fee? I would venture to say 
that to revaluate all properties the fee 
could be over $450,000. 

I noticed two young persons on the 


Patten wagon, I personally talked with 
them. I realized they were not too ex¬ 
perienced in values of properties. It 
appeared to me they obtained sales for 
different properties in certain sections of 
town - they based their values on these 
sales to adjoining properties with the aid 
of a computer they adjusted values. 

Could we accept these revaluations, 
when we know Patten and his crew really 
don’t know Winchester? I am satisfied 
with my conclusion, when I studied and 
examined many properties in Win¬ 
chester. 

Many properties in Winchester have 
jumped from four to 25 times valuation 
as set in Fiscal Year 1981. As I have 
stated before, some will gain - some will 
break even, some will pay more. What I 
am concerned with are the taxpayers 
who will pay $300 to $8,500 more. 

I realize that the Winchester Board of 
Assessors are now the ones to straighten 
this mess. I realize they will be over¬ 
worked. However, this is the job they 
wanted. One particular case of 
revaluation - this property was brought 
before the Assessors, they all realized 
Patten made a blunder in this case, the 
tax bill in Fiscal Year 1981 was ap¬ 
proximately $1,100. Fiscal 1982 it jumped 
to approximately $2,400., an increase of 
approximately $1,300. In this case a 
widow for years was involved. 

I will bring the following three cases 
to your attention: 

Case 1. A two-bedroom home with 
bath, kitchen, and living room - assessed 
fiscal 1981 for approximately $20,000. On 
Patten's revaluation $105,000. Tax in¬ 
crease to this elderly widow ap¬ 
proximately $800. This elderly woman is 
too timid and nervous to go to the state 
appellate board. A case such as this is 
where the senior citizens should set in¬ 


volved. As yet being a member for 17 
years I have never read an editorial on 
the subject, we probably did not need it in 
the past, but I sure believe that this year 
a group should be organized to assist the 
elderly on these revaluation problems. 

Case2. A parcel of property located in 
a poorer section of town. Home attached 
to another - over 100 years old - railroad 
in front - two owners on this property. 
One part belonging to a widow assessed 
revaluation by Patten $110,000. — Fiscal 
Year 1981 taxes approximately $1120. 
Now according to Patten $2,400. — How 
will she pay this amount? I looked up 
taxes adjoining attached home - 
Revaluation now $67,000. 

The town now hopes to collect ap¬ 
proximately $3,900 on these properties. 
My appraisal - $46,000 plus $18,000 on 
adjoining parcel, these prices due to 
inflation. In fact if above properties were 
offered to me at appraisals I offered - I 
would not purchase. This property is one 
of the real blunders made by Patten 
Associates. 

Case 3, Properties in Fiscal Year 1981 
were assessed for $62,000. Patten 
Associates revalued these properties for 
$428,900 an increase of valuation of 
$366,600. Patten Associates must have 
believed that these lands are the best in 
the country to grow potatoes on or maybe 
they discovered valuable ore. 

The town now wants from this owner 
an additional $8,651.76 per year. 

Note if you don’t pdy you will be taxed 
an extra 14 percent - not bad when our 
savings are giving 5.5 per cent interest - 
some deposits now 8.5 percent. In regard 
to this interest rate I have requested our 
Rep. Whip Saltmarsh, to introduce 
legislation whereby the taxpayer pays no 
interest until final solution of tax 
hearing. 


I don’t know how many taxpayers in 
this town are faced with tax problems 

That is their property taxes. I realize 
many are in trouble, many do not know 
what to do, many can not afford these 
increases on their property taxes. 

Your first step is to file for an 
abatement to your local board of 
Assessors. They have 90 days to answer • 
after 90 days consider it a rejection, then 
you have 90 more days to appeal to the 
state tax appellate board. 

Due to this serious problem we had 
with property taxes, and the law suit 
against Patten, I would like to suggest to 
the Winchester senior citizens that they 
set up a committee to help in matters of 
real estate taxes. 

Remember, senior citizens, if not 
satisfied with members of our Board of 
Assessors we can replace them. I believe 
we are 3000 strong. How else could 
Clarence Borggaard be elected to the 
Planning Board? My only regret that this 
group did not support me when I ran for 
selectman. However they probably did 
me a great favor. 

I conclude by saying, yes Christmas is 
Coming, - Tis the Season to be Jolly, well- 
maybe for some, probably not for others. 
What better use for this extra money paid 
for taxes than donations to worthwhile 
charities, your family - your children, 
your grandchildren. It certainly would be 
a better Christmas. 

In my case, upset as I am, I look 
forward to a bottle of Johnny Walker 
Black which will be opened at Christmas, 
and I am sure in some way my tax 
problems will disappear during this the 
Season to Be Jolly.

Beacon Hill Roll Call 


THE HOUSE. “Beacon Hill 
Roll Call" records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on 10 key roll calls 
from the week of Nov. 29-Dec. 3. 
Action from late-week and late- 
night sessions will be covered in 
next week’s report. 

BLUE LAWS (II 6743) — 
I louse gave final approval 85-63 to 
a bill repealing the Sunday Blue 
Laws, which bar retail stores 
from operating Sundays through¬ 
out the year. The measure allows 
retail establishments, excluding 
liquor stores, to open at noon Sun¬ 
days year round. The measure 
prohibits requiring employees to 
work Sundays but mandates pay¬ 
ment of time-and-one-half to 
those willing to work. 

Supporters argued the open¬ 
ings could create up to 13,000 new 
jobs and $45 million in increased 
state revenues without raising 
taxes. They noted border states 
with Sunday openings take mill¬ 
ions away from Massachusetts 
and said the bill is supported by 
consumers, labor unions, retail 
stores and chambers of com¬ 
merce. Many noted the bill does 
not force anyone to work or shop. 
Opponents said the bill is anti¬ 
family and anti-religion and urg¬ 
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ed Sunday be preserved as a day 
of rest. They said openings will 
mean increased overhead and 
costs to consumers as well as in¬ 
creased traffic and a need for 
police which will cost com¬ 
munities money. (A “Yea” vote 
is for the bill. A “Nay” vote is 
against it). 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. 


LOCAL OPTION (II 6743) — 
House rejected 75-61 a local op¬ 
tion amendment allowing Sunday 
openings only in cities or towns 
that approve them. 

Amendment supporters 
argued this is the fairest solution 
since the communtiies will have 
to deal with increased expenses 
and traffic. Opponents, noting 
most unions are against local op¬ 
tion, said the Blue Laws are a 
state issue and should be decided 
by the Legislature. They claimed 
Sunday openings will not cost 
communities any additional 
money. (A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 
against it). 

Saltmarsh voted no. 


NOON SUNDAY (II 6743) - 
House approved 93-48 an amend¬ 
ment prohibiting retail stores 
from opening before noon on 
Sundays. 

Amendment supporters ar¬ 
gued the noon restriction is a rea¬ 
sonable compromise and would 
at least indicate that Sunday mor¬ 
nings are an important time for 
families and religion. Some op¬ 
ponents said the restriction is 
simply an attempt to water down 
the bill. Others said it is not 
necessary since most retail 
stores do not plan to open in the 
morning. Many said it was unfair 
because food stores may wish to 
open earlier to attract people who 
want to shop after church. (A 
“Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it). 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

LOCAL AID (11 6743) - House 
rejected 77-58 an amendment re¬ 
quiring 55 percent of any new tax 
revenue generated by Sunday 
openings to be earmarked for the 
local-aid fund. 

Supporters argued the 
amanedment would insure the 
money goes directly to help cities 
and towns which are crying for 


help. Opponents said tabulating 
and earmarking these new taxes 
would be a bureaucratic night¬ 
mare and assured members a 
portion of the new revenues 
would go to the local aid fund 
when the new state budget is con¬ 
sidered. (A "Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A "Nay” vote is 
against it). 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

BOTTLE BILL DELAY (II 

6763) — House approved 73-58 an 
amendment retaining Jan. 17, 
1983 as the effective date of im¬ 
plementation of the Bottle Bill for 
soft drinks. The amendment re¬ 
placed a section in a bill which 
would have delayed implementa¬ 
tion until June 30, 1983. 

Supporters of the Jan. 17 dead¬ 
line said the industry knew the 
deadline was January and has 
had 14 months to prepare. They 
claimed the industry is dragging 
its feet and can and should be 
ready next month. Opponents 
said the industry is not ready and 
noted the construction of 
necessary facilities will not be 
completed until May or June. 

Saltmarsh voted yes.

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Yule Log Tradition Has Long Roots 


TRADE PROMOTION — Former Gov. John A. Volpe recently led a delegation 
of Massachusetts officials and businessmen to Italy to foster commercial ac¬ 
tivity between Italy and the commonwealth.

The yule log merrily crackling 
on the hearth is a traditional 
Christmas image, an apt symbol 
for the warmth and brightness of 
the holiday season. 

And, like so many of the most 
beloved Christmas customs, the 
lighting of the yule log seems to 
have its roots firmly embedded in 
the pre-Christian past. 

While the light generated by 
the yule log is believed to sym¬ 
bolize the light which illuminated 
the heavens at the time of the 
Nativity, il is also a descendant of 
the sacred hearth fires which 
were lirsl kindled by the ancient 
Romans. 

These fires, which were kept 
burning at all times, were the 
very heart of the household, 
metaphorically as well as literal¬ 
ly. since they constituted the 
dwelling place of the ancestral 
spirits whom the family 
worshipped. 


At the same time, the origin of 
the yule log is intertwined with 
the Druidic worship of vegetation 
spirits who lived in trees — par¬ 
ticularly oaks. 

At the appropriate season, the 
Druids would choose a log and 
bless it. praying that, once lit it 
would continue to burn 
perpetually. 

Around this log hovered 
various superstitions. For in¬ 
stance, the Druids believed that 
all who took part in the ritual of 
cutting down and lighting the 
sacred log would be protected 
from witchcraft during the year 
to come. 

It is possible that, in burning 
I he sacred log. the Druidic wor¬ 
shipers were seeking to propitiate 
their gods, to ensure the conti¬ 
nuance of life-giving sunshine for 
another year. 

Also, it was generally believ-

ed by the Druids that the log's 
ashes possessed magical fertiliz¬ 
ing powers, making them of great 
importance to a people whose 
sustenance was so directly 
related to vegetation. 

The yule log, incorporated in¬ 
to the Christmas celebration, re¬ 
tained many of these Druidic 
traditions, in one form or 
another, in the various countries 
where it was an intrinsic part of 
the festivities. 

In Yugoslavia, for example, 
people frequently burned one 
smaller log for each male 
member of the family, in addition 
to the large log, whose kindling 
was a central ritual in the 
Christmas solemnities. 

The English believed that it 
was essential to light the yule log 
using the previous year's brand 
— this, most probably, was a 
greatly watered-down version of 
the Druids' eternally burning log. 

In Provence, in southern 
France, the entire family would 
go out together on Christmas

Eve, in search of a suitable log, 
which would be carried home 
with all due ceremony. 

Solemn caroling would accom¬ 
pany this activity, as well as 
prayers that the house, and all of 
its inhabitants and their 
endeavors, be blessed in the year 
to come. 

Before the log was thrown on¬ 
to the waiting fire, the youngest 
member of the family would 
douse it with wine, in the name of 
the Holy Trinity. 

Finally, the log’s ashes would 
be retained, as they were con¬ 
sidered to have powerful curative 
properties. 

Sadly the tradition of lighting 
a yule log though not unknown in 
America, has never really caught 
on here and, at the same time, is 
becoming less and less a part of 
Christmas festivities in those 
countries which once observed it. 

Ironically, it seems that the 
mebers of what began ages ago 
as an eternal fire are slowly 
dying out.

They found 40 4-year-olds who would 
he enterlhg kindergarten next year, and 
another group of seven 4 and 5-year-olds 
who would he going into first grade. 

The Task Force report. Frisoli noted, 
did not break down population trends by 
school district However, the school 
administration was predicting in new 
Mystic students for next year a figure 
122 percent below the neighbors' figure. 

And while the administration report 
predicted a two percent overall drop in 
first grade population. Frisoli said, the 
Task Force report stated the drop would 
be five percent 

Following up on Frisoli's comments, 
Itoger Marian of Highland ave said that 
he felt the Mystic School district had a 
different population character than other 
areas of town. 

"I have noticed a substantial number 
of new children in my neighborhood," 
said Marian. "And I observe this trend 
continuing. This is not based on national 
statistics or the town census, but on 
personal observation. 

"Granted there is no new construction 
in our neighborhood, but there is a tur¬ 
nover of existing houses," he said. "The 
homes are being sold by senior citizens, 
but senior citizens aren’t buying them. 

"The homes are being bought by 
young families buying their second 
house, and those young families arc- 
having children," he said 

Because of observations such as 
Marian's and Frisoli’s, Mystic parents 
urged the School Committee to study 
school populations district-by-district 
before deciding what school to close. 

"There has been no attempt to 
document the number of school-age 
children in each district,” said Martin 
Mastenbrook of Sargent rd. "The 
projections are only done on a townwide 
basis, while the recommendations are to 
close schools in one area of town 

"At this point, there is no data to 
substantiate closing the Mystic School," 
said Mastenbrook. "We need to set up a 


specific, on going mechanism to monitor 
school-age and preschool-age children on 
a district-by-district basis." 

Mastenbrook suggested getting high 
school students involved in the 
monitoring, using students to canvass the 
town and to run the figures through the 
school's computer. 

The strong statements from the 
Mystic School parents unnerved the 
relatively few Lincoln School parents in 
the audience. 

"I didn't come here prepared to 
defend the Lincoln School." said Lincoln 
parent David Vitale. “But the problem I 
have listening to what the Mystic parents 
are saying is that they say 'The problem 
will go away when you don't close my 
school. Close somebody else’s'." 

But the fact that a school will have to 


be closed may be inevitable, according to 
one speaker. 

“There is pressure in this town to 
close a school," Town Meeting member 
and Lincoln School parent Noreen 
Accardi told the audience. 

"Last spring at Town Meeting, there 
was a move to reduce the school budget 
soa school would have to be closed," said 
Accardi. "There are a lot of Town 
Meeting members whose hair is gray. 
They're ready to close a school." 

The School Committee will decide 
whether to follow the wishes of those 
Town Meeting members after one more 
public hearing, on .Ian. 4. 

The meeting will be at 7:30 in the 
Winchester High School auditorium. 

The School Committee will begin its 
deliberations on school closings Jan. 11.

Allison, too, saw few benefits in the 
Blue Laws change. 

"You’ve got to bring in help, and pay 
them and the bills," said Allison. “If 
you're open, it will be just another 
shopping day. Your total business won’t 
go up." 

Much of the organized opposition to 
the Blue Laws change has come from the 
religious community.

Doing away with the Blue Laws 
leaves the decision when to observe the 
Sabbath up to the individual.” 

But although Warford said she 
believed the Sunday closing law should 
be done away with, she won’t open for the 
seventh day if it is. 

"I don’t think it would hurt me if other 
stores were open and I wasn't," said 
Warford. "I’m in a specialty business. 

"But I can't work seven days a week,” 
she added “I wouldn't be open on Sun¬ 
day."

Swim Team Fears No 
Opponent, Just Pools 


There is no other swim team in the en¬ 
tire Middlesex League that Sachem swim 
coach \ in I’alumbo is worried about. 

Middlesex League pools, however, are 
another story 

"I think we're the strongest team in the 
Middlesex League." Palumbo said con¬ 
fidently "I don't want to boast or make 
any premature predictions, but as far as 
I can see. w e're going to win the Middlesex 
title." 

The toughest opponent facing the 
Sachem swimmers I his season seem to 
be other swimming pools, not swimmers 

Winchester's swim coach is confident 
his swimmers can out stroke the other 
•Middlesex teams on their own turf, but as 
usual he is a little concerned about the 
away meets. 

It boils down to the same problem that 
plagues Winchester swim teams each 
year Winchester's pool has five lanes and 
other pools have six That means a team 
with depth could upset the relatively small 
Winchester squad. 

Although the Sachems will enter this 
season (which begins Dec. 21 at Malden) 
with two fewer swimmers than they had 
last year. Palumbo still plans on captur¬ 
ing the title. 

"We don't actually have enough kids to 


fill all the events in a six-lane pool and it 
might gel tough at times, but as far as 
Middlesex teams are concerned, I think 
we have enough ability to go all the way 
this year." he said. “Even in a six lane 
pool." 

Of course, it's too early in Hie season to 
wager lots of money on those predictions, 
but Palumbo noted that word travels fast 
among swimming circles and he hasn't 
heard anything to cut Ins confidence 
"I could be surprised al next Tuesday's 
Middlesex relay carnival, but as far as I 
know, the other teams haven't gotten any 
swimmers that we should worry about." 
he said. "It usually goes through the 
grapevine when a good swimmer joins a 
team Most clubs boast four or five good 
swimmers and wo have about six or 
seven, so we're in great shape " 

Such good shape, in fact, that other 
teams seem to be afraid to compete with 
the Sachems and Palumbo has had Iron 
hie scheduling outside meets. 

"The other teams outside the league 
think we re strong." he said. "Trying to 
get meets for the season has been a slrug 
gle because the other teams are saying 
we re too strong. I wanted to schedule to 
meets and I've only been able to gel nine " 
Palumbo said he has been trying to find 
some tough competition so his team 


doesn't suiter Irom overcnnlidence 

"1 want my boys to know there are still 
good swimmers other than them " lie ex 
plained. ' I'm not afraid to swim better 
teams. Wo'realwnys looking lor competi¬ 
tion. I'd like to see a good meet. No one 
likes to see a meet where you overcome 
everybody." 

One meet where the Sachems would 
give anything to overcome everyone is the 
notorious contest against the Belmont 
Marauders 

"The kids are ail keyed up about the 
Belmont meet." Palumbo acknowledged 
“They want lo beat Belmont in the worst 
way and Belmont will be our lust Mid 
dlesex meet 

Winchester has not beaten Belmont lor 
lour years, although they have come pain¬ 
fully close. 

Last year, the Sachems just lost the 
Middlesex title to Belmont and came in se¬ 
cond place But that was in a six lane pool, 
and lliis year the two teams will be com¬ 
puting ma live-lane pool. But what really 
makes the desire to beat Belmont look like 
more than a dream this year is the fact 
that Belmont graduated five excellent 
swimmers. And rumor has it that their 
replacements are nothing lo worry about

The town's youth advocates know 
exactly what they want — a place for kids 
in town to go. Their problem has been 
figuring out how to get it. 

"The kids have to have someplace to 
go. their own space, something they can 
call their own," said Veronica Fiorillo, 
head of the Council on Youth. "There 
really should he something tor kids in 
this town. 

"We want kids to know they can go to 
a drop-in place, or a place where there 
will be some constructive programs," 
she said. "We want them to know they 
don't have to rely on drinking and 
hanging around street corners, which is 
the only alternative they have now.” 

Hut the Council on Youth has been 
unable to get that second alternative, 
although it has been pushing for a youth 
center since the council's creation in 
1980 

Recently, however, the possibility of 
finding space for a center has perked 
renewed interest in the plan. 

Youth Coordinator Steve D’Onofrio 
has been looking at youth centers in other 
communities, trying to find out what will 
work 

D’Onofrio sees a youth center as 
something more than just a room set 
aside for kids to hang out in. A youth 
center, he said, should schedule ac¬ 
tivities, organize outings, and provide 


discussion groups for kids. 

"I think there is a definite need for a 
space youths can go to," said D’Onofrio. 
"Hut i’don’t think having just a drop-in 
center is the best way to go. 

"I don’t think the kids gain anything 
by just hanging around,” he said. "The 
novelty wears off if you keep going into a 
place and do nothing but sit around.” 


From the experiences of other towns 
like Burlington and Milton which have 
tried youth centers, D'Onofrio concluded 
a Winchester youth center should offer 
some structured programs. 

"Even if you just get a little com¬ 
petition going pingpong games played 
round-robin — it keeps the interest up," 
said D’Onofrio. 


"I'd like to give the youths something 
specific to do with their leisure time," 
said D’Onofrio. “If you have a group of 
youths sitting around, then at least give 
them a discussion topic that interests 
them." 

D’Onofrio would foresee any youth 
center equipped with games — a 
pingpong or pool table - a place for kids 


to relax, and enough space for more 
ambitious activities. 

Fiorillo noted that many of the more 
structured programs would be designed 
to appeal to junior high students. Older 
kids could get involved by organizing the 
activities for the younger ones, or decide 
for themselves what programs they 
should enjoy. 

“The kids on the council felt we need 


to aim for the junior high kids with ac¬ 
tivities, and have the senior high kids 
help out and use the center as a drop-in 
place,” said Fiorillo. 

"If the older kids have a lot of say in 
what goes on, how th r center is run, 
that’s how a center can work suc¬ 
cessfully," said Fiorillo. "They have to 
make their own rules.” 

D'Onofrio will speak to the Win¬ 
chester High School Student Union this 
week, polling the school’s represen¬ 
tatives to see what they would like in a 
youth center. 

After that, he and the Council on 
Youth will have to wait until a site for the 
center becomes available. Rec. Dept, 
officials are looking into several possible 
sites, both for a youth center and for a 
recreation center for all ages, (see 
related story). 

"Everything depends on the size of 
the place we have, as to how much we 
can do with it," said Fiorillo. 

“Location is important,” noted 
D’Onofrio. "Any youth center really 
should be centrally located. All the kids 
have to be able to get to it.” 

Hopefully, they will be able to get 
there soon. 

“I think the time has come to do 
something,” said Fiorillo. “We have 
talked long enough about providing the 
kids with some space. We have to try to 
do something about it.”

amount in custodial fees,” Cereghino 
explained. "Everytime we go into a 
school for an evening program, we have 
to hire a night custodian at $12 an hour 
with a three-hour minimum.” 

Over the past few years, said 
Cereghino, the Rec. Dept, has spent 
between $5,000 and $6,000 a year for 
custodians. Next year, that bill could 
climb to $10,000, he said. 

If he can get enough space, Cereghino 
would like to start a community 
recreation center, containing the Rec. 
Dept, offices, a youth center, and rooms 
to house current and future recreation 
programs. 

"We want to be able to program from 
the rec. center, have it be a central place 
with something to offer people of all 
ages," said Cereghino. 

"We would like a gymnasium, for 
example, for some of our activities,” he 
said. "And some nice facilities to house 
classes and discussion groups." 

Cereghino noted that with a large 
enough recreation center, space could be 
rented out to private programs. 

“A large area like an excessed school 
would lend itself well to getting people 
who need office or studio space,” said 
Cereghino. "It could be a quasi-public- 
private center. 

“Hut the focus would be on a place to 
go for community programs, whether 
they’re provided by tax dollars or private 
fees,” he said. "We do that now, for in¬ 
stance, with Jazzercize. We're providing 
the space, the instructor collects the fees, 
and we re giving residents a program 
they want.”

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Wood Stoves - 
Source Of 
Warmth 
and Danger 

With Winter's cold chill 
now upon us, many 
Americans are reminded of 
llieir large winter healing 
hills As a result, more and 
more people have turned to 
alternate forms of heating, 
but the price paid for 
savings on fuel bills has 
been a dramatic increase 
in the number of 
residential fires, injuries 
and deaths 

One of the most popular 
home heating alternatives 
is the woodburning stove 
Invented by Benjamin 
Franklin back in the mid 
1700s, wood stoves were 
cited last year as a direct 
cause in more than 22,000 
fires and (too deaths. 

These figures are even 
more dramatic considering 
that fires and injuries 
caused by oil and gas 
heating units are steadily 
decreasing In Oregon, for 
example, the state fire 
marshal's office reported 
that in 1981. H7 percent of 
all healing equipment fires 
were caused by wood 
burning stoves 

Despite the risks, scores 
of Americans are buying 
and installing woodburning 
stoves, primarily because 
they are effective in 
reducing heating hills. Per 
unit of beat, wood is less 
expensive than oil or gas 

And unlike a standard 
fireplace, which tends to 
heat the air above the 
outside chimney, wood 
stoves are much more 
efficient in heating rooms 
where they’re located. 
Proper Installlation A Must 

Sixty percent ot all 
woodburning stove fires 
are caused by faulty in¬ 
stallation. Most jieoplc who 
buy wood stoves are 
looking to save money on 
their heating bills, and they 
don't see the need to pay an 
expert to come out and 
install what looks like a 
simple o|>eration 

On e essential 
precaution is to have your 
chimney examined by an 
expert for cracks, loose 
masonry and other defects, 
before installing a wood 
stove If your are con¬ 
necting a store bought 
chimney, he sure it has 
r e c o g n \ / e d t c s 11 n g 
laboratory table. 

If you're connecting the 
stove to an existing 
fireplace, you must sea! off 
Ihe chimney below the 
stove's pipe entry. This will 
prevent toxic gasses front 
backing up into the room. II 
is dangerous to connect 
more than one heating 
device to a single flue. 

Stove owners should 
follow detailed instructions 
to he sure that the stove 
pipe's dimensions and 
materials are adequate for 
installation. Ordinarily, tin- 
pipe should not pass 
through a wall or ceiling. 

As for hooking a stove 
pipe to masonry chimney, 
you'll need to extend the 
connector through the 
masonry wall of the 
chimney to the inner face 
of the flue liner but not 
beyond, and cement it to 
the masonry with high 
temperature eement. 

Here are some ad¬ 
ditional lips for stove 
c o n n e c t i o n s a n d 
placement: 

• (lonuecl the stove pipe 
as close and straight as 
possible to the chimney, 
with connections properly 
secured. 

• It the pipe must have 
curves, limit them to one or 
two elbows 

• II you are going to 
make the connection 
through a combustible wall, 
the pipe must pass through 
a thimble or collar Hint will 
maintain at least an in inch 
clearance. 

• Make sure there is 
enough clearance between 
the stove and the floor, ceil¬ 
ing and walls. 

• Place the stove on a 
fireproof base, preferably 
made of brick, masonry or 
concrete, at least two inches 
thick. 

• Too large a unit i$ 
dangerous, so make sure 
you purchase one that Ids 
your room's heating needs- 

• Don't place any 
bookshelves or other com 
Inistible objects near the 
stove. 

Make sure your stove 
meets any town ordinances 
for installation and in¬ 
spection. 

Using Your Stove 

If you have a wood- 
burning stove, you should 
pay close attention to 
correct use Never start a 
(ire with flammable fluids 
like gasoline, kerosene or 
lighter fluid. Instead, put 
crumpled newspapers 
under kindling wood. Once 
that fire has started, larger 
logs can be placed in tlu-

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Volunteers Warm Cold Hospital Atmosphere

It seems that no matter who you ask, 
the volunteer program at Winchester 
Hospital is an unqualified success 
It was nice to come to a hospital 
u here the atmosphere is kindly versus 
the coldness of a city hospital," said 
hinner volunteer Natalie G. Marko, of 
U ildwood st.. who was a patient at the 
hospital in September. "And the 
\ olunteers made a big difference in the 
hospital's atmosphere.” 

I don't know what we'd do without 
them.” said K.N. Hay Driscoll. "I think 
they re a v ery valuable asset to both the 
stall find the patient.” 

The word from the top is no dif¬ 
ferent. The staff provides the clinical 
care, while the volunteers provide the 
personal, unhurried, unhurried ap¬ 
proach to patient care." said former 
volunteer services director Phyllis 
llollinshead. who recently retired after 
la years of service. 

"We can provide amenities to pa- 
l ieiits only because of the volunteers.” 
said hospital president Jack Hunter. “If 
i had to bring people on board to 
replace them, we could not afford it.” 

The volunteers at Winchester 
Hospital have always been ap¬ 
preciated Hut in a year when the state 
legislature has imposed strict ceilings 
on hospital budgets, the scope of the 
volunteer program and the commit¬ 
ment of the volunteers has become in¬ 
creasingly important. 

During the year ending Sept. 30, 
Winchester Hospital received 36,000 
hours of service from the more than 600 
men. women find youth volunteers. At 
the minimum wage of $3.35 an hour, 
that volunteer time was worth almost 
$140,000. 

In addition to providing their time, 
volunteer organizations also make con¬ 
siderable I inancial contributions to the 
hospital. One volunteer group - The 
Winton Club -- donated more than 
$63,000 to the hospital last year alone. 

While the volunteers provide many 
services needed and appreciated by the 
hospital and its staff, they are not there 
to replace the staff. "We are not here 
to replace paid employees but to relieve 
stfilt of nonprofessional duties," said 
Marie Johnson, the current director of 
volunteer services 

“The volunteers enhance the dimen¬ 
sions of care available at the hospital,” 
said llollinshead. "Time is a problem 
for the stall in any hospital. The staff 
is always working under pressure. The 
volunteer is the one who can take the 
time to visit the patient." 

The staff members agree. "If we 
don't have the time to help a patient im¬ 
mediately, the volunteers are there tQ 
give them a feeling of 
reassurance,"said R.N. Driscoll. 


There are, however, limits to what 
the volunteers can do, said Johnson. 

But those limits do not include the 
amenities that make the difference bet¬ 
ween just a satisfactory hospital visit 
and an enjoyable one. The volunteers, 
for example, sew "Winnie The Pooh" 
puppets to give to each young patient, 
deliver flowers and give patients 
backrubs. to name a few of the "extra" 
services provided. 

In addition to the amenities, the 
volunteers also provide assistance 
which enables the hospital to run more 
efficiently. They help care for hospital 
linen and prepare surgical supplies. 
They staff the information desk in the 
visitors' lobby, receiving calls, direc¬ 
ting visitors and sorting mail. They also 
provide the internal hospital mail 
service. 

"Ours is a tremendous volunteer 
force for a community hospital," said 
Hunter. “I believe our program is 
superior to the large city hospital 
volunteer programs." 

Last year, 70,000 volunteers served 
in 180 Massachusetts hospitals, accor¬ 
ding to the Massachusetts Hospital 
Assocation. Massachusetts General 
Hospital, with 1,084 beds, had more 
than 900 volunteers donate in excess of 
100,000 hours of service. Choate 
Hospital in Woburn, with 175 beds, had 
approximately 100 volunteers donate 
18,000 hours of service. 

By comparison, the volunteer pro¬ 
gram at Winchester Hospital, with its 
195 beds, had more than 600 volunteers 
donating 36,000 hours of service. 

While Hospital Association officials 
and volunteer program directors cau¬ 
tioned that hospital programs cannot be 
compared directly due to differences in 
organization, the comparisons 
nonetheless indicate that Winchester 
Hospital’s program is unusually large 
and active. 

Even with such a large and well- 
organized program, the activities of the 
volunteers changes to meet the chang¬ 
ing needs of the patients, the hospital 
and the volunteers themselves. Other 
factors, such as the changing economy 
and competition for volunteers with 
other volunteer programs, have also 
forced the hospital to keep the volunteer 
program vibrant and evor-changing. 

“There was a time when the young 
mother whose children had just gone to 
school would volunteer,” said Johnson. 
“However, this group, and the middle- 
aged women who no longer have a 
family to support, are disappearing. 

"We are now getting a greater 
number of retirees,"continued 
Johnson. “These people are still young, 
very useful and in need of something to 
do. A growing number of men and boys 
are also enrolling in the volunteer's 
ranks.” 

"Volunteering is a competitive 
business,” said Hollinshead 


Volunteers are asking. 'What’s in it lor 
me?" 

At Winchester Hospital, the answer 
to that question is 'a lot,' according to 
Hollinshead. She said that the 
volunteers in the Winchester Hospital 
program benefit from the affiliation 
with a fine institution, the challenge of 
working in a health institution, the 
association with other volunteers who 
share similar interests, the excellent 
training program and working direct¬ 
ly in patient care. 

"Over the years, I have seen a greater 
interest in patient-related services," 
said llollinshead. "The coffee shop and 
gift shop volunteers are disappearing." 

Patient-related services are where 
we can challenge the volunteer." said 


Hollinshead. "Volunteers get real 
satisfaction from interacting with pa¬ 
tients in the oncology, or cancer treat¬ 
ment unit, and in the typical hospital 
environment." 

Two volunteers reinforced her opi¬ 
nion. “I love it," said Ann Merry, chair¬ 
man of the Friends of Winchester 
Hospital Ways and Means Committee 
and an active volunteer in the oncology 
unit. "It fills a need that the hospital 
has and that you yourself have.” 

"Oncology is very rewarding,” said 
Jeanne Bernard, a director of The 
Friends. “We try to make it a more 
pleasant place for the patients." 

Another change in the volunteer pro¬ 
gram has been a trend toward more 
professionalism and a recognition and 


acceptance of that role, according to 
Hollinshead. "Dependability and 
reliability are stressed among the 
volunteers," she said 

That the program is a success is 
testified to by the patients. "I was im¬ 
pressed that there are still men and 
women out there who are willing to 
volunteer." said Natalie Marko. a 
former volunteer who was on the 
receiving end of the volunteer service 
when she spent the first two weeks in 
September in Winchester Hospital 
following a heart attack. "The 
volunteers made a big difference in the 
hospital's atmosphere," she said. 
“They were cheerful, nice to patients, 
careful and well trained.” 

A new volunteer program is also im¬ 


proving hospital and patient interac¬ 
tions. The patient representative 
volunteers now visit each patient to 
determine if they are experiencing pro¬ 
blems during their hospital stay. When 
possible, problems are addressed im¬ 
mediately. Johnson said that while 
statistics are not kept, the hospital 
management believes that the number 
of complaints received after a patient's 
dismissal have declined significantly 
since the initiation of the program 
because the problems are being ad¬ 
dressed through the volunteers. 

With the successes of the past and 
the almost instantaneous success of 
new volunteer programs, hospital staff 
and administration see a bright future 
for volunteers at Winchester Hospital. 


Most Come From Four Service Clubs

Most, but not all. of Winchester 
Hospital's volunteers In-long to one of four 
organizations or auxiliaries whose 
primary interests range from raising 
money to providing patient services. 

The hospital's director of volunteer ser¬ 
vices. Marie Johnson, and her two- 
member staff, secretary Kay Surabian 
and weekend coordinator, Nancy Green, 
organize the 614 volunteers' various 
activities. 

The hospital's oldest volunteer 
organization, the Winton Club, was form¬ 
ed May 19, 1911, when 17 young women 
met in response to the 20-year-old "cottage 
hospital's" appeal for sewing 
assistance.Their purpose was to keep the 
hospital supplied with linen. 

The organization diversified as the 
hospital expanded to meet the communi¬ 
ty's needs.In 1948, the Winton Club 
established the hospital’s gift shop and 
canteen, which later became the coffee 
shop. Although the club turned over the 
coffee shop's operation to the hospital in 
1977, it still staffs both facilities, with the 
exception of the cook and cashier posi¬ 
tions. Volunteers serve as waitresses and 
saleswomen, order merchandise, main¬ 
tain shop records and arrange gift 
displays. 

Because the Winton Club's primary 
purpose is to raise money for the hospital 
the club donates the gift" shop's profits to 
the hospital. The club annually holds a 
Christmas bazaar and sponsors a 
“Cabaret" variety show, featuring local 
talent in a fund-raising production 

The Winton Club's 1(H) members join by 
invitation only. Members must be Win¬ 
chester residents. 

The Winton Club still maintains its 
original goal, said Johnson. Members con¬ 
tinue to purchase all hospital linens. 

Approximately 5(XI people belong to the 
hospital's largest volunteer group, the 
Friends of Winchester Ilospilal. Unlike the 
Winton Club, the friends are primarily a 


The friends established the hospital's 
first formal patient volunteer services in 
1950. As a result of their expanding 
membership and services, the hospital's 
volunteer department was established in 
1967. when Phyllis Hollinshead was ap¬ 
pointed director of volunteers, a position 
she held until she resigned this year. 

All volunteer activities are divided in¬ 
to distinct service areas. Friends' 
members serve as chairpersons of these 
areas. They arrange volunteer staffing for 
their areas and represent them on a 
volunteer services board. 

Friends’ male and female members 
may live in communities other than Win¬ 
chester.For example, more than too 
friends live in Reading. 

In addition to helping coordinate most 
of the volunteer services, the friends pro¬ 
vide other unique services. Two "puppet 
groups." in Winchester and Reading, sew 
"Winnie the Puppets" for each young pa¬ 
tient. Another group guides area first 
graders on hospital tours to eliminate 
children's fears of hospitals in the event 
they become patients. 

A Reading group mends the hospital's 
linen Another Reading group makes holi¬ 
day favors for patients' food trays. 

Friends help with Winchester Hospital- 
sponsored health fairs in Winchester and 
Reading.Their fund-raising events include 
selling handmade articles at the Winton 
Club's Christmas fair and sponsoring an 
annual spring fund-raiser which was a 
champagne brunch last year. Their bi¬ 
monthly meetings provide members with 


educational programs pertinent to health 

Winchester’s EnKa Society also pro¬ 
vides a group of volunteers to the hospital. 
One unique service they provide is crafts 
instruction. EnKa Society members pro¬ 
vide craft kits every Monday morning and 
teach interested patients how to construct 
the projects. The patients keep the finish¬ 
ed products. This year the EnKa Socier- 
ty is supporting the hospital's building pro¬ 
ject with their donations, said Johnson. 

Approximately 120 . 14-to-16-year-old 
girls and boys belong to the Junior 
Volunteers. They are responsible for most 
of the volunteer services that occur in the 
summer and after school during the school 
year. Their activities are coordinated by 
the volunteer services department. 

The junior volunteer program started 
in 1967 with approximately 45 teenagers, 
said llollinshead. She believes it is "one 
of the finest youth programs in the area." 
The program not only provides a service 
for the hospital, but also a training pro¬ 
gram for the students who are expected 
to treat the program like a real job. 

Volunteering teaches them about 
“dependability and realiability," said 
Hollinshead. "It exposes them to various 
health fields and it gives them a new op¬ 
portunity in learning about life." 

Student volunteers, another segment of 
Winchester Hospital's program, are 
primarily high school upper classmen or 
college students who want more in-depth 
experience for career information, said 
Hollinshead. Students frequently 
volunteer in physical therapy, pathology 


and social services. Medical students 
sometimes work in the emergency room. 

The patient representative program is 
Winchester Hospital's newest volunteer 
area. The volunteers serve as in¬ 
termediaries between the hospital and pa¬ 
tients. They visit each patient to deter¬ 
mine if he or she is experiencing any pro¬ 
blems and to let the patient know that so¬ 
meone in the hospital cares about him 

The patient representative program 
also offers a "warm line" service to pa¬ 
tients requesting it. Upon dismissal, 
volunteers telephone the patient daily for 
two weeks to determine if he has any pro 
blems. said Johnson. Warm line 
volunteers do not offer medical advice, but 
they will encourage physician contact. Ap¬ 
proximately It) percent of the patients re¬ 
quest this service. 

The program was originated to provide 
reassurance to elderly patients who 
returned home by themselves. But, said 
Johnson, "the program expanded as we 
discovered people do not have to be old to 
be apprehensive about their condition." 

Patient representative volunteers 
undergo 30 hours of comprehensive train¬ 
ing They meet every hospital department 
head from medicine to maintenance to 
understand where to seek solutions for pa¬ 
tient problems. 

All volunteers participate in an orien¬ 
tation session and on-the-job training 
They are also educated in the hospital's 
policies and procedures. Professionalism, 
patient privacy and confidentiality are 
constantly stressed to volunteers.

Volunteers daily donate their time to 
20 different services designed to relieve 
Winchester Hospital's staff of non¬ 
professional duties. 

“The volunteer services vary in their 
complexity and degree of patient con¬ 
tact,” said Marie Johnson, director of 
volunteer services. 

One volunteer group serves coffee and 
tea each morning to patients allowed to 
drink these beverages. They also visit 
with patients desiring conversation. 

Many patients enjoy the back rubs 
provided by evening patient care 
volunteers who also distribute drinks and 
special diet requirements. Many 
volunteers help the central services staff 
prepare surgical supplies and hospital 
linen. Laboratory volunteers greet 
patients arriving for tests and assist with 
clerical duties. 

Volunteers desiring more exercise 
provide the messenger service. They 
carry mail and reports to various 
hospital departments, run errands and 


transport patients within the hospital and 
upon admission and discharge. Another 
group takes patients to and from the X- 
ray department and helps that depart¬ 
ment's staff. 

Coffee shop volunteers wait on 
customers, fill orders and work at the 
soda fountain. Others order mer¬ 
chandise, arrange displays and assist 
customers in the gift shop. Junior 
volunteers enjoy delivering and caring 
for patients' flowers, in addition to 
visiting with selected, long-term 
patients. 

Volunteers at the information desk in 
the visitors' lobby receive calls regar¬ 
ding patients’ conditions and keep 
condition reports updated. They also 
provide directions, accept flower 
deliveries and sort mail. Other volun¬ 
teers help in the emergency room, 
making sure supplies and linens are 
available. 

One group registers patients 
scheduled for admission and escorts 


patients to test areas. The oncology 
ward's volunteers assist with clerical 
procedures, direct patients to examining 
rooms and provide coffee and homemade 
treats to these cancer patients. 

The patient representative volunteers 
contact each patient to discover 
problems experienced during,,thei*. 
hospital stay. Upon request, these 
volunteers also telephone released 
patients to follow up on their recovery. 

Some volunteers tour first graders 
through the hospital on Thursday af¬ 
ternoons. Some teach patients how to 
make crafts. 

Many volunteers never set foot in the 
hospital. One group mends the hospital 
linens. Other groups sew puppets for 
pediatric patients. Many volunteers 
devote their time to raising money for the 
hospital. 

The list of volunteer activities is 
endless. And, according to Johnson, it is 
constantly changing to meet the needs of 
the hospital and the volunteers.

Winchester's former Superintendent 
of Streets and Town Engineer, James A. 
Wakefield Jr., of Kiah's Way, East 
Sandwich, died Nov. JO in Hyannis. He 
was 68. 

Mr. Wakefield served the town for 2G 
years, and was the town’s last 
Superintendent of Streets, Town 
Engineer, Tree Warden and Moth 
Superintendent before those offices were 
reorganized and separated. 

Mr. Wakefield began his career with 
the town on March 1, 1941,'when he was 
hired as Assistant Town Engineer. 

He left the town’s employ to serve in 
World War II, from October 1941 to 
January 1940. 

He returned to Winchester in 1947, and 
in 1950 took over as Town Engineer and 
streets superintendent. 

Current Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia 
noted that during Mr. Wakefield's tenure 
as town engineer, many of the town’s 
roads were built or repaved. During the 
50s, Ciarcia said, the Highway Dept, built 
as many as four or five streets a year. 

“He also helped build Winchester's 
reputation as one of the top towns for 
snow removal and maintenance of the 
streets," added Ciarcia, who worked 
under Mr. Wakefield. "He was a very 
well-respected man." 

Mr. Wakefield retired from the town 
on Nov. 1, 1967 after 26 years of service 
He then took a position with the Boston 
engineering firm of Charles T. Main. 

Born in Portland, Maine, Mr 
Wakefield was a graduate of the 
University of Maine.

Refugees displaced for war-ravaged 
Cambodia are facing the loss of their 
culture as well as their country, but a 
Winchester man working with Lutheran 
church and service agencies has been 
instrumental in meeting this need. 

Roy Alan Hansen of Belknap ten. has 
helped to arrange a $34,100 grant to begin 
a Khmer Studies Institute in New 
England. The grant is from Aid 
Association for Lutherans, headquar¬ 
tered in Appleton, Wise. Hansen is a 
member through local branch 1776, 
which is centered in his congregation at 
Christ Lutheran Church of Belmont. 

Working extensively with Lutheran 
Service Association of Framingham, 
which is organizing the institute. Hansen 
and the rest of the executive board for the 
branch planned the proposal which won 
the grant. 

A prototype of this institute was held 


August at the University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst. More than 60 
Cambodian young people attended the 
week-long series of studies in the Khmer 
culture of Cambodia. 

They recieved instruction in 
literature, folk dance, classical dance, 
music, painting, history, sports, cooking 
and religion from adult educators who 
also had fled from their native country. 
During the week, they visited music and 
dance festivals at nearby Tanglewood 
and Jacob’s Pillow. The AAL grant, 
which was not received until late 
October, was retroactive to cover these 
costs. 

The institute is a first-of-its-kind 
endeavor to meet the cultural needs of 
the Cambodian refugees. Current plans 
are to hold the sessions three times a 
year at various locations throughout New 
England.

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farming, and still live without 
the modern "necessities" of running 
water and electricity. 

And Redding, the only white woman on 
the islands, lived with those natives. 

"1 tried to live as close to the people as 
possible," said Redding. "In the mornings 
1 would teach, and in the afternoons I 
would join the women in their daily 
chores. 

"We wove lava-lavas, gathered the 
food, and cooked the fish when the men 
brought it in," recalled Redding "In the 
evening, everybody talks — the islanders 
arc great storytellers, it's a very oral 
society." 

Redding admitted that island life was 
sometimes too slow — "There were times 
1 craved stimulation." she said. "I would 
have loved a good movie, or a party." 

But the urge lor a faster lifestyle 
always dissipated under the balmy 
climate and easy living 

“The peace ot mind you had was 
wonderful," she said. "You don't have a 
lot of things to worry about. And everyone 
shares — what I have is yours. 

"You get some really good relation¬ 
ships with people on the islands. There are 
strong bonds." 

Redding began her idyll in the Pacific 
in 11179 after deciding she needed a change 
from her pre-school teaching. 

"I decided to see if there was 
something in the Peace Corps that would 
give me some challenge," explained Red¬ 
ding. “And there was that added twist of 
getting to see a different culture." 

The job the Peace Corps offered Red¬ 
ding fit both her goals. She would help 
develop a schooling program for the -I- and 
5-year olds of an entire nation. And that 
nation would be one essentially unchang¬ 
ed since the days of Captain Cook. 

"Id never even heard of Yap when 


they told me that's where I would be go¬ 
ing." admitted Redding. "I'd heard of 
Guam and some of the other islands, but 
I had never heard of the smaller islands." 

Luckily. Redding found a Winchester 
family who had lived in Micronesia and 
could tell her what to expect. 

Redding also went through a three- 
month Peace Corps training program, 
spending a month-and-a-half at California 
State University at Chico and the re¬ 
mainder on Yap, learning the islands' 
language and culture. 

Eventually, Redding learned several 
Yap languages — "or actually one 
language, with many dialects,” she ex¬ 
plained. "The intonation and meaning of 
words change greatly when you travel 
from island to island." 

When the Peace Corps told Redding 
she would be helping to run a Head Start 
program on the islaifds of Yap, it sound¬ 
ed like the perfect opportunity for the 1978 
child study graduate of Tufts University. 

But the Head Start program Redding 
found on Yap was nothing like the pro¬ 
gram in the United Slates, which was 
designed to help spark urban kids' interest 
in school. 

For one thing, there were no urban kids 
on the outer islands of Yap where Redding 
spent the majority of her time. 

Her classroom was usually a grass- 
thatched hut, with corrugated tin walls. 

Redding acted as an intermediary bet¬ 
ween the Head Start headquarters on the 
main island of Yap and the teachers in the 
schools on the outer islands. 

Each year, she spent the three summer 
months on Yap, working with the director 
of the Head Start program, developing 
curriculum ideas and training the outer- 
island teachers. 

"I tried to get the teachers to make 
their classes more fun,” she noted. "I

found their teaching was very structured 

— everything was learned by rote. I tried 
to inject some diversity into the teaching. 

"They would teach math by having the 
children count shells every day. day after 
day,” she explained "Using shells is good 

— they are something natural to the 
islands. But there are different ways to 
teach math concepts besides counting 
over and oyer." 

For example. Redding suggested the 
island teachers — all of whom were 
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nativ es — teach cooking to their 4-year- 
old charges. 

You can teach a lot through cooking — 
it develops the fine motor skills through 
mixing and stirring, you can teach a lit¬ 
tle math with measuring," she explained. 
"You can teach science — dissect fish, 
show the children the heart and the other 
organs, then cook the fish for lunch. 

“You can also teach them a little bit 
about nutrition," Bedding added. 

Once the rainy season ended, Redding 
would begin her yearly lour of Yap's outer 
islands, separated from the main island 
by 800 miles of ocean and hundreds of 
years of development. 

"Yap itself has a very developed 
district in the center, with government of¬ 
fices, a hospital, restaurants and two 
supermarkets," explained Redding. "Bui 
the outer-lying islands arc very traditional 
— thatched houses and grass skirts." 

When she left Yap, Redding left the 
chance to take a hot shower, shop in a 
supermarket, or see a movie. But she 
preferred the more primitive islands to 
Yap, where poverty and a rigid caste 
system made life seem cruel to a 
Westerner. 

"Socially, there is a lot of upheaval on 
Yap, there has been such a slam-bam 
culture shock because of the U.S. presence 
on the island," said Redding, explaining 
that since World War II, Yap has been a 
U.S. trust territory. 

There is also a strict caste system on 
Yap. a "high caste" island where outer 
islanders are treated as second-class 
humans. 

"The outer islanders can't wear colors 
or jewelry when they go to Yap, and they 
are restricted as to where they can go," 
explained Redding. "An American under¬ 
stands it as outright prejudice, but there 
it's u tradition. 

"1 would gel angry to see beautiful men 
and women have to be low-key and take 
verbal abuse just because they were outer 
islanders, added Redding. “That angered 
me a lot." 

The anger disappeared as Redding 
departed for her tour of the outer islands 
of Woleai, Ulithi. Salawal and Fais. 

In contrast to the urban character of 
Yap, those islands had the most minimal 
development. The only building went on 
during World War II. when many of the 
islands were commandeered as bases for 


the Japanese and then the Americans. 

(“Ask anyone in this country who serv¬ 
ed ih the Pacific where Ulitihi is. and 
they’ll remember it," noted Redding.) 

And although there was a caste system 
of sorts on the outer islands — women had 
to be subservient to men — it wasn't as 
blatant or as cruel as on Yap. 

"On the outer islands, women are ex¬ 
pected to bow whenever they pass their 
male relatives,” said Redding, “especial¬ 
ly if the men are seated, because the 
women aren't supposed to be higher than 
the men. 

"But the men get up if a woman is 
passing when she is carrying something, 
so she won’t have to bow down." added 
Redding. 

On the outer islands, Redding dressed 
as the natives did. in lava-lavas, and liv¬ 
ed in a thatched but furnished only with 
mats. 

"Everything you do is on the floor — 
not on the dirt, but on mats,” recalled 
Redding. "You learn to squat, sit. kneel 
and lie down a lot." 

Redding, as a Western visitor, was in 
fact privileged to have her own hut. 

"They live very communally — I was 
the only one with her own hut." said Red¬ 
ding. "They know Americans like to have 
privacy. 

"A little privacy was nice, actually." 
added Redding. "Everything on the 
islands is done en masse — everybody in 
the village does everything together. 
Sometimes it felt good to have my own 
space." 

Redding was also exempt from the 
usual prohibitions placed on the island 
women — "They knew 1 was American 
and our traditions are different," she said. 

But with those exceptions, Redding 
shared the life of the islanders. "I dress¬ 
ed the same, ate the same foods,", she 
said. "It was fun. 

"The islands are very self-sufficient — 
everything they eat they grow or catch 
themselves," she said. 

“The vegetables are smaller than ours, 
because they have to pick them sooner — 
when you're hungry, you can't wail for 
things to grow," she explained. "They 
grow taro and squash, and harvest bread¬ 
fruit, coconuts, papayas and bananas. 

“For meat they eat fish, and sea 
turtles, which are delicious,” she said;

study to determine the cost 
of living in each of the diverse areas 
throughout the chain of volcanic islands 
that gained independence from England 
in 1078. 

It was not that he did not feel qualified 
to do the job. Rather, Westwater had not 
foreseen himself telling older natives how 
to do their jobs. 

"I didn't think I joined the Peace Corps 
to become a slave driver," he offered. 
"Most Peace Corp volunteers are teachers 
and don't have that type of job. It was 
upsetting because we had to hire and fire 
people and sometimes we ended up yell¬ 
ing at them although we didn't mean to. 

“I never wanted to fire anyone, but I 
was told to fire three people when I got 
there for failing to do their work proper¬ 
ly," he continued. "If you have to push 
people to do things, it's not fun." 

During his two-year stay in the 
Solomons, Westwater did enjoy learning 
about the history of the islands. Laden 
with gifts and souvenirs from the foreign 
culture, Westwater came back to Win¬ 
chester vowing to return to the islands. 

Westwater's face lit up with excite¬ 
ment as he recalled his experiences in the 
Solomon Islands. 

"1 want to go back there to visit,” he 
said. “It's so beautiful there — the ocean, 
the sun, the mountains. The people were 
really good people. 

"1 feel like I helped them," he con¬ 
tinued. “A lot of the things we did there 
never would have gotten done if I wasn’t 
there." 

Westwater's job developed out of a 
rebellion of island workers in the capital 
city of the hot humid islands located 10 
degrees from the equator. 

The workers' union had led demonstra¬ 
tions at the prime ministers' house pro¬ 
testing the $4() monthly minimum wage 
rate. They demanded $100 a month and 
threatened work stoppages if that demand 
was not met. 

The Peace Corps undertook the task of 
determining the cost of living for the 
capital city and the provincial areas in the 
island chain 500 miles north of Australia 
and 50 miles southeast of Papva, New 
Guinea. The results varied. 

"It decreased rapidly after you left the 
cities," Westwater said. "The people out 
in the bush needed nothing because they 
were self-sufficient. And in the city of 
• Gizo, a family of five needed $00 a month.” 

Westwater felt he was selected to 


"They also eat dogs, which aren't too 
good They have a very strong taste, 
which the men like. The women usually 
don't eat dog.” 

The only supplies to the islands came 
by a ship which regularly toured the en¬ 
tire nation of atolls, stopping at each every 
six weeks. 

The islanders eagerly awaited the 
ships' cargo, whe said, especially tobac¬ 
co and Japanese vodka. 

"They love to smoke," said Redding. 
"And there is a lot ol drinking. The tradi¬ 
tional drink is palm wine, which is rather 
mild. They pass around one cup al night 
when they're talking. 

"But they get Japanese vodka when 
the ship comes in." she continued. “Every 
six weeks, you can be sure everyone on the 
island will be rip-roaring drunk, and 
everything will be suspended for two 
days.” 

But the lifestyle of the outer islands is 
changing rapidly, noted Redding. 

"Anthropologists were coming through 
constantly, filming and photographing the 
islanders." said Redding. "They know 
everything is fading fast.” 

"The people of the islands are 
enamoured with Western culture, and 
they don't think their own culture is im¬ 
portant," said Redding. "Young girls 
don’t want to sit behind a loom for months, 
learning how to make a ceremonial lava- 
lava.” 

Knowing that she may never see the 
islands or the culture on those islands 
again made it difficult for Redding to 
leave. 

"Yap is so far away, you're never sure 
you will ever get back," noted Redding. 
"And you can't be sure it will be unchang¬ 
ed if you do get back. 

” after two years, Redding wanted 
to learn and do more in her chosen career. 
She wants to continue to work with pre¬ 
school children, and would like to return 
to school for her master's degree. 

"Being in the Peace Corps made me 
realize what 1 could do, and what other 
things I want to do on my own,” she 
explained. 

"After having one opportunity, you 
want to go out and grab all the others," 
she continued. "My experience made me 
realize how much is out there, outside of 
our usual world."

supervise the statisticians primarily 
because he was male and could endure all 
the canoeing through bush areas that the 
job entailed. 

"They probably hired me based on my 
school experience, since I had had some 
statistics background, and because of my 
physical characteristics," Westwater of¬ 
fered. "I'm a man and I’m basically a big 
man." 

In addition to travelling throughout the 
islands to take surveys, Westwater also 
had to make sure the statisticians and 
enumerators were not using the govern¬ 
ment's canoes and gas money for their 
own fishing. 

"Sometimes, some of the men would 
send in for more petrol when we knew they 
should not have run out yet," he said. 
“Then we'd find out they had spent all this 
time fishing with their friends. 

Westwater said he was not subjected 
to the primitive living conditions many 
Peace Corps volunteers experience since 
he had a house with outside running water 
most of the time. But he noted that en¬ 
durance was needed to live anywhere on 
the Solomon Islands. 

At any given time, Westwater said, one 
third of the people suffered from malaria 
because the islands were infested with 
mosquitos. He also said the weather was 
so hot and humid, that everybody is very 
thin and constantly sweating. Westwater 
gained 20 pounds since he returned to Win¬ 
chester where he is now studying for his 
law boards at Boston University. 

Westwater would typically arrive at 
the tiny island villages by canoe, al night. 
He would meet with the natives, and ex¬ 
plain the purpose of his visit. 

His day would begin at 0 a.m. when 
Westwater awoke with the rest of the 
villagers. 

"We would first have breakfast," 
Westwater recalled. “The people in the 
village would bring some tea, bananas and 
pawpaws if we were lucky. If not, we’d' 
have crackers we brought with us. We 
called them stone biscuits because they 
tasted like hardtack.” 

The rest of the day would be spent in¬ 
terviewing villagers to determine their 
health needs and see if those needs were 
being met. 

Nights were spent with the natives, 
sharing stories or singing. 

"We'd sit around and talk. I'd tell them 
stories about America and they'd tell me 
about the Solomon Islands," Westwater 


said, breaking into a broad smile. "They 
were especially curious about the space 
landings because the American govern¬ 
ment had given them a moon rock for 
their independence. They were also 
curious about the Kennedys. 

"Singing was also a big thing there,” 
he continued. “Sometimes I’d participate. 
I can't sing well, but they didn't care. 
They're a very warm people. 

"They are not worried or concerned 
about a lot of the things we worry about," 
he continued." They have different value 
systems and they don'! value material 
things the way we do. Stealing is almost 
unheard of." 

Westwater said his visits to the villages 
were treated as special events, as out¬ 
siders were a rarity to villagers. 

“Village life must be monotonous 
because a stranger would come and at¬ 
tract a crowd," he said. "If I came at 
night, they brought me food and people 
would come to look at me. The children 
would rub my skin to see if the color would 
come off." 

Although Westwater admitted he did 
not enjoy most of the cracker dinners he 
ate. the only aspect of American culture 
he said he really missed while he was 
away was access to the news. 

Westwater may have been sent to help 
improve the standard of living for the 
natives ol the Solomon islands, but after 
spending two years with them, he felt they 
improved bis own life. 

"I'm probably a lot less harried now 
and a lot less worried about things," he 
said. "A lot of delays are not as important 
as they used to be, so I lake things a lot 
easier. 

"in the Peace Corps you have a lot of 
unstructured time to really think," he add¬ 
ed. "In America, the emphasis is on pro¬ 
ductivity and doing something. But that 
opportunity is not available on the islands, 
so there is more time to think. There is no 
television there, so you read books or talk 
to people instead. 

"The Peace Corps can give you a great 
sense of yourself because you as an in¬ 
dividual are important." Westwater 
recalled. "There, the natives assume the 
opinions of the Americans are valuable 
and important because we are educated. 
You don't get that here. 

"As an individual, you go way up in 
value if you're educated in a Third World 
country because you’re unique," 
Westwater said. “Here, you’re one of 
many thousands if you're educated.”

Winchester Must Update Assessments 


New Values Will Only Be 
As Fair As Patten’s Were

Just as Winchester residents were 
getting used to their ilew assessments, 
the Board of Assessors is getting ready to 
■go through the revaluation game again. 

Winchester residents will be getting 
new real estate values us of Jan. 1, 19BB, 
to be used in figuring next year’s tax 
bills. 

The town is under orders from the 
state Department of Revenue to update 
the revaluation figures established by 
Patten Associates to measure the values 
of homes, businesses and other real 
estate as of Jan. 1, 1981. 

But according to Assessors Chairman 
Nerner Carlson, the update will not in¬ 
volve the same house-by-house survey 
conducted by Patten. Instead, the 
assessors will hire a firm to take Patten's 
figures, multiply them by an inflation 
factor, and come up with a new set of 
assessments. 

The cost for that work will be con¬ 
siderably less than the $160,000 the town 
paid Patten. Carlson estimated that it 
would cost $3 per parcel, or slightly less 
than $20,000, to update the assessments. 

In a Nov. 19 letter to the Board of 
Assessors, Jane Malme, chief of the 
Revenue Department’s Bureau of Local 
Assessments, informed the assessors 
they would have to revalue the 
revaluation. 

State law, noted Malme, "requires 
that the Commissioner (of the Revenue 
Dept.) determine every two years 
whether a municipality's locally 
assessed values represent the full and 
fair cash value for each class of real and 
personal property. 

"Since your assessments as of Jan. 1, 
1981, satisfied the Commissioner's

Winchester’s Round Two revaluation 
will reflect full and fair cash value. But 
only If Patten Associate’s recent 
assessment figures are correct. 

And the head of the committee 
charged with verifying those Patten 
figures has doubts about those values. 

The upcoming revaluation figures, 
which are supposed to reflect real estate 
values as of Jan. 1, 1983, are inexorably 
tied to the Patten assessments. 

The future assessments will simply be 
the Patten numbers, multiplied by an 
inflation factor, according to Assessors 
Chairman Werner Carlson. 

Therefore, any Inequities which still 
exist in the Patten figures will be 
mirrored in the new assessments. And 
John France, chairman of the town’s 
Assessment Review Committee, thinks 
unfair values still exist. 

"I personally think there are still 


requirements of lull and fair cash value, 
the assessors must now plan for the 
Commissioner's review of your assessed 
values as of Jan. 1 , 1983,” the letter 
continued. 

Malme added that "to insure timely 
completion of your program, the 
assessors' plan should be submitted no 
later than Jan. 17." 


problems with the values," said France, 
a Woodside rd. resident who. was a 
constant watchdog over the assessors 
when they were meeting on the Patten 
appraisal, and the first man to volunteer 
for the Assessment Review Committee. 

“I think the abatements should have 
helped take care of the values Hint were 
on the high side — there’s not much 
question in my mind about those," he 
continued. 

"But for assessments that were too 
low, unless there is a systematic review 
of all the values, they won’t be picked 
up," he said. "Whatever inequities there 
were on the low side remain." 

Patten critics charged repeatedly 
during the assessors' review of the 
Patten figures that some homes, 
especially higher-priced residences, 
were assessed at less than their market 


Carlson said that the assessors have 
interviewed an assessment firm in 
regards to the job, and will interview a 
few more before settling on a final plan. 

Carlson said the firm will use the 
Patten figures to come up with the new 
assessments. 

"There will be a neighborhood 
analysis of sales, and then values will be 


adjusted," explained Carlson. If one 
neighborhood shows sales prices rising 
faster than other neighborhoods, he said, 
assessments in I hat neighborhood will be 
multiplied by a higher factor than the 
others. 

Under Patten's system, "neigh¬ 
borhood" did not mean a specific 
geographical area of town. Rather, 
districts of town with similarly sized 
homes and similar land values where pul 
together in one of five "neighborhoods." 

"I don't think you can apply one 
percentage factor throughout town," 
said Carlson. "One neighborhood might 
accelerate in price faster than other 
neighborhoods, and we'd have to change 
the percentage there.” 

The need to update the revaluation 
every two years has renewed interest in 
hiring a full-time assessor for the board, 
to save the cost of going outside to 
reassess. 

Selectman Michael Saraco, upon 
receiving a copy of Malme's letter, (old 
the Board of Selectmen (hey should 
consider looking into the hiring of a 
professional assessor sometime before 
the Spring Town Meeting 

But Carlson said he does not believe 
his board needs the help of a full-time 
person. The work that needs to be done 
by a professional assessor, he said, is 
Ixdng done by the elected assessors 

Carlson noted that although delays in 
Patten's reassessment slowed this fall's 
tax bills, and despite the lack of a 
professional assessor, Winchester was 
the25th community out of 351 in the state 
to set its lax rate, and the 16th to send out 
tax bills 
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Local Man Arrested In Bellino’s Break-In

The method used by an intruder to get 
inside Bellino's Pizza shop on Main st. 
last week may be a mystery to police, but 
they have made an arrest. 

Early Monday morning, police 
arrested a 21-year-old Middlesex st. man 
for charges stemming from last Wed¬ 
nesday's break when $72 was stolen from 
Bellino’s. 

Anthony Gianotti was arraigned in 
Woburn District Court Monday and 
charged with breaking and entering in 
the nighttime with the intent to commit a 


felony and larceny from a building. He 
was released on personal recognizance. 

Winchester Detective Lt. Joseph N. 
Perritano obtained warrants for 
Gianotti’s arrest after examining 
fingerprints found on a window at 
Bellino’s. 

Officers Lon Elliot and Thomas 
Faulkner made the arrest at 7:30 a.m. 
Monday. 

The incident occurred Dec. 8 when 
someone broke into Bellino’s restaurant, 
stole about $72 and ransacked the place. 
According to Perritano, the downstairs 


office was strewn with papers, and a 
salad bar had been overturned. 

Perritano said that he believed the 
intruder sneaked inside the restaurant 
while it was being cleaned at night and 
hid until there was no one around. After 
taking the money and disturbing the 
office, Perritano surmised the suspect 
broke his way out. 

“It is my belief that the perpetrator 
gained entrance without being seen and 
probably hid in the basement until the 
workman left,” Perritano said. Police 
think the intruder broke out after ran¬ 


sacking the premises because the doors 
are dead-bolted.

A Line Of Winter Suits 


Cambridge St. Sewer $409G Transfer Station 
Case Peters Out Fight To Court Today

The case that began with a bang when 
the Board of Health filed suit to have the 
Woburn Plaza complex and New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital 
removed from the Cambridge st. sewer 
ended with a whimper last month.

James D. McDaniels Jr. ordered the 
three-and-a-half-year-old case dismissed 
"without prejudice or costs” last month 
when the lawyers in the case failed to file 
an agreement. 

By now, thecasehad degenerated into' 
an argument over who would pay for the 
costs of removing the Woburn complexes 
from the Winchester sewer system. 

The issue that sparked the suit — 
whether the two facilities should be 
removed from the sewer line — was 
settled two years ago, when Superior 
Court Judge Joseph Mitchell ordered the 
plaza and New England Rehab be con¬ 
nected to the Woburn sewer. That has 
been done. 

But the court still had to untangle a 
series of counterclaims by the three 
parties involved that the other parties 
should pay the $100,000 cost of redirecting 
the sewage. 

According to Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall, Judge McDaniels' recent order 
means that all counterclaims are void, 
and the town can put aside any worries 
that it would have to cough up $100,000. 

Winchester did not pay any of the 
original costs of the sewer system 
reconstruction, Handull noted. 

The case began on Jan. 10, 1979, when 
Randall filed suit in Middlesex Superior

of the town transfer station. 

Salem Engineering Co. of Methuen, in 
a suit filed in 1977, is seeking to recover 
$411,000 it claims it is owed for building 
the transfer station. 

The town, for its part, hopes to collect 
$271,000 from Salem Engineering for 
costs incurred during the three-month 
delay in the project and to correct faults 
with the transfer station. The town 
also filed a cross-claim against the 
project’s engineer, C.E. Maguire Inc. of 
Waltham, for an additional $ 100,000 in 
damages. 

Work on the transfer station the 
town’s facility to sort and compact trash 
before it is hauled out of town — began in 
April 1976. Although the work was to be 
completed by Aug. 19, 1976, under the 
contract, the town could not begin 
operating the station until November. 

Because of the delay, Winchester 
withheld part of the $329,685 it had 
promised to pay Salem Engineering for 
the work.

Committee Reports: 

Wildwood In 
Grave Shape

Wildwood Cemetery is last in line 
when it comes (o attention. The 60-acre 
area is not properly maintained and 
debris and landfill are constantly 
dumped on one of the town's hullowed 
grounds, according to the Wildwood 
Cemetery Advisory Committee. 

Ideally, a committee would analyze 
the situation at Wildwood Cemetery, 
pinpoint areas that need improvement 
and suggest appropriate strategies to the 
Board of Selectmen, who would then take 
action to solve any problems. 

That is exactly what Town Meeting 
members thought would happen when 
they abolished the town’s Cemetery 
Commission in 1975 and appointed the 
(hree-meinber Wildwood Cemetery 
Advisory Committee. 

According to the committee, the 
reality of the situation, however, is that 
Wildwood Cemetery is in grave need of 
repair and committee members say the 
problems will not be resolved unless they 
are given the power to do so. 

Idealism and realism clashed head on 
last week when committee members 
made their report lo the Board of 
Selectmen which, along with the Public 
Works Dept., has. acted as the town's 
cemetery commission since the 1975 
charter change. 

Committee member William T. 
Ryerson told Hie selectmen that no 


landscaping has been done at Wildwood 
Cemetery since the commission was 
abolished in 1975. As a result, Ryerson 
said, the grounds'have markedly 
deteriorated. Further, he said DPW took 
care of other areas of town before they 
paid attention to the needs in the 
cemetery. 

"It’s about time to turn the tables on 
that and get things going again," he 
urged. 

John Lane HI, chairman of the ad¬ 
visory committee, outlined a number of 
problems the group had been unable to 
tuke care of as an advisory committee. 
“There should be a policy for buying 
back plots," he suggested "In the old 
days they buried two people in a 20-grave 
lot and now the town can’t buy back those 
plnLs if the owners wished to sell them. 
There should be a town nursery there to 
generate funds. 

"We think this board could do a fine 
job if we had the power to do so by being a 
separate commission, he continued. 
"When a pipe: breaks there, it always 
seems to be the last priority of the DPW. 
They go through the motions of fixing it, 
but nothing concrete gets done. And all 
the landfill operations there are chewing 
up the land."

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No More Alcohol At Tahnk’s

The Saturday night feasts catered at 
Jeanne Tahnk's Gourmet Kitchen are 
going to be a lot less festive. 

Selectmen warned Tahnk this week 
that she could not continue to allow 
alcohol to be brought to the occasional 
Saturday night cooking demonstration- 
dinner parties she serves at her Main st. 
cooking school. 

Last week, Selectman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi informed the selectmen that diners 
at the party were in the habit of bringing 
wine to serve with their meal. 

This week, when Tahnk and her 
lawyer came before the board for a 
Common Victualler’s license, selectmen 
put the chef on notice. 

“Whether the alcohol is being brought 
to the premises by people participating in 
the dinner parties, or if it is served by you 
on a gratuitous basis, it concerns me that 
this appears to be a subterfuge of the 
laws of the Town of Winchester on ser-

ving alcoholic beverages," said Select¬ 
man Edward O'Connell. Liquor 

licenses in Winchester are granted only 
to clubs or restaurants seating over 100 
people. Tahnk's dinner parties are held 
in a kitchen seating no more than 14. she 
said 

“I would avert my eyes if I thought 
this happened once a year, at the 
graduation festivities for the Cordon Bleu 
cooking class," continued O'Connell 


“But I am left with the impression it 
happens on a regular basis. 

"It gives me some pause, partially 
because we have businesses and 
organizations in town that pay a fairly 
high license fee to serve alcoholic 
beverages to their membership or 
clientele." O'Connell said. "I am 
distressed to learn that the practice 
seems to go on in your establishment." 

Tahnk’s lawyer, Stewart August of 


Sharon, pointed out that Tahnk was not 
born in this country, and was not aware 
that she needed a license to allow liquor 
to be brought to her kitchen 

“She thought it was permissible to 
have liquor on a brown bag' basis." said 
August "To the extent she violated the 
laws of the town to date, she apologizes 
And she will stop." 

But Selectman Mark Lombardi did 
not accept the apology graciously. 

“As far as not being born in this 
country, don't give me that pardon the 
phrase — baloney," said Lombardi. 
"She's been here, what, 10 years. 

"There are people born in this country 
that would like a chance to violate this 
(the town's liquor) law." said Lombardi 
"If we’re going to give someone a chance 
to violate the law. it should be somebody 
born in this country, and not her 

"So don't come in here with the 
violins," Lombardi added. "If she 
doesn't know what's going on, she should 
find out." 


Selectmen Grant Common Victualler’s 
License To Tahnk’s Gourmet Kitchen 


Despite a question of whether Jeanne 
Tahnk's Gourmet Kitchen needs one, 
selectmen voted Monday to grant a 
Common Victualler’s license for the 
Main st. establishment. 

Selectmen had called Tahnk before 
them after noticing an advertisement 
stating Tahnk was preparing meals to go 
from her cooking school kitchen. 

Common Victualler's licenses are 
required of establishments that offer 
food for “strangers or weary travellers" 
— in other words, a restaurant — under¬ 
state law. A license would not be needed, 
according to Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall, for a company that bakes, 
packages and delivers bakery goods, for 
example. 

Selectmen decided that Tahnk's 
operation fit the first example rather 
than the second. 


But if Tahnk's cooking school is also a 
restaurant, she will have to continue to 
come before town boards. 

Assistant Town Manager Hick White 
told the Board of Selectmen that ac¬ 
cording to Building Commissioner 
Anthony Zagzoug. it Tahnk's business 
was both a restaurant and a cooking 
school, she would need a special permit 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The area is zoned for business, so the 
Gourmet Kitchen could be either a 
restaurant or a cooking school But if it 
was both, one or the other would have to 
operate under an accessory use permit. 

But those complications didn't slow¬ 
down the Board of Selectmen. They 
wanted to get a license from Tahnk 
“I sense Mrs. Tahnk needs a Common 
Victualler's license as a adjunct to her 
cooking school,’ said Selectman Edward 
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NEW HOURS 
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Plenty of Free Parking 
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O'Connell. "She has clients, a monetary 
transaction takes place with an exchange 
of currency for food, so she needs a 
Common Victualler's license. 

“It is fairly obvious that we have here 
a commercial operation that deals in 
food or victuals," continued O'Connell. 
“I see the wisdom in having a Common 
Victualler's license for this type of 
operation." 

Selectman Michael Saraco stated that 
the usual definition of a common vic¬ 
tualler — one who feeds strangers or 
weary travellers — was "antiquated." 

Saraco put a more modern definition 
to the term. 

“If implements and equipment are 
there to prepare and serve food to the 
public, they have to have a license," said 
Saraco. “And I define public as people 
who come to the school."

Selectman John Williams, however, 
disagreed that Tahnk’s cooking school 
operation fit the definition of a common 
victualler. 

"I feel a license should not be issued, " 
he said. "I don’t believe she is operating 
a restaurant, but if we grant a license we 
are giving her the authority to open a 
restaurant.” 

Despite Williams' objections, 
selectmen voted 3-1 (with Williams 
casting the lone Nay vote and Alan 
Macdonald absent) io grant the license 
for the hours of to a.m. to 12 p.m., seven 
days a week.

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Town To Sign To Put Computer On Line 


Winchester may sign a contract lor its 
new computer system by tomorrow 

Town Manager Thomas Groux told 
the Board of Selectmen this week that he 
hopes to have a contract with the 
DataNational Corp. of Hingham by the 
end of the week. 

DataNational's VAX 11-730 computer 
system was the unanimous choice of the 
town's Data Processing Study Com¬ 
mittee, which has been looking into 
computer hardware, software and 
companies for over a year. 

The $121,000 VAX 11-730 will replace 
the town's 15-year-old Honeywell com¬ 
puter, which the committee's report 
noted “is no longer capable of supporting 
the town's growing needs." 

The new computer system will be able 
to print out real estate and water bills, 
tabulate census data, print the town’s 
payroll checks, compile school 
schedules, grades, attendance and 
records, and develop a data base for the 
Council on Aging. 

And Arthur Hall, chairman of the 
Data Processing Committee, told 
selectmen that the system will be able to 
handle 30 percent more tasks that; the 
town departments have dreamt up for it 
so far. 

And if the town needs more computer, 
Hall added, it can substitute a larger 
piece of hardware — the VAX 11-750 — 
just by disconnecting one machine and 
plugging a larger one in 

"Unlike the Honeywell computer, this 
one is expandable to a computer big 
enough to handle the state of 
Massachusetts," Hall said. 

Groux estimated that after the con¬ 
tract is signed, it will take 60 to 90 days 
before the equipment is delivered, and 
another six months to a year before all 
the Honevwell functions are taken over 
by the VAX. 

But Hall noted that DataNational 


could begin transferring Winchester's 
computer records to the VAX software on 
one of the company's other computers, 
thereby cutting down on the time to 
change over the systems. 

Hall attended the selectmen’s 
meeting to drop off the copy of his 12- 
member committee's report recom¬ 
mending DataNational. 

The report notes that the committee 
had four key criteria in selecting a 
computer firm that the company could 
provide software to eliminate the town's 
need to write its own computer 
programs; that any system could be 
operated by people unskilled in computer 
programming; that the system be easily 
expandable; and that the cost be 
justifiable. 

The committee then asked all town 
departments to list what uses they would 
put the computer to — a list which ex¬ 
ceeded 20 items. 

The committee received 16 bids from 
computer firms, the report noted, and 
that list was narrowed to four — Infor¬ 
mation Design, Burroughs Corp., 
DataNational and The Computer Center. 

After hearing presentations from 
each of the four firms, the committee 
settled on either The Computer Center or 
DataNational, both of which were asked 
lo submit detailed documents on their 
systems. 

The committee then compared the 
systems to the town’s needs and the four 
key criteria. DataNational, with more 
terminals and disk storage and a better 
capacity to handle the town's needs, won 
the contest. 

On Nov. 23, the members of the Data 
Processing Committee unanimously 
chore DataNational. 

Having made that choice, Hall told 
selectmen, the committee's task was just 
about over. 

Town Manager Groux and Comp¬ 


troller A1 Faggiano. not the committee, 
should be assigned to negotiate the 
contract, schedule the installation of the 
computer and run the tests of the new 
system, Hall said. 

However, Hall added, since the town's 
computer needs would evolve constantly 
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over the years, the Dala Processing 
Committee should not be abolished. 

"I believe the committee should be 
permanent," said Hall. "Although I don’t 
think we need quite as many members as 
we originally recruited, there still should 
be some body to oversee the system."

Dr William I) Barone of School st 
has spread bis musical dictum around 
the world 

Barone organized the "Bells Heard 
Hound the World" program last year to 
free Solidarity Union leader l,ech 
Walesa, restore Solidarity to its rightful 
status in the Polish economic community 
and promote nuclear disarmament 

Last Sunday, and on previous 
designated days, churches around the 
world were encouraged by Barone to ring 
their bells for 10 to 15 minutes between 11 
a.m. and 1 p in. 

If the program's effectiveness could 
be measured in numbers of peals, then it 
was a ringing success 

"We had quite a few churches par¬ 
ticipating in the program," said the 
retired physician who now runs a public 
relations office to promote world peace. 
"1 have no way of monitoring the number 
of participants or the effects, but there 
was not a church we called who didn't 
say they would be pleased to ring their 
hells. We've had full cooperation from all 
the local churches." 

Barone also has the backing of the 
high ecclesiastical bodies around the 
world, including the Secretary of State of 
the Vatican. Cardinal Augostino 
Casaroli. and the High Church of 
England, through the office of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, the Kev. Robert 
Alexander Kennedy Runcie. 

Following the bell ringing Sunday 
which began at the Old North Church in 
Boston, about 200 people gathered at 
Faneuil Hall for a rally to promote 
nuclear disarmament and freedom for 
Solidarity prisoners. 

"When we get this thing in full bloom 
on a time zone, it'll have a real great 
effect later on nuclear disarmament,” 


Barone predicted ' It < bell ringing i must 
have come to the attention of the 
Russians and Polish authorities since it 
has been covered by the BBC British 
Broadcasting Company 1 and the Voice ot 
America i radio station which broadcasts 
around the world) 

Barone hopes to spread Ins musical 
gos|H‘l of peace to Polish churches "Of 
course the program is not in full effect 
yet as far as nuclear disarmament is 
concerned," Barone said "We expect the 
bolls to ring in Poland I'm waiting to 
hear from Cardinal tllemp, the head of 
the Polish Catholic Church, on that 
"We leel the bells will eventually ring 
in Germany and in all their horde, 
countries and the other countries behind 
the Iron Curtain." he continued "Unless 
the Russians stop the churches from 
doing so. I'm confident that will happen 
But 1 don't see how they'd stop church 
bells from ringing church bells rang 
here in Massachusetts during the anti¬ 
slavery days 

"Bells have always been used as a 
symbol for tirousing people for peace and 
freedom," he added 

That is why Barone chose bells to 
communicate his messages for peace 
Describing himself as a "peace- 
monger." Barone said he initiated the 
“Bells Heard 'Round The World" 
program because he did not believe 
Western countries were doing enough to 
help Solidarity members 

"I've always been interested in in¬ 
ternational peace," he began. "1 couldn't 
find any way to get attention for this that 
was really outside of the government 
except through the bells. I started it by 
trying to concentrate on Poland because 
we seemed to have abandoned our 
leadership role in trying to solve the 
problems there. No one seemed to be 
doing anything." 

Barone, who served as Winchester's 


school physician and athletic doctor lot 
to years until he retired in 11)7(1. said hi 
burning desire to promote world peace 
evolved out of his experiences in World 
War II A flight surgeon during the war. 
Barone ran a :ttt bed mobile hospital for 
the Air Force 

"I saw all the tragedies in World War 
II and I didn't want to see any more 
major wars after that." he said I saw 
too percent of the original soldiers in nr. 
group gel lost My best friend was the 
last one killed I was lucky to get out ol 
there alive. 

"I was in the Occupation Air Force in 
Germany after the war and decided I'd 
fight for peace as long as I lived." he 

Since the war. Barone and his wife. 
Cynthia, have been Incusing their 
literary talents on peace Barone has 
sent numerous speeches and memos to 
world leaders, urging them to work 
toward peace, lbs wife has written i 
tides promoting peace 

Barone feels his efforts have not been 
futile "It takes a lot of work, but I got 
quite a lot of gratification from the fact 
that I heard from Mayor llitoshi 
Moloshima of Nagasaki. Japan." he said. 

' He was quite pleased with the effort 
we're making here in Boston and the 
Japanese delegation rang bells last June 
at the United Nations for nuclear 
disarmament 

"I prepared a format for Ronald 
Reagan's first foreign policy speech.” lie 
continued "I made the outline and it was 
followed to a great extent Our purpose is 
to inform people about the necessity to 
work toward peace." 

Barone is optimistic that his message 
will eventually reach every corner of the 
planet. 

"We expect to have an eventual 
worldwide response for this." he said. 
"The churches all think it's a great idea 
and that's why I keep pushing it."

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Lorna Tseckares Shoots For Top Town Spot

After six years of studying town 
government from the inside, Lorna 
Tseckares of Highland ave. is ready for 
the top spot. 

"The Board of Selectmen is where 1 
want to be,” the Finance Committee and 
Town Meeting member said recently. "I 
think I have a good background in the 
way things are done in Winchester and 
I’ve lived in town long enough to know a 
lot of people so that I feel very qualified 
to do the job.” 

Tseckares will be running for one of 
the two Board of Selectmen positions 
during town elections next spring. She 
will be competing against Selectmen 
Chairman Alan Macdonald and Michael 
Saraco. 

While Tseckares does not like to think 
of herself as running "against” any of the 
present selectmen, she is convinced, 
however, that her strong background in 
town politics, good rapport with a broad 
base of constituents and the time she has 
since she is not being employed, would 
make her as an asset to the board. 

Tseckares prefers to say she is run¬ 
ning for an opening on the Board along 
with two other candidates. 

"I’m not running against anyone," 
she stressed "I’m running for a spot on 
the board. There are two open spots and I 
only want one of them." 

Tseckares knows many residents 
through her 10 years as a Girl Scout 
leader in town and her membership in 
the EnKa society. She believes she could 
carry those good relations onto the board 
and find out what residents want done. 
She also noted that without a full-time 
job, she could devote more time to her 
government responsibilities than other 
employed selectmen could. 

"I’ve been visible in town and people 
talk to me,” she said. "Because I’m a 
woman and I’ve dealt with their kids, 
they'll feel I'm more accessible. Many 
times I realize through talking with 
people that they don't realize what they 
can get from their local officials. I think I 
can be useful to the town. 

"A lot of times people will say to me, 
‘Why don’t ftfe selectmen do this or that,' 
and I’ll say, ‘I don’t know, why don’t you 
call them?' Then they say to me, 'Oh no, I 
couldn’t.’ And I say, 'Why don’t you go 
visit them?’ They say, ‘Oh, I couldn't.’” 

Tseckares believes residents would 
not have any qualms about approaching 
her. In fact, to make sure they don’t have 
any qualms, Tseckares said she would 
designate certain times during the day or 
night when people could specifically 
come to her with suggestions or com¬ 
plaints. She noted that she could not do 
that if she were employed full-time. 

“I know people on virtually every 
street in town well enough so they would 
not hesitate to come to me to say, ‘For 
God’s sake, Lorna, what are you doing 
down there?’ and I hope they would," she 
said. "I could set up calling hours for 
that. And good heavens, you can't do that 
if you work full-time.” 

Tseckares believes her informal 
relations with people from every section 
of town will be crucial for unifying the 


town, one of the tasks she feels should be 
a top priority of the selectmen next year 

"I see the barest beginnings of people 
being at odds with other people in dif¬ 
ferent sections of town," she explained. 
"People in one neighborhood are 
beginning to feel put upon by others. 

"I think it will ultimately be up to the 
selectmen to lead the townspeople into a 
feeling of togetherness,” she said. “The 
board has to provide that kind of 
leadership for the town. They must show 
the way for varying interest groups in 
town. That’s often difficult to do because 
you have to go against those who support 
you. But it’s important to be able to 
anticipate the future and look at the 
whole town picture, not at individual 
sections." 

Tseckares draws her assets from 
many areas. While she believes her 
relationships with many residents from 
different areas of town will help her unify 
Winchester, she credits her experience in 
town government with what she 
describes as her realistic vision of what 
can and should be done in town and the 
knowledge of how to do it. 

“I think I have a good enough 
background in town politics to know how 
things are done and I have a good rapport 
with the department heads," she said. 
"I'm going into my fourth year on the 
Finance Committee and I’ve dealt with 
all the yearly budgets either by myself or 
in committee. I’ve been involved in Town 
Meeting for six years." 

Although she is not employed in the 
business world, Tseckares does not feel 
she is at a disadvantage to other select¬ 
men as far as understanding how to 
spend money. 

"People could say I don’t have a grip 
on the problems because I'm not 
presently in the business marketplace, 
but I don't think that’s the case," she 
said. “I won’t bring a strict business 
background to the board, but I can be 
realistic. There are different types of 
problems the selectmen handle. I've 
been on the Finance Committee long 
enough to know Proposition 2.5 is real. 
There's only so much money available 
and by talking with the townspeople. I 
think I know how they want it spent.” 

As a woman, Tseckares feels she may 
approach some of the problems dif¬ 
ferently than her fellow selectmen, but 
she stressed that she does not believe her 
sex will affect her abilities to carry out 
her responsibilities. 

“I do feel that women have a different 
way of approaching problems," she 
acknowledged. "It can be good or bad. 

“But as far as dealing with men, they 
don't intimidate me,” she continued. 
‘T’ve worked with them on the Finance 
Committee and they're people, too. They 
don’t bother me and I can't imagine that 
I would bother them by being a woman. 

"I suspect that I probably have a 
different outlook than some of the men do 
on certain issues, but that does not make 
me a minority or a person who'll cause 
trouble,” she added. 

The decision to run for selectmen did 
not just pop into Tseckares' head one 
day. It took years of planning and

preparing before she decided she was 
ready. 

"I've thought about this for years," 
she admitted. "When I was first sitting in 
the auditorium during a Town Meeting 
session years ago, 1 realized that if t 
really wanted to know what's going on in 
town, 1 should probably be on the 
Finance Committee and then run for the 
Board of Selectmen. 

"I was right," she continued. "The 
Finance Committee was a good place to 
be to really learn what has been going 
on." 

"I've seen the way it's all put 
together,” she said "1 think it would be 
an interesting challenge to see if I can 
use that experience to help with the 
leadership of the community." 

Tseckeras believes the timing is 
perfect for a run for selectman both in 
terms of her political background and 
her personal life With one daughter in 
college and the other in her senior year in 
high school. Tseckares noted her family 
will not need as much of her time as they 
have in the past.

"It's the ideal time for me to serve," 
she said "I'm going to have all this time 
available." 

She also goes into the election with the 
full support of her family behind her 
"My family is very supportive," she 
said. "Both (my husband) Charles adn 
(my daughter) Demetra recognize there 
will be a lot of nights w hen they'll have to 
get their own dinners and do the dishes, 
but they're ready for it. Obviously I 
couldn't do without the support of my 
family especially my spouse." 

Not only does her husband support 
her. but Charles Tseckares believes he 
would be an asset to her on the board 
since he lias had a great deal of ex¬ 
perience in town affairs Tseckares, a 
Tow n Meeting member has served on the 
Planning Board and belongs to the 
Downtown Beautification Committee. 

"lie covers a lot of ground in zoning 
articles and all that technical stuff which 
can be difficult to wade through," she 
explained lie's been in different 
aspects of town government than me 
which I find will help a lot If I think 


somebody knows more about something 
than I do. I'm the first one to ask And 1 
have a lot of friends who know a lot more 
than me." 

Along with answering technical 
questions, Tsecarkes noted that those 
friends will also help her campaign for 
office an area where she definitely 
needs help. 

"I suspect that people feel sufficiently 
well about my abilities to support me," 
she added. "People have come to me and 
said they'll gladly support me. 

Tseckares noted that of all her 
political abilities, campaigning was not 
her forte. "With a name like Tseckares, 
it's hard for me to go up to people and 
introduce myself," she admitted. 
" They'll say. 'Lorna what?" Then I'll 
have to spell it and I don't know what I'll 
do. I don't campaign naturally like some 
people can " 


Regardless of their abilities in dif 
ferent areas of politics. Tseckares said 
all Winchester politicians have one 
characteristic in common honesty 
And that attribute, she claims, makes the 
position of Winchester Selectman all the 
more appealing to her 

"It's a terrific town politically 
because it's a clean town," she noted. 
"You don't have to worry that you can't 
get things done because of hanky panky 
going on like some surrounding towns 
have. 

"Maybe someone rakes a leaf or two 
where he shouldn't but basically, the 
people in Winchester have elected of 
ficials who have a real commitment." 
she added. "Winchester has always had 
good leadership 

And Tseckares hopes she w ill continue 
that political tradition next year

It's not the buck-a- 
piece, blue foil kind with sleek- 
looking Virgins in chalky 
silhouette. It's not even the one 
printed up with a photograph of 
the kids and the dog on the front, 
all wearing matching elf suits; 
that kind’s my favorite, in fact. 

The kind of card I really can’t 
stand is the kind that’s been typed 
and then xeroxed. It’s more a 
news letter than a Christmas 
card, and the news is all 
unbelievably good. 

The type of people that send a 
card like this live charmed lives, 
or so it appears. To read them is 
to realize that these families have 
Got It All Together, whereas by 
contrast, you and I and our 
miserable households are leading 
lives of utter and unremitting 
dullness. 

These cards represent the 
ultimate in self-congratulation. 
More than holiday helloes, 
they’re December brag sheets, 
the With-It Family’s annual 
report on just how terrific they all 
proved themselves to be THIS 
year. 

“Greetings from Thorough¬ 
bred Farms," they usually begin. 
People who send these things 
don’t live in everyday houses like 
the rest of us; they inhabit 
manses, estates, plantations, 
even, like Scarlett O’Hara’s place 
in “Gone With the Wind." 

“Well, we Whittlefords have 
had ourselves another really neat 
year. Dad continues to globe-trot 
to various European capitals, and 
reports that his learjet is the most 
delightful new toy lie’s had since 
Gramps gave him that stableful 
of polo ponies for his 14th 
birthday. 

“Mother continues to work 
hard on both her backhand and 
her tan. She’s busy as a bee right 
now with her new venture: mar¬ 
keting hand-embroidered bell- 
pulls made by Peruvian Indians 
— just the thing to summon the 
servants with for that all- 
important morning cup of 
chocolate.

THE SENATE. “Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” records local senators’ 
votes on two key roll calls from 
Dec. 6-10. 

BLUE LAWS (S 2121) - 
Senate approved 20-8 the bill 
repealing the Sunday Blue Laws 
and allowing retail stores, ex¬ 
cluding liquor stores, to open at 
noon Sundays year round. The 
measure mandates time and one- 
half pay for Sunday employees 
and prohibits management from 
requiring employees to work 
Sundays. 

Supporters said the bill could 
increase tax revenues by up to $43 
million and create up to 13,000 
new jobs. They noted the bill has 
the support of labor unions, retail 
stores and the consumer. Oppon¬ 
ents urged Sundays be retained 
as a day of rest and said the bill 
is anti-family and anti-religion.

That we’d won the 
bank’s special Rubber Ball Cita¬ 
tion for the most checks bounced 
in a monthly statement period? 

What would we say? That we 
spent our summer vacation at 
home again this year, sweating in 
front of a window 1’an.and arguing 
about who was going to mow the 
grasslands developing out back? 
That this was the year that 
Mother discovered Tuna Helper? 
That the hamsters went to their 
final reward in ’82, after creeping 
into the clothes dryer to raid the 
fuzz screen? That, anyway, they 
did come out cling-free? 

Would you say your 4-year-old 
bit the mailman? That your 
junior-high-schoolers eye teeth 
had begun to grow straight out, 
Dracula-style, in lines parallel to 
the floor? That your tenth-grader 
spends a lot of time in his room 
drawing Son-of Sam-type pic¬ 
tures on the walls — and 
chanting?

BOTTLE BILL (S 2126) — 
Senate rejected 24-6 an amend¬ 
ment to a new Bottle Bill provi¬ 
sion requiring distributors to 
return deposits unclaimed by 
consumers to the state treasurer. 
The amendment would require 
the money be added to the local 
aid fund and used only for pro¬ 
grams and projects for the 
elderly. 

Supporters argued an estimat¬ 
ed $20 million annually in 
unclaimed deposits should be us¬ 
ed to help the elderlyMany urged 
the money be earmarked for sch¬ 
olarship and loan programs for 
college students. (A “Yea” vote 
is for the amendment earmark¬ 
ing the money for the elderly. A 
“Nay” vote is against it).

Sometimes I listen to (he grownups 
talking. They said that the people who 
want to close the Mystic School feel that 
the school is too small to educate us well. 

If it is true that bigger is better, then 1 
feel sorry for Abe Lincoln and the 
thousands like him who attended one- 
room school houses. If he (and they) 
lived in my neighborhood today, they 
might have the opportunity to be bused to 
a bigger school and would thus be better 
able to prepare for their future en¬ 
deavors. Then Abe and the others might 
have had a chance to make something of 
themselves. 

I also overheard my elders say that 
the people who want to close the Mystic 
School also feel that the neighborhood 
school concept is very important. 

Even at 4‘>j years of age this sounds 
contradictory. How can you close the 
only school in our neighborhood and still 


keep the neighborhood concept? 

I am very confused by this! 

The people who want to close the 
Mystic School say they don’t k >iw how to 
define a neighborhood school. I don’t 
think I’m smarter than grownups, but I 
found it very easy to tell you what it is: 

— To me a neighborhood school is 
being able to walk safely from my house 
to the school. 

—It is being able to go to school with 
my peers in my neighborhood, to learn 
with them, to play with them, and to grow 
up with them. 

—It is being in a school small enough 
so that the teachers and the principal 
know my name and know my parents. 

—They will know my strengths and 
my weaknesses.

Patten’s attorney claimed in his 
answer to the town's suit that any delays 
"were excused or waived by the plaintiff.

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Selectmen Commit Town To Sewer Use Charges 


Hv DAVE LEECO 

Selectmen committed Winchester to 
instituting a form of sewer use charge 
when they signed their annual permit 
with the MIX’ this week. 

However, that sewei use charge may 
simply be a computation on the property 
tax bill, with residents paying no more 
than they do now. 

And if an actual fee is levied on 
Winchester sewer users, selectmen 
vowed to keep that fee as low as possible. 


Among its conditions for allowing 
communities to hook onto its sewer 
system this year, the MDC is requiring 
that towns promise to develop a sewer 
use charge. 

Water Supt. Richard Warrington 
explained that the MDC was under 
pressure from the federal Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency to ensure such 
charges became commonplace. 

The EPA, Warrington continued, has 
begun to require that any body using

federal funds for sewer system im¬ 
provements have a sewer use charge. 

If such a charge were in place, he 
added, the feds would pay up to 90 per¬ 
cent of the cost of sewer projects. 

"If the MDC wants to upgrade its 
treatment facilities on Deer Island or 
Nutt Island, it must state it is forcing its 
member communities to comply (with 
putting in sewer charges),” said 
Warrington. “We're getting the first 
warning from the MDC." 

Winchester will soon be seeking 
federal funds for $1.2 million worth of 
planned sewer improvements, Comp¬ 
troller A1 Faggiano pointed out, and will 
have to have a sewer use charge before 
receiving those funds. 

Selectmen stated they were opposed 
to a sewer use charge, but saw no way of 
getting out of signing the annual 
agreement with the MDC, 

"One thing I'm dead set against is 
another form of taxation,” said Select¬ 
man Michael Saraco. "We're already 
paying for water, and next we’ll be 
paying for sewer. 

"The next thing you know, we'll be 
paying if we send kids to school, or if the 
fire department comes to our house," 
added Saraco. "Things are going crazy 
— and everyone has to pay taxes on top of 
that.” 

But as Town Manager Thomas Groux 


pointed out, “I don't see much of an 
alternative to signing." 

The document selectmen signed 
required that "municipalities shall have 
a sewer use charge which is acceptable 
to the Environmental Protection Agency, 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering, the 
Metropolitan District Commission and is 
no less stringent than the MDC Sewer 
Use Rules and Regulations." 

Selectmen tried to couch their ac¬ 
ceptance of that condition in vague terms 
— Selectman Edward O'Connell's motion 
to sign the permit included a phrase that 
it was signed "with the understanding 
that it does not commit the Board of 
Selectmen to institute a sewer users' fee 
at this time.” 

But Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
questioned whether that phrase was 
anything more than rhetoric, 

"Whatever the application says will 
limit the future action of the selectmen," 
Randall said. 

Groux and Warrington pointed out, 
however, that a sewer use fee might not 
have to be a separate, additional 

charge. 

"There is a fair amount of leeway in 
how the fee is set up." said Warrington. 
"What the feds are concerned about is 
that Winchester or whoever is building a 
facility have the money available to keep 


the nuts and bolts working 

"The feds don't want to put money 
into a facility which will be ignored," 
continued Warrington. 

Groux agreed that Winchester could 
decide what kind of charge it wanted, 
even though selectmen had signed the 
permit. 

"The important thing is that we 
identify the costs of running the sewer 
system and identify a method of funding 
those costs," Groux said. 

The town might even simply identify 
how much of each property tax bill goes 
for sewer maintenance, and satisfy the 


use charge requirement, Groux said. 

"And the amount of the charge is 
totally within the jurisdiction of the 
town,” Groux added. 

If it is up to Saraco, that amount will 
be negligible. 

"If the feds require we must have a 
fee, I’d like to see that fee set as low as 
possible,” said Saraco. “We'll be taking 
the dollars out of the taxpayers’ pockets 
anyway, one way or the other." 

Any proposals for a sewer use charge 
will go before the Spring Town Meeting, 
according to officials.

Chief ol Police John McHugh hopes 
that Winchester drivers will he caught up 
in the spirit of the holidays ahead not 
c,(light full of "holiday spirits" by the of- 
lu:ers of lus department 

“Unfortunately, the 'holiday spirit' 
olten involves more partying and alcohol 
than main of us can handle." said 
McHugh "To make the problem even 
more tragic, research and study informa¬ 
tion circulated by the International 
Association ol Chiefs of Police indicates 
that alcohol is a factor in at least half of 
all traffic accidents 

"There are 107 million licensed drivers 
in the United Stab's and additional studies 
show that more than 95 million persons in 
the United Stales drink a deadly com¬ 
bination." McHugh added 

"If you think you can scoff at common- 
sense traffic laws about driving while ini 
pared or under the influence, remember 
this fair warning." said McHugh. 

"Our department will be out with all 
the manpower we can muster to protect 
you- and others from your own 
dangerous drinking and that of others," he 
said. 

"We may not win popularity contests." 
McHugh said, "but we are determined to 


see that all our laws are strictly and fair¬ 
ly enforced!" • 

McHugh reminded over enthusiastic 
party-goers that alcohol is actually a 
depressant drug, not a stimulant. "Alcohol 
slows reflexes, impairs coordination and 
reduces visual acuity." he said 

"You can’t react as quickly or as ra 
Initially as you usually can," McHugh 
said. 

“Put a person in this condition behind 
the wheel of a car." he warned, "add 
winter's poor visibility and inadequate 
traction, and you multiply the chances ot 
a tragic crash beyond till reason." 

Knowing your own limits is important, 
he contended.

Both Randall and Salem's attorney, 
JohnSpignesi, claimed that the engineer, 
Maguire, was negligent in supervising 
and designing the project. 

Maguire’s attorney claimed any 
problems with the project were due to the 
town's error in measuring the project 
site or Salem Engineering's error in 
building it. 

The slew of charges and coun¬ 
tercharges began when Salem 
Engineering filed suit in Middlesex 
Superior Court on March 25, 1977, four 
months after the transfer station project 
was completed. 

In the suit, Salem attorney Spignesi 
stated that although "the contractor has 
substantially completed the work 
required of it. . . and the owner has 
assumed beneficial use and occupancy of 
the project since Nov. 5, 1976," Salem 
was still awaiting its final check. 

Winchester, claimed Spignesi, had 
"made some payments, but failed to 
make payments for the value of all the 
work." 

Spignesi stated that the failure to pay 
ended up costing Salem Engineering 
$411,000. 

That figure included the value of the 
work performed but not paid for, the cost 
of borrowing to finance completion of the 
work, the loss of fees because Salem 
Engineering could not seek other work, 
the reduction of the company's bonding 
capacity, damage to the company's 
credit and damage to its reputation. 

Winchester also failed to pay extra for

Spignesi went on to charge that any 
delays in the project were the fault of 
Maguire. 

"The engineer was negligent in the 
design," the brief states. “Errors and 
omissions in the plans resulted in per¬ 
formance of additional work." 

C.E. Maguire was “negligent in the 
supervision of the project, failed to 
process shop drawings on time, and 
failed to resolve problems relating to the 
construction," Spignesi charged. 

Randall's answer to the suit was that 
the town had "paid for all additional 
work completed in a timely and work¬ 
manlike fashion." What the town didn't 


pay for was work completed late, he 
stated. 

“Any failure to make payment was 
occasioned by the plaintiff's i Salem 
Engineering) failure to complete the 
project in a timely and workmanlike 
fashion,” Randall wrote. 

"The plaintiff was solely at fault for 
failure to complete the contract within 
120 days," Randall added. 

Randall then enumerated a number of 
reasons why the delay could be blamed 
on Salem Engineering. 

Salem failed to assign sufficient men 
and equipment to the project, Randall 
wrote, and equipment was ordered too 
late "to secure its timely arrival at the 
site." 

Salem failed to assign "competent 
supervisors and workers” to the job, 
Randall continued, and failed to properly 
schedule the progress of work with the 
arrival of materials.

have the sewer line removed, the suit 
was prompted by a serious sewerage 
overflow two days before it was filed. 

Randall's brief noted that on Jan. 8 
sewage began to overflow from a 
manhole cover on Cambridge st. 

The "sustained overflow," Randall 
stated, “continued unabated . . . 
creating a flow of raw, untreated 
sewerage to flow along Cambridge st. 
until it was intercepted by a catch basin 
. . . and thence into the Mystic Lakes." 

Unless the volume of sewage pumped 
into the Cambridge st. line was reduced, 
Randall stated, a serious health problem 
would continue unchecked. 

“Irreparable harm and danger to the 
public health has now occurred and will 
continue to exist unless immediate relief 
is granted by disconnecting” the two 
Woburn complexes, Randall wrote. 

Lawyers for the two defendants in the 
case argued that the Board of Health 
could not prove the two Woburn com¬ 


plexes were solely responsible for the 
sewage line problems on Cambridge st, 
Wayne Budd, the lawyer for Benjamin 
Brown, trustee of the Y&M Trust which 
owned the plaza, argued the Board of 
Health relied on inaccurate information 
in ordering the sewer line disconnection 
Budd stated that engineers for Coffin 
and Richardson had admitted to inac¬ 
curacies in the sewer system report 
which the Board of Health referred to in 
making its decision. 

Budd asked the court to order Win¬ 
chester to pay any costs arising from the 
Board of Health order. 

Budd requested judgment "against 
the Board (of Health) and each of its 
members for damages (Y&M I sustained, 
and will sustain . . . as a result of Y&M's 
efforts to comply, and compliance with, 
the board's improper and wrongfully 
issued Notice to Abate Nuisance." 

The lawyer for the second defendant, 
Albert Curran and Edward J. LeRoux of 


Salem failed to cooperate with its sub¬ 
contractors and in some cases failed to 
pay those sub-contractors, according to 
Randall. 

Salem did not provide sufficient 
flexibility in its time schedule "to ac¬ 
commodate the usual delays," said 
Randall, and "from the beginning" failed 
to plan "for the necessity of completing 
the project on time." 

And ignoring the fact the project was 
finished late, said Randall, the work done 
was incorrectly performed. Randall 
noted the concrete slab used as the floor 
of the transfer station cracked soon after 
the building was constructed. 

Randall then claimed that it was 
Salem Engineering that should be paying 
the town, not vice versa, and provided a 
checklist of costs to the town totalling 
$271,000. 

Costs, according to Randall, included: 

"The diminished value of the project

"I don't think we need another ap¬ 
praiser.” said Carlson. "We did it this

But. added Carlson, the computer 
won't cut down on the need for clerical 
help. 

“The computer will actually require 
more work, because it only duplicates the 
situation in our office — we’ll have our 
records in the computer as well as on 
cards,” said Carlson. “All the computer 
would do is keep inventory, and we have 
that already ourselves." 

Carlson said he talked with the 
assessors in the Hingham Town Hall, 
where DataNational operates a com¬ 
puter. They said "their workload has 
increased," according to Carlson.

sales that took place six months after and 
six months before (Jan. 1, 1981.

dumped at Amberwctod dr.," commented 
Michael Connelly, an Upland rd. resident 
who regularly attends selectmen 
meetings and keeps abreast of town 
issues. 

"being an advisory board, it's hard to 
get things done which we could if we were 
a commission," complained Lane. "1 
think within fit) acres of land, we could get 
a lot more accomplished than we do 
now." 

Although the selectmen sympathized 
with the committee's pleas for more 
power, most were reluctant to go against 
the town charter without giving the 
change more time to prove it could or 
couldn't work. 

"Personally, I can see us going back 
to that (commission) situation sometime 
in the future," said Selectmen Chairman 
Alan Macdonald at the board's meeting 
last week. "I see your frustration in 
being only an advisory group and not 
being able to run it when you see things 
that need to be done. “But I’d hate to 
prejudge an experiment," he added. 

At the suggestion of Selectman Ed 
O’Connell, the board agreed to set up 
another meeting in February with the 
Advisory Committee and DPW members 
to figure out the best plan for solving 
cemetery problems. 

Most selectmen were not anxious, 
however, to follow the committee’s 
recommendation to re-establish a 
cemetery commission in Winchester. 

"I'm reluctant to go against the 
charter," O'Connell told the disappointed 
advisory committee. "You say the 
cemetery seems to hold a lower priority 
than other areas in town as far as 


maintenance is concerned and I think we 
should look into that. 

"As an advisory committee, you have 
absolute discretion to look into areas and 
make recommendations and we have the 
responsibility to follow them up." he 
continued. "I'd like a longer period of 
time to assess the present practice rather 
than fly in the face of the present charter 
which is still relatively new to Win¬ 
chester." 

But committee members did not think 
time would ease what they saw as a lack 
of power to get appropriate town agen¬ 
cies to reverse the seven-year decline in 
the cemetery's upkeep. 

Lane, a former commission member, 
argued that his group could not prevent 
the constant violations such as improper 
landscaping, lot payment plans which 
restricted the town's ability to make 
money for the cemetery and illegal 
dumping. 

Selectman John Williams told the 
committee that since they were only 
obligated to report to the selectmen, they 
should not be frustrated over a perceived 
need to deal with many town agencies. 

"You really only have to report to us, 
not to all the other boards," Williams 
said. "Your priorities should lie with 
letting us know what's going on." 

Selectman Michael Saraco and the 
committee said it was unrealistic to 
make the selectmen responsible for 
Wildwood Cemetery, arguing that the 
added burden would only result in con¬ 
tinued disrepair there. 

“That sounds very nice to say, John," 
Lane told Williams. "Those are pretty 
words, but that’s not reality." 


Saraco said that while he "hated to 
say 'I told you so'," he had filed a bill 
several years ago to create a cemetery 
commission because he did not believe 
an advisory board was a realistic 
solution to the problems at the cemetery. 

"I don't care how good a Town 
Manager or a DPW director is, they can't 
do the impossible," Saraco said. 
“Someone has to plan for the future of 
Wildwood Cemetery. Other communities 
have found out that advisory groups 
aren't working out. 

“We cannot honestly carry out the 
responsibility of a cemetery com¬ 
mission,” he emphasized, "Even with 


recommendations. 

“I think we should look forward to the 
day when we’ll file an article for a 
charter change." he added. 

Advisory committee member Can¬ 
dace F. Margies immediately picked up 
on the one positive statement toward 
establishing a committee. 

“With regards to our recom¬ 
mendation to create a commission out of 
a committee, we recognize the fact that it 
is a long, complicated process, but we’d 
like the selectmen to look at our capacity 
to handle the job and to expedite things," 
she said. 

“Unless we run down here every 


Monday night and lay out the problems, 
we can’t get anything done,” agreed 
Kyerson. "And it won't do any good to 
spend all our time in committee. There is 
so much planning to be done. You have to 
set up rules and regulations to operate 
the place on a day-to-day basis.” 

Holding up- a photograph of debris 
dumped at the cemetery, Ryerson ex¬ 
plained some of the problems his group 
felt powerless to solve. 

"You must realize that the cemetery 
is still a receptacle for the town's 
debris," he stressed. "What is needed is 
not a complete change so much as a little

debris," he stressed. "What is needed is 
not a complete change so much as a little 
more clout. Even our name, advisory, 
goes against us." 

Ryerson suggested that Winchester 
set up a committee, similar to the 
Woburn Cemetery Commission, which 
has the power to issue deeds, decide what 
lots will be opened, and set prices. 

Most of the selectmen argued that 
they had been unaware of the problems 
at the cemetery and had not been given a 
chance to show the advisory situation 
could work. 

"If you tell us certain things need to 
be done we’ll do them." Macdonald said 
“Whether this might or might not work, 
we can only say by theory at this point " 

"I don't think this committee is 
weak," O'Connell said. "You will be 
impotent only if you choose to limit your 
role or if we choose to ignore your 
recommmendations. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi said if he 
were a member of the advisory com 
mittee he would test out the system and 
then give up if he did not see results. 

"It seems that at Town Meeting a lot 
of people weren't happy with the way 
things were run," he began. "Now, this 
committee says the cemetery is not run 
right. We're being told that the select¬ 
men, Town Manager and DPW who are 
in charge are not doing our job right. 

I think we should give some dirction 
and try to get it run right," he continued 
"If it still isn't run right and I were them 
(advisory committee members), I'd say, 
'Sayonara' 1 can't get anything done’" 


Committee Presents List Of Needed Changes 


The Board of Selectman will meet 
within the next two weeks with the 
Wildwood Cemetery Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to set up a new fee schedule and 
hire staff for the cemetery. 

The selectmen agreed' to meet to 
discuss those changes after listening to a 
report from the Wildwood Cemetery 
Advisory Committee last week. 

The committee suggested that the 
selectmen hire a part-time secretary to 
work Monday through Friday from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. at the cemetery office to 
answer calls and assist members of the 
public looking for help. 

They also suggested changing the 
present system of two foremen so that a 
Public Works Department employee 
would be named superintendent of the 
cemetery. 

Cemetery Advisory Committee 
Chairman John Lane III said there was 


no leadership at the cemetery grounds 
and recommended that Harold Moran of 
the DPW be named superintendent 

The committee also asked the 
selectmen for more power so they could 
take care of what they termed the 
degradation of the cemetery since the 
Cemetery Commission was abolished by 
Town Meeting in 1975. The selectmen will 
consider that suggestion at a later dale. 
(See related story.) 

While the selectmen did not vote on 
any recommendations, they indicated 
they would probably agree to the fee 
increases and secretery addition. 

"Although it may be tacit, I believe 
I’ve got a favorable consensus for two of 
the recommendations.” observed 
Selectman Ed O’Connell after the board 
had discussed the committee's 
suggestions. 

Selectman Michael Saraco said he 


would not vote on any recommendations 
unless they included an installment plan 
for plot payments, which he said he has 
been trying to get for three years. 

Lane said his committee was 
recommending a fee increase to keep up 
with inflation. 

"Things have naturally gone up in the 
past seven or eight years,” he explained. 
"And in looking at other towns, we felt we 
should increase the fees to keep up with 
costs and help pay for the upkeep there. 

The selectmen also seemed to agree 
that someone should be in charge of 
maintenance at Wildwood Cemetery. 

"There should be someone in charge 
of Wildwood Cemetery, O'Connell 
agreed. I hope someone is fixed to be 
responsible with the operations at 
Wildwood Cemetery."

When considering the

Practically speaking, 
many cities show a com¬ 
bination ol these types of 
growlti A study of your area 
could help you make up 
your mind as to winch loca 
tion suits you best

Choate Hears Pleas 


“Please help me. My husband just hit 
me and 1 am scared to death he'll come 
back and do it again," With these words 
tearfully told to the Choate Talkline 
volunteer answering the call, a woman 
abused by her husband took the first step 
towards helping herself. 

Created in 1978, Choate Talkline, a 
confidential telephone service, operated 
by Choate-Symmes Health Services Inc., 
is staffed by volunteers trained in crisis 
intervention. It exists to help those in 
crisis who are willing to take action and 
change a bad situation into a better one. 

National statistics compiled by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
estimate that every 18 seconds, a 
married woman is abused by her 
husband. Afraid that they have no where 
to turn, battered wives often do nothing 
except live in fear that it will happen 
again. 

Previous to Choate Talkline's in¬ 
ception, abused wives and others ex¬ 
periencing a life crisis sought help from 
hospital emergency rooms. Mental 
health professionals at Choate Memorial 
Hospital in Woburn recognized the need 
to establish a 24-hour, confidential ser¬ 
vice where people in crisis could turn, 
and established “Sentinels," a suicide 
and crisis intervention hotline. 

Four years later, the name has 
changed to Choate Talkline and the focus 
has widened but, intrinsically, the 
program remains the same - a place to 
turn in time of need. Although suicide 
and crisis intervention are still issues of 
major concern, the spectrum of 
problems dealt with har broadened. 

“Choate Talkline has expanded to a 
support service for people having per¬ 
sonal problems who do not necessarily 
need immediate help," said James 
Fereira, coordinator of the Choate 
Talkline. “For instance, people having 
trouble coping with stress, depression, 
alcohol or drug abuse, and marital 
problems need help and come to us just 
as a case of rape or battering would.” 

Many people are under the miscon¬ 
ception that those who call a hotline are 
crazy and cannot manage their own 
lives. They attach the same stigma to 
calling a hotline as they do to seeing a

psychiatrist or psychologist. “In fact, 
commented Fereira, “the majority of 
callers are ordinary people who can't 
always find the answers to their 
everyday problems." 

Everyone who calls the Talkline is 
looking for something different. Some 
call looking for support of their own 
feelings or opinions. Others call seeking 
advice. And many call not knowing, or 
not able to say, exactly what they do 
want or what the problem is. "It is up to 
the volunteer answering the call to tune 
in to the specific need of the caller even if 
the caller does not know what that is," 
said Fereira. "Each call must be handled 
individually.” 

Except when it is a life and death 
situation requiring immediate medical 
attention such as a rape, drug overdose 
or suicide, Choate Talkline does not give 
advice about handling a problem. 
•"Advice does not allow a person to make 
choices. This causes a dependency on 
others to make decisions and thatnis not 
what we are here for," said Fereira. "We 
will list possible alternatives for action 
and change but we must not interefere 
with what a caller can do for him or 
herself. 

What callers can expect is a non- 
critical, caring individual who will be a 
listening ear, offer support and help the 
caller make his or her own decision. If 
callers need specific services or in¬ 
formation on matters such as marital 
counseling, abortion, venereal disease, 
alcohol or drug rehabilitation programs, 
children’s agencies or shelters for bat¬ 
tered women, the Talkline can help with 
referrals to the Sppropriate agencies. 

The challenge of each call is met by a 
volunteer who has completed a 15-hour 
training program led by Fereira and, 
occasionally, an experienced volunteer. 
The training is done in a group setting 
with heavy emphasis on role-playing. 
The volunteer trainees, who must be at 
least 20 years old, learn good telephone 
communication skills and are provided 
with information about of calls that occur.

935-1187.

Award-Winning 
Organization

I larvard College junior Jeff Richmond, 
the son of Richard and Ann Richmond of 
G Longfellow, is one of three students who 
helped direct a social service group that 
received the 1982 Outstanding Organiza¬ 
tion Award last month from the 
Massachusetts Easter Seal Society. 


"Access Boston,” a project that enlists 
Harvard and Radcliffc student volunteers 
to work with the physically handicapped, 
was selected unanimously by the Easter 
Seal Society from nearly 1000 groups. The 
project is a committee of Phillips Brooks 
House, Harvard's social service club. 


"At first," says Richmond, "our reac¬ 
tion to the award was ‘what did we (the 
chairpeople) do to deserve this?” We 
thought of all our administrative failings. 
Now we’ve realized the award was given 
to us for what the volunteers do once they 
get started.” 

Richmond began as a volunteer in the 
buddy program, which matches students 
with disabled children, two years ago. He 
sees his buddy, a 13-year-old boy with 
spinabifida (a birth defect that requires 
removal of part of the spinal cord, leav¬ 
ing little muscular function), weekly at the 
Massachusetts Hospital School, an educa¬ 
tional facility for children who need 
medical care.

"As the name implies," says Rich¬ 
mond, "Access Boston emphasizes getting 
the kids out into the community, going to 
ball games or museums, but my buddy 
has needed hospitalization most of this 
year, so I visit him there." 


Access Boston's policy of focusing on 
one-to-one relationships between 
volunteers and the handicapped received' 
both praise and some criticism, Richmond 
points out. "Some people think we should 
concentrate on lobbying, leafletting and 
working with advocacy groups. Those are 
important areas, but we think, as college 
students, we can make more of an impact 
on this level. 


"We take our buddies out into the 
world." he continued. "They learn new 
places they can go. If they come to Har¬ 
vard, they see disabled students here. It 
gives them a chance to speak to someone 
who's almost a peer about things they may 
want to do." 


Richmond says the benefits of volun¬ 
teering go both ways. "He tells me things 
he can't tell his parents and comes to me 
for advice. And I've learned not to think 
of him as a disabled person, lie's a 
friend."

The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC) has joined with the 
Toy Manufacturers of America (TMA) in 
a nationwide campaign to help encourage 
the safe selection and use of toys. Part of 
this effort is the annual National Holiday 
Toy Safety Campaign which is underway 
again this year. 

Unfortunately no federal agency or toy 
manufacturer can prevent all toy injuries. 
The CPSC stresses that the safe use of toys 
begins with Hie fostering of responsible 
play habits and close parental supervision 
in the home. Here are some of the recom¬ 
mendations to make toys all the fun they 
should be: 

• Toys should suit the skills, abilities 
and interests of the individual child. Avoid 
toys that are too complex for a young 
child. Look for labels that give age recom¬ 
mendations for specific age groups. Also, 
use your own judgment whether a par¬ 
ticular toy is suitable for your child. 

• Avoid toys with small parts for 
children under 3 years of age. 

• Electric toys should be avoided for 
children under 8 years of age. 

• Examine all toys regularly. Watch 
out for sharp edges which may have 
developed. Repair broken toys and 
discard toys which cannot be fixed. 

• For infants and toddlers, avoid toys 
with strings, cords, or elastics. 

• Look for sturdy construction, 
especially in stuffed toys. Make sure that 
small parts such as eyes and noses can¬ 
not be removed. 

• Avoid toys that shoot or propel small 
projectiles. They can easily injure eyes or 
lodge in the throat. 


. Ensure that children are properly in¬ 
structed in he use of toys. Many accidents 
result from a misuse of a toy. 

. And finally, encourage children in 
put their toys away so that they are not 
broken or do not cause trips or falls. 

Tree Safety 

• If you select a live Christmas tree, 
make sure that il is fresh. The higher the 
moisture content, the less likely that il will 
he a fire hazard. 

• Keep the tree outdoors until you are 
ready to decorate it. Make certain that ihe 
trunk base is kept in water. Cut the stump 
two inches above the original cut. Use a 
sturdy holder and maintain the water 
level every day il necessary until you are 
ready lo remove the tree. 

• Keep trees and other ornaments 
away from any heat source. 

•’ Discard any tree if Ihe needles begin 
to fall off in large amounts. 

• Metal trees can present a dangerous 
shock hazard if electrical lights are used 
in (he decorations. 

• Make sure Christmas tree lights 
have been tested and certified for safety 
Look for the "Underwriters Laboratory" 
or "UL" label of certification. 

• Examine all lights before decorating 
the tree for frayed wires or exposed 
sockets. Make sure lights are securely 
fastened to the tree and that lights 
themselves are not touching the tree. 

• Don't overload extension cords. 

• Make sure outdoor lights are cer¬ 
tified for outdoor use. Do not use regular 
indoor lights for outdoor decoration. 

• Avoid placing broken ornaments, or 
(laments with small parts, or ornaments 
with detachable parts on low branches 
where children can reach them. Make 
sure all tinsel used does not contain lead 

• Keep all decorations clear ol 
fireplaces. Keep a screen in front of Ihe 
fireplace when il is being used. 

The holiday season should not he a time 
for accidents and injuries. By joining 
together in observing these basics points, 
your experience can be a safer one. Best 
wishes for a wonderful — and safe 
holiday.

Landry still believes in his project

To sell Town Meeting on the idea when 
he went before it in May litlll. Landry

and required they be built with brick 
chimneys and cedar clapboard siding.

Carr To Stand Trial 


In Mom’s Beating

After two weeks of testing at 
Bridgewater State Hospital, doctors 
there ruled a Forest st. man lit to stand 
trial on charges stemming from the near- 
fatal beating of his 74-year-old mother 
Nov. 27. 

Gary Carr, 36, was sent to the hospital 
by Woburn District Court Judge Francis 
Cullen on Nov. 29 for tests to determine 
whether he is capable to stand trial for 
attempted murder and assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon 

Last Friday, Cullen announced in 
court that Carr would be tried on the 
charges. He set bail tit $500,000 surety or 
$50,000 cash, according to Winchester 
Police LI Andrew Crawford. 

"His time for testing was up and they 
said he's capable of standing trial." 
Crawford said. "His next trial date is 
Jan. 7 but I don't know yet if lie'll tie tried 
on that date.” 

Carr's mother, G. Ellen Carr of 
Forest st., remains in "grave condition" 
in the intensive care unit til 
Massachusetts General Hospital, ac¬ 
cording to officials there. 

She was taken to Mass. General Nov 
27 after treatment at Winchester 
Hospital for a stab wound to her cheek, 
three stab wounds in her leg. a broken 
forearm, severe lacerations to her face 
and head, and possible stab wounds to 
her right eye and temple area, according 
to police. 

Carr was arrested by police Nov. 27 
after they broke into his home on Forest 
st. and discovered him and his mother, 
who had just been severely beaten 

Following a call from Carr's lather, 
Charles Carr of Forest st., police had 
rushed to the home and broken the door 


to get inside, according to reports filed by- 
officers John Alford and John Oliver

Police woke up the Carrs at about 3:30; 
a.in. They reportedly told police theyj 
were fine and were not afraid of their; 
son The Carrs said they would let Gary 
m their home if he was released by New 1 
Hampshire police.

Music Program Strikes

The School Committee is working with 
the music department to make sure 
Winchester’s music curriculum flows 
smoothly from the elementery to high 
school level without striking a discord in 
the middle. 

Music Director Burt Cowgill told the 
School Committee last week that the 
program was strong in the beginning and 
end levels, but broke down at the junior 
high. 

Cowgill critiqued the entire music 
program for the school board and made 
recommendations for stimulating and 
maintaining student interest. 

The committee unanimously agreed 
with one of Cowgill’s suggestions and 
voted to change the name of the music 
theory course to "The ABCs of Music." 
Cowgill requested the change to en¬ 
courage participation from students who 
do not plan to major in music. 

Dr. (David) Ackerman (curriculum 
director) and I did some soul-searching 
on how to get this to populate,” Cowgill 
said. "We feel the students perceive it as 
a course for music majors. 

“So we’ve rewritten the course title to 
the ABCs of music, he continued. “In 
addition to learning more about the 
fundamentals of music, students will 
increase their skill in listening to great 
music and their appreciation of it.” 

"I’m pleased with the change,” 
commented School Supt. William 
MacDonald. "The course will no longer 


be looked upon as a specialty course only 
for music majors. It will be more 
generalized and more actively-based so 
it will be a plus." 

Other practices outlined by Cowgill 
were not as easy to implement, Com¬ 
mittee members were distressed to learn 
that the music program seemed to 
deteriorate in junior high school and then 
peaked again in high school. But that 
problem could not be corrected merely 
by dropping or adding a class. 

Cowgill said that junior high teachers 
needed more time for band rehearsals 
because preparation look so much time, 
junior high chorus should be rescheduled 
to enable more students to participate, 
and general music should be restored to 
that curriculum and incorporated into 
the arts cycle. 

"That would mean a revamping of the 
junior high schedule completely,” 
commented School Committee member 
Sandra Rogers. 

Ackerman noted that he and McCall 
Principal Robert Fitzgerald tiad already 
began to analyze the curriculum to see if 
it could be changed. 

"Mr Fitzgerald and 1 have been 
reviewing the scheduling," he said. "We 
need to think it through carefully for it's 
implications on other problems.” 

School Committee members also 
wanted a chance to digest Cowgill’s 
comments and recommendations before 
taking any action, but they did not set up 
a dale when they would take up the

subject again. 

White Cowgill pointed out many areafc 
that needed improvement, he said thp 
overall program was quite exceptional.

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Police Charge Medford Man For Kidnapping

Transfer Suit Drags

A 19-year-old Medford man was 
arraigned in Woburn District Court 
Monday on a charge that he kidnapped a 
former girlfriend, a 17-year-old Medford 
woman. 

Police Officer Jonathan Dean 
arrested Ralph J. Terrezano Sunday 
evening after forcing his Oldsmobile to 
stop on Mystic Valley pkwy.

Dean said he chased the Oldsmobile 
after watching it make a sharp, turn west 
onto Mystic Valley pkwy. from 
Washington si. While he was following 
the Oldsmobile, Dean said he noticed that 
a door on the passenger side of the car 


was wide open and that some sort of 
commotion was going on inside the car. 

Sgt. Kenneth Albertelli arrived at 
Mystic Valley pkwy. to give Dean some 
backup assistance. Terrezano was taken

They say the wheels of justice grind 
slowly, and Winchester was handed an 
example of just how slowly this week. 

The $411,000 suit over delays and 
errors in the construction of the Win¬ 
chester transfer station, which has been 
waiting for a court date since 1977, was 
delayed another three months last week 

A court date for the suit, between the 
town and Salem Engineering Co. of 
Methuen, had been set for Dec. 16 in 
Middlesex Superior Court. 

But according to Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall, the trial was postponed 
until March 15 because Salem’s attorney 
was arguing another case in Norfolk 
Superior Court. 

The five-year-old suit centered on who 
was responsible for delays that pushed 
the project three months past its 120-day 
completion deadline, and whether or not 
the final product was built in a “work¬ 


manlike" fashion. 

Salem Engineering is claiming that 
the town and the engineers for the 
transfer station, C.E. Maguire Inc. of 
Waltham, were at fault on both counts. 

The construction firm is seeking 
$ 41 1,000 from the town. It claims the town 
withheld part of Salem’s $329,685 bill for 
the project, and that because of the 
delay, the firm lost other work, bonding 
capacity and its reputation. 

Winchester, for its part, filed a 
counterclaim against Salem Engineering 
for $271,000. 

That figure represents the reduced 
value of the transfer station because of 
poor workmanship, and the cost of 
running the town’s old trash disposal 
operation between August 1976, when the 
station was supposed to have been 
completed, and November 1976, when the 
facility finally opened.

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Wildwood Cemetery Desecrated By Debris 


By DAVE LEECO 

Two-thirds of Wildwood Cemetery 
looks more like a landfill than a burial 
ground. 

Several years ago, the rubble from the 
demolition of the Ford factory in 
Somerville was dumped behind the 
cemetery proper, in the area which 
would have become the next developed 
portion of the 60-acre cemetery. 

Nearby, in a former gravel pit, lie 
half-buried chunks of cement sidewalk 
and asphalt pavement, deposited there 
by DPW crews returning from street 
repair jobs. 

To the rear of the cemetery land, most 
of which has not yet been landscaped and 
appears to be a separate plot, DPW' 
workers have started a new sand pit to 
get sand and bits of gravel to spread on 
the town's roads during the coming 
winter. 

“Look how they've left the 
cemetery,” said Bill Ryerson, a member 
of the Wildwood Cemetery Advisory 
Committee which is trying to get more

power to oversee the running of the 
cemetery. “They’ve desecrated the 
whole place." 

"When the cemetery was first laid 
out, the idea was to keep it in as natural a 
state as possible," said Ryerson. “That’s 
the meaning of the name ’Wildwood.’ 

"You can see how they left the hills 
and trees in, and it’s really quite pretty,” 
said Ryerson, pointing back to the older 
part of the cemetery. Then, turning 
toward the undeveloped and filled por¬ 
tion of the grounds, Ryerson added, 
"That’s not what they’re doing now.” 

However, the DPW and the Town 
Engineer's office have been working on a 


plan to bring the rubble-strewn, hard- 
packed cemetery land back to its natural 
state. 

DPW Director Dom Serratore said 
that the town engineers are finishing up a 
topographical study of the undeveloped 
cemetery land, which will be used to plan 
the restoration of the property. 

"Once we draw up plans, and decide 
what elevations we’re dealing with, we 
can look at this thing intelligently rather 
than just move dirt around," said 
Serratore. 

That some plan for the restoration of 
the cemetery grounds is needed becomes 
obvious when one tours the rear of 


Winchester's show-place burial ground. 

Directly behind the landscaped 
portion of the grounds is several hundred 
yards of ground as hard and as flat as a 
slate billiard table. 

"That’s all rubble from the Ford 
factory in Somerville, which was brought 
in under (former DPW director) Walter 
Tonaszuck." explained Ryerson. "How 
can you bury someone in that? You’ll 
need at least'eight to 10 feet of fill on top 
first." 

Although it is too late to stop the 
sections of steel girders and chunks of 
cement from the Ford plant from coming 
into Wildwood, Ryerson hopes his 


committee can do something about the 
asphalt the town is still hauling to the 
cemetery and dumping in a deep pit 
behind Ardley pi. 

“1 guess you’ve got to put the stuff 
someplace," said Ryerson. "I just wish it 
wasn’t here." 

Serratore admitted that the town had 
nowhere else to bring the remnants of its 
street repair jobs. 

"That is a problem — I don’t know 
where else we could dump it,” said 
Serratore, adding "it may be unsightly 
while we’re doing it, but we hope to do a 
number of things to improve the ap¬ 
pearance once the study comes >.ut." 

Ryerson complained that the DPW 
was also digging out sand and gravel 
from the rear of the cemetery land, and 
pointed out fresh Caterpillar truck tracks 
near the sand pit. 

However, some DPW activities on the 
land promise to improve, rather than 


mar, Winchester hallowed ground. 

DPW workers have begun a loam¬ 
making operation on the property, 
mulching leaves to create fertile soil. 

Serratore noted that much of the loam 
will be used to cover the cemetery land, 
with other truckloads of loam going to the 
town’s parks and playing fields. 

Ryerson hopes that once his com¬ 
mittee meets with DPW officials in a 
session scheduled for February, they can 
convince the town workers to step up 
their restoration efforts and shut down 
their dumping. 

“People say the cemetery is just for 
dead people, but it’s an asset the entire 
town should be able to enjoy,” said 
Ryerson. "But people come here to walk, 
to read. People should be able to enjoy 
the quiet solitude of the place. 

"This is one of the prettiest 
cemeteries around,” said Ryerson. "We 
want to try and keep it that way." 


Physical Therapy Staff Opens Arms To Site 


Physical therapy encompasses many 
techniques from the ancient healing art of 
massage to the latest in laser technology. 
Keeping pace with the continual changes 
in the field is a constant challenge to the 
professional staff of Winchester Hospital's 
physical therapy department, according 
to Barbara Reed, RPT, director of the 
department. 

When Reed began her career in 


physical therapy nearly three decades 
ago, ltd percent of her patients were vic¬ 
tims of polio, the then-epidemic crippler 
of children and young adults. With the 
development of the Salk and Sabin vac¬ 
cines in the mid-1950s, that scourge has 
been virtually obliterated. 

"The techniques we use in treatment 
have changed tremendously," said Reed, 
who joined Winchester Hospital in 1967 as

the first staff member of the fledgling 
physical therapy department. 

"We don't use hot. moist blankets or 
diathermy (a technique that employs elec¬ 
tric current to produce heat in deep body 
tissues) anymore. We use ultrasound and 
we’re even thinking of introducing a laser 
beam to concentrate beat on soil tissue; 
to relieve pain and stillness. 

The department's eight physical thera¬ 
pists use a multitude of techniques to help 
patients suffering from such conditions as 
shoulder, neck or back pain, fractured 
bones, stroke and arthritis. 

These include traction, hoi packs, 
whirlpool, ultrasound, high voltage and 
transcutaneous electrical nerve stimula¬ 
tion, a portable device that enables pa¬ 
tients to control pain by shooting electric 
current through the skin to the affected 
site. 

Advances in medical technology are 
not the only changes that are affecting her 
deparment for the better, Reed said. 

The continuing success of the hospital's

$7.5 million capital campaign has brought 
the dream of a new building closer to 
realization. And with that development, 
slated for completion in 1985, the physical 
therapy department will move from its 
current location at Cutter Village at 780 
Main st.. to the larger quarters in the 
hospital's main site at 41 Highland ave. 

Four physical therapy staff members 
work with inpatients at Winchester 
Hospital, while the remaining staff serve 
the needs of outpatients at the Main st. 
site. 

Nearly 20 percent of the hospital’s non- 
maternitv patients require physical 
therapy during hospitalization. Over the 
past year, the department treated more 
than 1.200 inpatients and nearly 900 out¬ 
patients. Physical therapists ad¬ 
ministered about 14,000 treatments to in¬ 
patients and 25,000 to outpatients, Reed 
reported. 

But because of its physical separation 
from the main hospital, the department’s 
oprations have not always run as smoothly 


as Reed would like. "The heat and water 
supply are often inadequate. We run out 
of hot water for the whirlpool occasional¬ 
ly,” the director noted. 

While most of the inconveniences have 
been routine and minor, a few have been 
distrubingly serious. Once, an outpatient 
fainted during treatment and had to be 
rushed to the hospital by ambulance. "If 
we had an emergency room down the hall, 
it would have been a lot simpler," Reed 
said. 

When the move is completed, outpa¬ 
tients in need of supplementary medical 
attention will find it more accessible. In 
addition, communication between 
physical therapists and other health pro¬ 
fessionals will be facilitated. 

Inpatients stand to gain as well, the 
director asserted. With only one therapy 
room and an office at the hospital, the 
department's inpatient service now suf¬ 
fers from a shortage of space. Staff 
members administer most treatments at 
beside, using portable whirlpool and ultra¬ 


sound equipment. 

With the move, inpatients will gain ac¬ 
cess to a variety of equipment, such as sta¬ 
tionary bicycles, parallel bars for gait 
training and exercise mats. 

With the money saved by not having to 
duplicate supplies, Reed hopes to acquire 
an electrocardiography, and an additional 
treadmill, as well as to expand into more 
innovative technologies. She also believes 
that the computerization of the new ad¬ 
ministrative office will streamline her 
department’s record-keeping procedures. 

Once freed from the hassle of frequent 
shuttling between two sites, Reed an¬ 
ticipates having more time to devote to 
program development and patient 
education. 

"In recent years, physical therapy has 
•moved away from thq traditional 
therapist-patient relationship in which pa¬ 
tients were passive recipients of therapy. 
Now they are accorded a more active, 
participatory role in their own treat¬ 
ment," Reed asserted. 
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No Agreement Yet 

Santa May Get Company 
On Parkview Roof 


Cable television viewers will have to 
stay tuned on Christmas Eve to find out if 
Parkview Condominum tenants go 
through with their threat to remove 
Continental Cablevisions antennas from 
the roof of their complex Dec. 24. 

Attorneys for both sides say no 
agreement has been reached in the 
dispute over whether Continental's lease 
with Parkview allows the cable company 
to place nine antennas on the roof of the 
eight story Swanton si. building. 

And while the lawyer for the Park- 
view tenants' association says that he is 
in the midst of "delicate negotiations" 
with Continental, Continental's attorney 
says that the case will probably go to 
court before it is closed. 

In a Nov. IK letter to Continental's 
lawyer, Appalachian rd. resident Ed 
Hicks Jr., the Parkview attorney Walter 
McLaughlin Jr. claimed Continental's 
lease with Parkview called for three 
antennas to be installed atop the con¬ 
dominium. 

Instead, the letter continued, Con¬ 
tinental installed nine antennas, and the 
tenants were demanding an additional 
rent consideration. 

If they did not receive that concession 
before Dec. 22. McLaughlin wrote, “the 
trustees of the Parkview Condominium 
Trust will on Dec. 24 physically remove 
those antennas and hold them for a 
reasonable time." 

McLaughlin said this week that he 
isn't sure if the threat will be carried out. 

"We're in a delicate negotiation stage 
at this time, and I don't really want to 


talk about it." said McLaughlin. When 
asked if the antennas would be removed 
if negotiations fell through, McLaughlin 
replied, “We’re still in negotiations. I 
don't know." 

Continental officials, however, said 
they were not worried over the prospect 
that some Winchester channels would go 
blank on Christmas Eve. 

"I'm not expecting the antennas to be 
thrown off," said William Powell, 
systems manager for Continental in 
Winchester. 

Continental’s local attorney, Hicks, 
said that the dispute will probably go to 
court before the tenants go to the roof 

Hicks noted that most of the 
negotiations were being handled by the 
Boston law firm of Sullivan and Wor¬ 
cester, Continental’s corporate attorney. 
But he added he had been keeping in 
contact with attorneys for both sides. 

"1 presume the next thing that will 
happen is litigation in connection with 
it," said Hicks, adding that Continental 
will probably seek a restraining order to 
prevent the removal of the antennas. 

Hicks mentioned that the basic 
question in the case is "what constitutes 
an antenna.” There are three antenna 
poles on Parkview, with nine satellite 
dishes on the poles. 

"Our basic position is that everything 
we put up we put up under the contract 
and with Parkview's approval," said 
Hicks. "Now, a year and a half later, 
things have changed in their minds." 

The two sides will continue 
negotiations this week, Hicks said.

Winchester Voters Deserve More

It is often said that voters get 
what they deserve. 

The voters in Winchester, 
however, deserve better than 
Selectman Mark Lombardi. 

When they elected Lombardi 
last spring to one of the highest 
positions in town government, 
they did not know that he ap¬ 
parently cannot represent each of 
his constituents fairly and equal¬ 
ly. The voters did not know that 
Lombardi seems to consider 
an individual’s national and 
ethnic background when discuss¬ 
ing town policy. 

Many Winchester residents 
were shocked last week when 
they learned that Lombardi 
publicly stated that people born 
in this country should have more 
of an opportunity to violate the 
town's liquor laws than citizens 
with a foreign heritage. 

The Star office received 
numerous letters and phone calls 
this week from angry residents 
denouncing the blatant 
discriminatory views expressed 
by an official elected to represent 
all of Winchester - regardless of 
nationality or race. 


The controversial statements 
were delivered by Lombardi at 
the Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting. Cooking school instruc¬ 
tor Jeanne Tahnke had been call¬ 
ed before the board to determine 
if her Main st. establishment 
should be required to obtain a 
common victualler’s license 
since she had recently begun to 
advertise prepared gourmet 
meals. 

The first clue to Lombardi’s 
discriminatory views came the 
week before Tahnke, a Chinese 
woman, appeared before the 
board. “Whatever happened with 
the license for that Mrs. Chin or 
whatever her name is?’’Lombar¬ 
di had asked his peers. 

Last week, after Lombardi 
had questioned Tahnke, the 
selectmen learned that diners at 
Jeanne Tahnke’s Gourmet Kit¬ 
chen sometimes brought wine to 
drink at the Saturday night cook¬ 
ing demonstration-dinner parties 
she hosted there. 

The selectmen told Tahnke 
that such a practice violated the 
town’s liquor laws. Tahnke’s 
lawyer, Stewart August of 
Sharon, said that Tahnke had 


Can’t Argue With 
A Child’s Visions

I sing in our church choir 
every Sunday. 

We process down the aisle, all 
of us, and when we reach the 
front, the first thing I do is turn 
around and scan the congregation 
in search of my family. 

They’re easy to find. They al¬ 
ways sit in the same place, the 
three people I belong to: my hus¬ 
band with his hair still damp 
from the shower; our first-grader 
sitting prim and inspirational 
beside him; and our 3-year-old 
Annie, perched, as a rule, on her 
daddy’s knee. 

Now I haven’t seen my fami¬ 
ly for an hour or so by the time 
the service beings, my presence 
in the choir having necessitated 
an early arrival at church for 
rehersal purposes. To my hus¬ 
band, in my absence, has fallen 
the moist and messy job of bath¬ 
ing the girls, the delicate task of 
entering into complicated 
negotiations with them over what 
dresses they’ll wear, and this, the 
most taxing part of all, the chore 
of brushing and braiding and be- 
ribboning several square feet of 
fine female hair. 

So I look for them right away 
from my place in the choir pews, 
to be sure that they’re all proper¬ 
ly buttoned up and smoothed out. 

They look for me too, and the 
children wave like patriots 
greeting a wartime troop train 
when they first catch my eye. The 
older one subsides after a decent 
interval, but the little one waves 
and gestures and pantomimes 
untiringly at me. Her eyes never 
leave the choir section. 

It must be a tremendous treat 
for her to see her mom up there 
in a long black robe, among a 
group of 40 people making eerie 
sounds. That’s what I always 
thought it was, at least. 

But the other day I think I 
found out the real reason for her 
fascination. 

There’s a young woman who 
sits beside me up there. The 
soprano soloist is what she is, 
with long wavy hair and a voice 
like an angel. When she sings 
alone, it all but lifts folks out of 
their seats. I know; I’m up front; 

I see their faces. 

She has that effect on Annie, 
anyway. That much I’m sure of. 
It turns out she’s the one Annie’s 
really had her eye on. 

You see, last Sunday after 
church, Annie told me something. 
We were in the kitchen, all of us. 
My husband was communing 
with the N.B.A. scores, I was 
washing some dishes, and the 


first-grader was drawing yet 
another study of the rainbow, this 
one with bunnies and giraffes ca¬ 
vorting beneath it. Annie was 
wrapping a little Santa Claus 
statue in toilet paper and urging 
it, with much parental repri¬ 
mand, to lie down and take its 
nap. 

A bubble of quiet rose to the 
surface, and Annie sidled over to 
me. 

“I know who that lady in the 
choir is,” she whispered. “The 
one with the long bumpy hair,” 
she went on; “the one who sings 
alone.” 

“Who is it?” I asked her, try¬ 
ing to reciprocate her tone of 
gravity. 

“That’s Jesus,” she told me, 
with undiluted awe in her voice. 
“That lady’s JESUS.” 

Now we’re not in the habit of 
scoffing at personal revelation in 
this house, and I wasn’t about to 
orrect her too hastily. I did ask 
her how she knew this was Jesus. 

“I’ve seen pictures,” she said, 
“I know what he looks like.” 

Our first-grader, of course, 
was not quite so forbearing. She 
rolled her eyes in the way that on¬ 
ly the worldly-wise can do. 

“Jesus lived a long time ago, 
dummy. He lived in Israel; this is 
Massachusetts.” 

“Anyway,” she said, “Jesus 
was a MAN.” 

But Annie remained 
unconvinced. 

“Well, he’s back,’’ she 
answered airily. “He’s at our 
church. And this time he’s a 
woman!” 

And to her, it was true. 

This young woman with her 
long hair and her sweet face and 
her unearthly voice wrapping 
around the ancient Latin text was 
Jesus enough for Annie.

violated the town’s law unknow¬ 
ingly. He argued that she was not 
born in this country and thus was 
unaware that a liquor license was 
required, even when liquor was 
brought in by customers and not 
sold to them. 

That is a questionable argu¬ 
ment, but Tahnke’s lawyer was 
not at the meeting to represent all 
of Winchester. Selectman Mark 
Lombardi was, on the other hand, 
but he didn’t. 

Instead, he insulted and 
misrepresented many, if not all, 
of his constituents by stating that 
American-born residents should 
have priority over foreign-born 
residents when it comes to 
disobeying town policies and 
laws. 

“As far as not being born in 
this country, don’t give me that -- 
pardon the phrase -- baloney,” 
Lombardi told Tahnke’s lawyer 
last week. “She’s been here, 
what, 10 years. 

“There are people born in this 
country that would like a chance 
to violate this (liquor) law,” 
Lombardi continued. “If we’re 
going to give someone a chance to 
violate the law, it should be 
somebody born in this country 
and not her. So don’t come in here 
with the violins. If she doesn’t 
know what’s going on, she should 
find out.” 

Thus Winchester residents 
last week found out that one of 
their selectmen apparently 
believes that not all citizens 
should be treated equally. 

If Selectman Lombardi con¬ 
tinues to display his 
discriminatory views in his ap¬ 
proach to town policy, residents 
and voters who tolerate it will get 
just what they deserve. 

If Selectman Lombardi is in¬ 
capable of regarding all of his 
constituents as equals, he should 
not be holding an office of public 
trust.

Shawmut County Bank 
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Waste Disposal Facility ’s Future Fate Fragile

Winchester still cannot be certain that 
its trash will be carted away to a North 
Andover waste disposal facility for the 
next 20 years. 

Amesbury Selectmen recently voted 
to drop out of the Northeast Solid Waste 
Committee (NKSWC), the 23-member 
consortium of communities backing the 
project. 

The Amesbury desertion means that 
financing for the project will be slowed 
for at least two weeks, a delay which 
could increase the cost of the project 
intended to burn trash for conversion to 
electricity. 

According to the timetable set for the 
project, the $74 million financing of the 
North Andover disposal plant was to 
have been completed by Dec. 31. 

But officials for UOP, the Illinois- 
based conglomerate which is building the 
faility, are still having problems pulling 
together the threads of their trash-to- 
cnergy concept. 

The project has been plagued with 
missed deadlines from the beginning. 


One year ago, on Dec. 31, 1981, UOP was 
to have signed enough communities to 
provide 1,500 tons ol trash per day to the 
plant. 

And that deadline still hasn’t been met 
— UOP officials thought they had 
reached their goal three weeks ago, until 
Amesbury decided to drop out of the 
consortium on Dec. 7. 

Without Amesbury's 19 tons per day, 
UOP can't guarantee the 1,500 tons per 
day it needs to make the plant run 
profitably. 

And without those tons, the firm 
cannot go to the bond market to finance 
its project. 

“This is going to delay it somewhat,” 
said John Phillips, project engineer for 
UOP. "It will probably set us back a 
couple of weeks, maybe more.” 

That delay could increase the cost of 
the project, because of the changing bond 
market and the possibility of federal tax- 
law changes. Mel Hines, a vice 
president with Kidder Peabody, the 
Boston investment firm which is un¬ 
derwriting the UOP bonding with brokers 


Smith Barney, cautioned that “nobody 
can predict what the market will be in 
January." 

But Hines explained that a move in 
Congress to require all tax-exempt bonds 
be registered with tne securities and 
Exchange Commission could affect the 
cost of the project. 

“The guessing is that it will increase 
the interest costs," said Hines, “but 
nobody really knows.” 

Hines added that Congress is con¬ 
sidering delaying implementation of the 
bill for six months, which would give 
UOP a reprieve. And, he said, changes in 
the market might obliterate any cost 
increase caused by the new law. 

The bond market, said Hines, "may 
even be better in January because of 
more volume. In the regular market 
movements, it (the bond registration 
costs) might not show up.” 

Unless the bond market falls out from 
under UOP completely, the firm will go 
for the bonding despite the delay, ac¬ 
cording to Phillips. 

“We are still moving ahead with the 


project," said Phillips, adding that he 
hopes to make up the tonnage lost when 
Amesbury dropped out within the next 
week. 

“We intend to do that by entering 
agreements with one or more of the 
existing NESWC communities to sign for 
additional tonnage,” said Phillips. “We 
hope to have that kind of agreement 
straightened away by next week." 

Phillips said “a couple" of com¬ 
munities are interested in increasing 
their pledge, but declined to say which 
communities they were. 

Winchester, however, is not one of 
them. Town Manager Thomas Groux told 
the selectmen last week that he was not 
planning to increase Winchester’s 
commitment'of 1,200 tons a year, and 
would report to the selectmen before 
changing that position. 

However, Groux's reluctance to sign 
on for more tonnage doesn't mean he has 
soured on the project. 

“They’ve really been putting a lot of 
effort into making this thing work,” said 
Groux. ‘‘It’s amazing they've managed 


to do as much as they have in the seven 
years they have been working on the 
project. 

“There are clear risks,” admitted 
Groux. "But there are also clear 
rewards." 

Groux pointed out that the tewns will 
share in the revenues generated by the 
selling of the plant's electricity, and 
those profits could eventually reduce the 
money the town must pay for each ton 


brought to the plant. 

UOP’s latest estimate is that Win¬ 
chester and the other NESWC towns will 
be charged $17 per ton when the plant 
opens in 1985. 

"If the fee goes down while the fees 
charged by RESCO and the rest (private 
companies which have already built 
plants similar to that planned by UOP) 
go up. the other communities will wish 
they had joined us," said Groux.

Selectmen Decry Commissioners’ Attendance 


By DAVE LEKl’O 

Two of the three Middlesex County 
Commissioners apparently teel the 
commissioners' weekly meetings aren't 
important enough for them to attend 
personally. 

Instead, Commissioners .John L. 
Danehy and Michael E. McLaughlin sent 
their administrative aides to at least a 
third of the commissioners' meetings 
held so far this year — including the 
meeting during which the county’s an¬ 
nual budget was approved. 

And Winchester Selectmen are so 
angry over the lack of attendance, they 
have written a formal objection to the 
county commissioners and requested 
their state legislators draft a bill 
prohibiting the practice of appointing 
aides as temporary commissioners 
“I believe this is a shady practice, and 
should be stopped," commented 
Selectman Edward O’Connell. 

“I see it myself as illegal," said 
Selectman John Williams. 

It was Williams, Winchester’s 
representative to the Middlesex County 
Advisory Board, who brought the at 
tendance problem to the attention of the 
selectmen.

Williams requested that the board's 
aides put together an attendance record 
for each of the three commissioners 
McLaughlin. Danehy and Thomas 
Larkin, who was elected to the county 
commissioner post after promising to 
reform county government 

Larkin at least took his com¬ 
missioner's duties seriously he at¬ 
tended every one ol the -IB weekly 
meetings between Jan. 5 and Nov 3(i, 
according to the Advisory Board figures 
Danehy. a commissioner since l!iii. r > 
who also runs a an insurance business, 
attended only 2f>, or 55 percent of the 
meetings. Danehy will retire from his 
post this year and will be replaced by 
reform candidate William Schmidt. 

McLauglin. a commissioner since 1975 
who holds a job with the Somerville 


lit! 
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Housing Authority, attended 59. 
percent ol the meetings. 

But to ensure Middlesex County was 
still run according to their wishes, 
Danehy and McLauglin appointed their 
executive aides as "acting" com 
missioners. 

Danehy's aide. Thomas Gibson ol 
Belmont, attended 14 percent of the 
meetings, or 21. for his boss. 
McLaughlin's aide. John Daley of 
Billerica, was his boss's stand-in for 19 
meetings. 27 percent of the total. 

McLauglin and Danehy have worked 
together before to keep their voting block 
intact. 

In an article on Middlesex County 
printed in November's Boston Magazine, 
llowie Carr reported how McLaughlin 
and Danehy got around another reform 
commissioner. Somerville mayor Lester 
Ralph. 

"Every Tuesday. Ralph would show 
up at the appointed time for the weekly- 
meeting with Danehy and McLaughlin." 


Carr wrote "So would Danehy and 
McLaughlin The only difference was. 
they wouldn't come out ol their offices 
"Ralph would sit alone in the h earing 
room awhile, then t>egin pacing the room, 
and finally in a huff, stalk out." he 
continued "Then Danehy and 
McLaughlin would emerge from their 
offices and begin conducting business ' 
To stop Danehy and McLaughlin's 
latest move. Selectman Williams first 
asked Winchester Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall his opinion on the practice ol 
appointing "acting" commissioners 
Randall noted in his opinion that state

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The Sachems' brand new big man 
brought the team a new power un¬ 
derneath the hoop and the team's first 
opening season win in five years Wed¬ 
nesday against Gloucester. 

Center Mark DeAngelis, a 6-foot-6- 
inch transfer student from Belmont Hill, 
pounded the boards at both ends, 
grabbed nine rebounds, and came up 
with a game-high 19 points to drive the 
Sachems to a 68-46 win. 

The Sachems needed a spark, as their 
two top scorers from last season, Steve 
MacDonald and John Nyers, were 
recovering from preseason injuries and 
made only brief sojourns off the bench. 

And Myers, injured, was the 
Sachems' number two scorer in the game 
with 14 points. Excepting DeAngelis, the 
Sachem shooting game was a bit ragged.

But Winchester came out in the final 
quarter with a three-point play from 
Myers, who drew the foul while making 
the basket count. When DeAngelis came 
up with a field goal and two free throw 
points, coach Dave Smith decided to give 
Gloucester a break and pulled out the 
first string. 

Even though Gloucester was able to 
come up with 11 points, and give up only 
seven to the Sachems, they needed a 
better streak than that.

level developing singing abilities and 
then it goes nowhere," she complained. 

Presently, junior high chorus is not 
scheduled the same way as the band and 
orchestra are. Choral students are part 
of the fine and applied arts cycle. Once a 
week, they go to a chorus class. The 
result of that set-up is that many students 
who want to sing do not have the op¬ 
portunity because they are not in the arts 
cycle. 

Further, Cowgill said, those 30- 
minutes-per-week chorus classes are not 
enjoyable for all students because the 
teachers cannot accommodate the 
varying ability levels. 

"The better students get bored and 
we’re unable to give the others the skills 
required, such as how to read music, in 
the 30 minutes we have each week," 
Cowgill complained. 

Alexander suggested that Cowgill 
investigate the possibility of after-school 
' choral programs. School Committee 
member Rogers and Cowgill argued, 
however, that students are already in¬ 
volved in numerous extra-curricular 
activities at that age and would be unable 
to take on another. 

"It would seem to me that if you had a 
dynamic teacher teaching after school 
and you made it an excellent program, 
you'd have more kids,” Alexander 
argued. 

"We’ve tried it, but junior high school 
students have many other obligations 
and it hasn't worked,,’ Cowgill said. 

School Committee member Constance 
Papas picked up on Alexander's 
suggestion for a dynamic teacher and 
suggested that the problem may be at¬ 


tributed to a lack of charisma in the 
teachers. 

"Initially, we have a lot of students 
interested in strings at the elementary 
level, but it rapidly dwindles at the high 
school level.” she observed. “Chorus also 
drops dramatically. But somehow, 
magically, we get enormous enthusiasm 
at the high school for band 

"I would think it's not the school or 
anything but an awfully good, strong 
instructor — an enthusiastic leader," she 
concluded. "So I'd be interested in 
hearing how we can encourage good 
strong instruction throughout the 
system. 

Rogers suggested that perhaps the 
capabilities of students in junior high 
school were being underestimated. She 
said their lack of interest may parallel a 
lack of challenging courses. 

"1 find the big gap at the moment at 
the junior high level,” Rogers remarked. 
“My experience is that perhaps the 
things offered to the high school students 
are appropriate for the junior high level. 

"We're starting off from a fairly good 
base and then we hit the junior high and 
there are some reallv big gaps," she 
added. 

School Committee member John 
Duffy also questioned the philosophy 
behind the curriculum. Duffy suggested 
intensifying the curriculum at the 
elementary school to take advantage of 
younger children’s ability to learn new 
information. 

"It's extraordinarily easy for a young 
child to learn a host of skills we tend to 
put off at an early age until it's harder for 
them, such as reading music." he said. 


"I'm quite strongly in favor of looking 
into the possibility of intensifying lear¬ 
ning in younger grades." 

Duffy also emphasized the im¬ 
portance of good, qualified instructors. 

“I have a real question about the 
relationship of the quality of course of¬ 
ferings and the suitability of those who 
are offering them." he said. "For 
example, the person dealing with the 
junior high school chorus should know 
how to deal with changing voices. If you 
don't have a person like that, it doesn’t 
matter how much time is scheduled for 
the chorus, because later on, we ll end up 
with non-tenors and non-voices. 

In the elementary school level, 
Cowgill suggested that the general music 
course be increased from 30 to (It) minutes 
per week for grades 3 through 5 to in¬ 
crease the continuity of the program 
from the earlier grades where students 
already receive GO minutes of instruction 
a week. Cowgill also said he would like to 
see recorder instruction be restored 
within that expanded grade 3 program. 

Cowgill also attempted to find a 
solution to the problem of classroom 
disruptions caused by students who must 
leave for instrument instruction. 

"We would like to blitz a building next 
year with three teachers at the same 
time, take all the students out of a grade 
at one time and send them to that 
building all at once," he said. "We would 
have the brass, woodwind and string 
teachers there at the same time so that 
teachers would not have three in¬ 
terruptions a week." 

Cowgill also advocated restoring a 
general music program in McCall Junior

High. He noted that he and Ackerman 
had surveyed three other school systems 
to compare the music programs and that, 
unlike Winchester, they all offered 
general music at the Junior high level 

Band and orchestra rehearsals which 
include 105 students are now held twice a 
week at the junior high level. But Cowgill 
complained that by the time all the in¬ 
struments have been taken out of their 
cases and tuned up, the rehearsal was 
almost over. He suggested restoring the 
previous practice of holding three 
rehearsals for band and orchestra each 
week. 

"As educators, it is our duty to bring 
to our young people as many varied 
musical experiences as possible," 
Cowgill concluded. "We have a good 
program, but my specific recom¬ 
mendations reflect my views on how we 
can best make our program even bet¬ 
ter.”

Shoppers Return To 


Center At Christmas

The Christmas season brought hope to 
Winchester center — hope that the long 
decline in the center has finally begun to 
turn around. 

While many of the nation's retailers 
received a stocking full of coal this 
Christmas in terms of sales, many 
downtown merchants reported a 
booming business over the holiday sales 
period. 

And some noted that, for a change, 
shoppers were deserting the malls to 
purchase their holiday gifts in the center. 

The turn-around of the center's for¬ 
tunes is far from complete — one store 
owner noted that “there were days the 
week before Christmas when you could 
have marched three abreast down the 
street, there was so little traffic." 

But most of the merchants in¬ 
terviewed claimed holiday sales were 
booming. And they credited that boom to 
a new attitude among their customers. 

"More people have discovered 
Winchester center is here,” said Joan 
Blank, owner of Joken’s Card Gallery 
and The Praying Mantis. "They’ve 
discovered it’s quite easy to do all their 
shopping here, instead of at the malls. 
And they were quite surprised at it .” 

The malls have long been the bane of 
local merchants, as customers have been 


lured away from shopping in the center 
by the mall's promises of easy parking 
and a variety of stores. 

But the magic of the malls has worn 
off for some, say Winchester merchants, 
and the customers are returning to the 
local shops. 

"We had the best year we ever had," 
said Ken Henderson of Henderson 
Stationers. “People were shopping here 
in Winchester. 

"From what I've heard, the malls had 
a lousy year while the town centers had a 
good year," continued Henderson. 
"People are sick of chasing around at the 
malls. At least that’s the reaction I heard 
from my customers — they weren’t going 
to go through the hassle of the malls this 
year." 

And local residents are not the only 
ones coming around to the idea that 
shopping can be done in Winchester 
center. Some merchants reported they 
were able to draw business from out of 
town. 

Hugo LaFauei of Winchester 
Television and Appliance said that by 
increasing his advertising and offering 
bargains, he was able to pull in 
customers from all over. 

LaFauei noted that video cassette

Mother Dies O f Inj uries 

Carr Faces A 
Murder Charge

Following a month of intensive care 
hospitalization after a brutal beating, a 
74—year- old Forest st. woman died last 
week and her son was charged with 
murder. 

Gary Carr, 36, will be arraigned in 
Woburn District Court Jan. 7. His 
mother, G. Ellen Carr, died last Wed¬ 
nesday in the intensive care unit of 
Massachusetts General Hospital, where 
she was taken after she was attacked on 
Nov. 27 in her home. 

Mrs. Carr suffered multiple stab 
wounds to her face and body, a broken 
forearm and severe lacerations to her 
face and head, according to police. 

Police arrested Carr Nov. 27 after 
they broke into his home on Forest st., 
and discovered him and his beaten 
mother. 

Police confiscated a bloodied 
telephone, a pair of scissors and a broken 
umbrella, all covered with blood, a 
14 inch knife and a cane with the tip 
removed. 

Two days later, Woburn District Court 
Judge Francis Cullen sent Carr to 


Bridgewater State Hospital for tests to 
determine whether he was capable to 
stand trial for attempted murder and 
assault and battery with a dangerous 

weapon - the charges before his 

mother's death. 

On Dec. 17, Cullen announced in court 
that doctors had determined Carr fit to 
stand trial. Cullen set toil at $500,000 
cash surety or $50,000 cash 

Carr’s father, Charles Carr, suffered 
a heart attack two weeks ago, according 
to Police Lt. Andrew Crawford. 

Crawford said Judge Cullen gave Carr 
the option of staying at Bridgewater 
Hospital or Billerica House of Correction 
until his trial date on Jan. 7. “It was his 
preference to go to Bridgewater, 
Crawford said. "I don’t know why they 
gave him the option. 

It’s just a holding place but I don’t 
know whether they’ll do further testing 
on him while he is there, he continued. 
"That’s where he is in lieu of bail as no 
one has posted bail for him. 

"It's a lot of money," he added.

As il that wasn't enough of a present 
for Hewis, the order also calls for her to 
receive back salary dating from May to, 
the day she was fired, until she returns to 
work. 

The ruling calls for Hewis, who was 
fired from her $11,000-per-year-job, to 
serve a two week suspension without pay, 
but the order states that Hewis is to be 
considered as already having served the 
suspension. 

"I’d have to say it was the best 
Christmas present ever," Hewis ex¬ 
claimed. "II was kind of nice that it came 
tolnro the holidays." 

The live-member commission 
unanimously voted last Thursday that 
Hewis should be rehired. She was fired 
by the WHA last May on a 4-1 vote after 
they brought 11 charges against her. The 
most serious of those complaints was a 
charge that Hewis took advantage of her 


position as director of the elderly, low- 
income housing unit on Westley st. to 
obtain housing for her mother. 

Hewis, who had served as WHA 
director since 1973, has vehemently 
denied those charges and she appealed 
the dismissal to the state. 

She said she was relieved to find 
someone with authority who agreed with 
her claims that she had not done 
anything to merit dismissal. And 
although she admitted that relations 
were tense between her and the board 
that voted to fire her, Hewis said she had 
every intention of going back to her 
former position. 

"I’m going to do whatever the law 
requires," she said. “I’ve been arguing 
all along that I have done nothing to 
warrant dismissal and the civil service 
commission found the same thing. It's 
what I have said all along so I’ll certainly 
go back. 

"But it will not be the same," she said, 
adding that she has not yet spoken to any 
members of the WHA. 

Although the WHA does have the right 
to appeal the decision, Hewis said neither

Winchester Native Held Hostage In Walpole State Prison 


A Winchester native was taken hostage 
at knife point Tuesday at Walpole State 
Prison by an inmate who said he was "sick 
and tired of what this bunch of evil pigs" 
in the corrections department had done to 
him. 

Donal Murphy, 30, whose family lives 
at 16 Salisbury rd. and who lives at 49 
Sherbom st., Arlington, is chairman cf the 


classification board at the prison. She was 
still being held late Wednesday, more than 
24 hours after she was taken hostage. Ac¬ 
cording to various reports, Murphy has 
been bound and blindfolded the entire 
time. 

Negotiations between department of 
corrections intervention specialists and 
the inmate were continuing late 


yesterday. 

Murphy was taken hostage at 4 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

The inmate had not made any demands 
and had issued only one statement which 
he dictated to a television reporter who 
then read it to press and prison officials. 
The statement condemned the prison 
system for unspecified "evil things" and 


contained an indication that he did not ex¬ 
pect to be alive by Jan. 1 

The inmate identified himself in his 
statement as Jorge Vidot. He is also 
known as Roberto Camacho and Robert 
Camaro, according to wire service 
reports. Prison officials said the inmate 
is an out-of-state exchange prisoner from 
Connecticut serving a 4-to-10-year 


sentence for armed robbery since 1981. 

"This is an extremely serious situa¬ 
tion," said Dennis Humphrey, an 
associate corrections commissioner. 

Asked if officials feared for the life of 
Murphy, Humphrey replied: "That's 
always a possibility - that an employee 
could be hurt. We're praying that doesn't 
happen."

The Selling Of Downtown Winchester: 1983 

_ ___move into Wine

Picture a sixty-second television spot, 
with the camera zooming in on Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery. 

"Hi there, this is John Connery down 
in Winchester center — a vibrant, viable, 
attractive, small town business center 
And have we got some deals for you. 

"Here we have a classic 1920s 
storefront — they don't build 'em like this 
anymore. Twelve hundred square feet 
right in the heart of Winchester, a town 
loaded with high-paying customers. And 
notice the new trees and sidewalks we've 
placed out front. You can’t find bargains 
like this anywhere else," 

Winchester's real sales pitch might be 
a little less brash, but town officials and 
merchants are nonetheless gearing up 
for an ad campaign to sell Winchester 
center. 

By next spring, Connery hopes the 
Economic Development Committee will 
be sending out slick brochures, meeting 
with business groups and individual firms 
to solicit new store owners who can 
enliven the center. 

The marketing will be the final step in 
Connery's scheme to revive the town. 

In his two years as Economic 
Development Coordinator, Connery has 
done all the planning he can. Zoning has 
been changed to allow new business 
construction, money has been pumped 
into improving the center’s parking, and 
a beautification project is in the works. 

So now, town officials and the 
Chamber of Commerce members are 
itching to go out and trumpet all that 
work to prospective businesses. 

"I really think we have gone through 
the first phase and are on a plateau," 
Selectman Edward O'Connell told 
Connery, Chamber of Commerce 
president Henry Quill and the chamber's 
executive vice president, Kita Spence at 
a selectmen's meeting last week. 

"Most of your energy over tue past 
two years has been directed at resolving 
the parking problems, laying out the 
CARD (Commercial Area Revitalization 
District) area, and getting the rezoning 
measures," continued O'Connell. "It has 
been an intense struggle at times, but it is 
now time to move on. 

"Nothing distresses me more than to 
walk through the center and see empty 
stores," said O'Connell. "It makes

Winchester look forelorn. 

"What can be done to attract interest 
in Winchester center, to attract in¬ 
vestment," O'Connell asked. "How can 
the Chamber of Commerce gel into the 
packaging of Winchester?" 

Quill answered that this was exactly 
what the chamber hoped to do, and added 
that the time was ripe to go after in¬ 
vestors. 

"With interest rates coming down, we 
should see developers taking risks they 
wouldn't have taken a year ago," he said. 
"The business climate is changing. I'm 
sure we are going to resolve the problems 
of the center." 

And the key to that resolution, 
chamber officials said, will be the selling 
of Winchester. 

Connery is hoping his sales pitch will 
lx? enhanced by the improvements 
scheduled to come to Winchester center 
next spring 

By spring. Connery noted, the town's 
parking plan will be working, with the 
two long-term parking lots near the train 
station monitored by parking ticket 
machines, and the Jenks lot available for 
other all-day parkers. 

The town should also have completed 
its downtown beautification project by 
mid-spring, said Connery, with $331,000 
in state funds paying for new and wider 
sidewalks, trees and possibly new street 
lights. 

"By spring, downtown Winchester 
will bi? a much more attractive, softer, 
greener, more amenable place,” said 
Connery. "That is the optimum time to 
do the marketing." 

Connery explained later that the 
marketing program would first establish 
an image for the center, then publicize 
that image through a brochure and news 
articles, and finally follow up on that 
publicity by contacting businesses

Development Committee, an 11 member 
group made up of town officials and 
i 'hamber ot Commerce noted Connery. 

The committee will discuss the 
subject at its Jan 4 meeting, and Con¬ 
nery expects that it will come up with its 
version of Winchester center by mid- 
February. 

In chosing Winchester s image, the 
committee must not only take into 
consideration what they want Winchester 
to be perceived as. but also who will be 
perceiving it 

"In my opinion, they will have to 
grapple with concept ot who are the 
markets for our pilch. " said Connery 

"The first market is the local com¬ 
munity itself, which supplies 90 ix'rcent 
of the shoppers," said Connery "We 
have to create a better reputation for the 
center among the people in tow n 

"The other market is the business 
community landlords or potential new 
retailers, office |x?ople, or even new 
owners," he continued. "We’ve got to 
convince them to make a new investment 
(low lit own." 

Connery shied away from detailing 
exactly what image the town should try 
to sell to these two groups "Lin not 
backing off." lie said, "but the image 
really has to be set up from the com¬ 
mittee." 

"But I would suggest to them," he 
added, "that the image tie one of a 
physically attractive, vibrant, small¬ 
town center 

"Winchester Center is not going to be 
a regional shopping center, it's not going 
to double its size in five years," 


cautioned Connery It will lie a con¬ 
tained. and hopefully vibrant, 
economically viable, small town center. 
And a lot ol people can do quite well in 
that kind of milieu " 

Once that image is decided upon, 
Connery. the chamber and local 
businessmen will begin pushing the 
center to anyone who w ill listen 

First oil, Connery will put together a 
brochure describing Winchester, its 
market and the things the tow n has done 
to strengthen the center. Zoning changes 
which allow live-story buildings and 
combined residential residentiai-olfice- 
retail complexes will lx' stressed, as will 
the phy sical and parking improvements. 

"But the marketing will go well 
beyond that publicity piece." noted 
Connery "T he brochure is important lwt 
secondary We need direct contact with 
potential developers and store owners, 
and we can't stop at that initial contact 
we need to follow up on it 

Connery noted that he wasn’t certain 
who would make those contacts 
although lie acknowledged that he now 
works as a link between potential 
retailers and landlords "on an informal 
basis", he added that "there isa question 
of whether a public employee should be 
out hustling Idir private business." 

Connery suggested much of the face- 
to-lace selling could be developed 
through the Chamber of Commerce of¬ 
fices. with prominent local businessmen 
such as Quill or Winchester Savings Bank 
president and former chamber president 
Robert Nickerson handling the actual 
meetings 


To reach the potential possible in 
vestors, Connery said, the Economic 
Development Committee could send 
representatives to speak to large 
business groups and send out press 
releases "to get the word out that Win 
Chester is on the move 

"We might go after professional 
journals, such as the New England 
Business Journal, and have a story 
planted about us. " said Connery "We 
want to get the word out that Winchester 
is on the move, has undergone a 
revitalization program, and wants to fill 
the gaps in our office or retail mix." 

The marketers will also go after 
specific businesses which might want to

Skates, a passenger in the skiff, spent 
25 minutes in the water trying un¬ 
successfully to free Lavey from the 
propeller and keep her friend's head 


above water. 

The award will lie given to the female 
student who best typifies "the ability, 
character and spirit of Lauren."

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WHS Faculty Holds Breath, Await Air Results 


By Sl'SAM SCHNEt'K 

Within a month, town officials will 
know whether the problems with the air 
inside Winchester High School are 
caused by poor circulation, foul fumes, or 
overactive faculty imaginations. 

Officials at the Department of Labor 
are analyzing the results of recent tests 
they conducted to see if the air inside the 
air-tight high school meets state stan¬ 
dards set for schoolhouse structures. 

The state decided to study the air and 
circulation system at WHS after teachers 
and administrators complained of 
frequent headaches, respiratory 
problems and other symptoms they 
blamed on poor air circulation. 

‘‘At the end of the day, you feel the 
way you feel after shopping in the 
crowded Burlington Mall all day — you 
feel like you just have to walk outside and 
get a breath of fresh air," was the way 
WHS Vincent Larocco described the 
situation. “Your head is pounding and 
you feel like you have to gulp some fresh 
air.” 

Health Director Steven Weinstein said 
while the state results have not yet been 
finalized, he does not believe problems 
are caused by dangerous fumes in the 
air. 

“From what I can get from a 
preliminary review of the tests, there are 
no apparent acute problems with any 
type of noxious substances,” he said. 
“We just have to wait now for the 
Department of Labor's interpretations. 

The circulation system could be 
causing problems and state officials have 
begun the investigation there According 
to Janice LaMalva of the Division of 
Occupational Hygiene, she and other 
testers took carbon dioxide readings in 
the school in order to track the 
movement of air 

“We tested for carbon dioxide, 
because it's an indicator since we 
naturally breathe it" LaMalva ex¬ 
plained. “We’re trying to see if the 
ventilation system works properly.”

faculty members brought before the 
Board of Health last month persistent 
colds, dizziness, headaches, nausea, and 
fainting. 

Like WHS, the windows in the 
Plymouth school cannot open Many 
structures built around 10 years ago were 
designed so that the windows would 
always be shut in the hopes that the air 
temperature could be controlled and the 
buildings well insulated 

According to a reporter on the local 
newspaper at Plymouth, there were not 
any technical problems with the ven¬ 
tilation system at the Indian Brook 
School. Rather, she the maintenance 
workers were not setting the dials 
properly so the circulation system was 
not circulating any air 

“The heating and ventilation 
equipment was highly sophisticated and 
computerized and many times the 
maintenance people were not trained to 
operate it properly,” said Old Colony 
Memorial newspaper reporter Denise 


Kedian They were not allowing enough 
outside air into buildings so the air inside 
was merely getting recirculated and the 
carbon monoxide given off by chemicals 
from cleaning agents also stayed in the 
buildings 

"The dials just had to be reset." she 
continued "The motors that open the 
vents don't go on unless the proper 
percentages are set " 

Weinstein said he does not believe the 
problems at WHS stem from a lack of 
knowledge about the equipment on the 
part of Winchester DPW workers 

Under the terms of a contract betw eon 
the town and Honeywell Corporation 
computer experts work closely with 
DPW employees to maintain the heating 
and ventilation system 

"They (Honeywell employees) have 
been recalibrating the system with the 
DPW men," Weinstein noted "They 
recently replaced some worn parts We'll 
just have to wait for the tests results and 
see what happens " 


“Once we do the calculations, we’ll 
make a recommendation to school ad¬ 
ministration officials either to fix the 
circulation system or to do further 
testing," she added. “We may need some 
changes in the ventilation system, but we 
won’t be sure until we get the results 
back." 

Weinstein noted that the state man¬ 
dates the amount of air which must be 
available for breathing. 

"They measure the amount of air 
coming in and out of the room, the 
number of occupants and the amount of 
air available for each occupant,” 
Weinstein said. "Those measurements 
are then checked against health stan¬ 


dards.” 

Last summer, the state closed down 
an elementary school in Plymouth for 
two months because the school’s air 


quality did not meet state standards 
Inhabitants at the Indian Brook 
Elementary School had complained of 
the same health problems the WHS

They noted all the boards basical¬ 
ly take in money and send out 
licenses and said the consolida¬ 
tion lias worked well and saved 
money.

They noted that since the bill 
creating the job prohibits a 
reduction in the present direc¬ 
tor’s salary without his permis¬ 
sion, this amendment would app¬ 
ly only to the next director. Op¬ 
ponents said the $75,000 was 
necessary to attract and retain a 
qualified person.

ANTI-UTTER (II 0X02) — 
House rejected 83-49, an amend¬ 
ment to the bill earmarking 
money from unclaimed deposits, 
under the bottle bill, to be used 
for student loans and scholar¬ 
ships. The amendment would re¬ 
quire any money (up to $3 
million) over $10 million in 
unclaimed deposits to be used for 
an anti-litter program. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said it would 
simply earmark up to $3 million 
for an anti-litter program which 
al ter ah, is the point of the bottle 
bill. Opponents said they didn't 
want to take the money away 
from student loans for a vague 
and undefined litter program.

At a news conference in the Oval 
Office, the President stated that "there 
have been several well-documented 
articles that have appeared in print with 
regard to participation in the peace 
movement by the Soviets. We know that 
the originating organization was the 
World Peace Council, which is a Soviet 
organization supported by and main¬ 
tained by them." 

Another source, the House Select 


Committee on Intelligence, released 
secret testimony on Dec. 9 in which FBI 
Assistant Director for Intelligence 
Edward J. O'Malley confirmed that the 
Soviet KGB and other communist agents 
are involved in "efforts to influence the 
U.S. peace movement," primaril/' 
through the World Peace Council and tha 
U.S. Peace Council. 

At hearings held last July, O'Malley 
stated that "these were Soviet active 
measures through the World-Peace 
Council and the U. S. Peace Council" to 
organize the June 12 "Rally fora Nuclear 
Freeze and Disarmament" at the United 
Nations. 

He said that "many members con¬ 
nected with the World Peace Council 
traveled to the United States in con¬ 
nection with that particular demon¬ 
stration. The U. S. Peace Council was 
directly involved in the planning for the 
June 12 demonstration. USPC was a 
member of the June 12 Coalition which 


was responsible for actually coordinating 
and planning the rally. Soviet in¬ 
telligence officers assigned to the United 
Slates encouraged their contacts to 
participate in the June 12 demon¬ 
stration." 

Moscow's principal international 
front group is the Helsinki-based World 
Peace Council headed by a Wily Indian 
Communist named Romesh Chandra. 
It’s executive secretary is Britisher 
Frank Swift, who directs a permanent 
staff of 52 plus an unknown number of

agents of influence. The WPC now has 
branches in 80 countries, its American 
counterpart being the U.S. Peace Council 
directed by communist Michael Myer- 
son. 

The WPC is known to spend millions 
yearly to persuade gullible people in the 
West to disarm, that is only a fraction, 
nevertheless, of the three billion dollars 
the Soviets budget annually to influence 
Western opinion.

Crawford noted that before Carr is 
tried, he would probably go through 
many examinations and days in court. 

• "This isn't going to ix? over in a 
month."' There will be several more 
evaluations before he goes to trial. I 
imagine he'll be examined again but I 
don't know by whom.

Crawford said Carr has the option of 
having a probable cause hearing unless 
the District Attorney directly indicts 
him.

Funeral services for G. Ellen Carr 
were held in Winchester Tuesday. Until 
she died early Wednesday morning, she 
had remained in "grave” condition at 
Massachusetts General Hospital where 
she was admitted after initial treatment 
at Winchester Hospital. 

Police were called to the Carr home 
on Nov 27 by Carr’s father. Charles 
Carr.

Police woke up the Carrs at about 3:20 
a.m. They reportedly told police they 
were fine and were not afraid of their 
son. The Carrs said they would let Gary 
in their home if he was released by New 
Hampshire police.

Winchester Detective Lt. Joseph N. 
Perritano had commented after the 
arrest. “His parents told us he'd be till 
right if he came home." 

When police arrived at the Carr 
residence at 7:30 a.m., they were met 
outside the home by Charles Carr who 
said his son had returned home from New 
Hampshire and was inside the home. 

Charles Carr found himself locked out 
of his house after he went outside to get 
his car ready to drive Gary to the 
Veteran’s Administration Hospital in 
Bedford, according to police.

Nancy Dressier, owner of Topsy

"People aren't spending as much 
money because of the economy," said 
Dressier. “And the weather didn’t help- 
people don’t buy outerwear when it’s not 
cold, and that’s a big item." 

Other merchants reported that when 
people did buy, they looked for practical, 
lasting items. 


Myrna Zaffina. owner of the Bootery, 
noted “people were hesitant when they 
bought. When they did buy, they bought 
practically. I think that’s because of the 
economy.” 

Zaffina added that this buying pattern 
didn’t cut down on her sales this year. 
“People did buy things," she said, "but 
they were choosy. They gave nice things, 
lasting, classical things, but not ex¬ 
travagant things." 

A1 Buggies of Winchester Sports Shop 
agreed that useful items sold well this 
season. 

"The biggest thing we sold was 
Winchester High jackets, and those are 
practical things," said Buggies. 
"There’s a different trend today. There’s 
less money being spent this Christmas — 
a lot of people are out of work, or don’t 
know if they’ll have a job next week." 

But even a tight economy can’t stop 
people from buying their traditional 
holiday gifts. 

"We were up about 10 percent on 
sales, and I bought a lot more stuff to sell 
this year," said Dick Uoellett, owner of 
the Daisy Shop florists. “We did very 
well, we were very busy. 

"A lot of that has to do with tradition,” 
he added. "If a guy’s been buying his 
wife roses for Christmas every year for 
20 years, lie’s going to buy her roses this 
Christmas. That’s the holidays.”

“Parents are often overwhelmed 
when they start to acknowledge what 
goes on with alcohol and drugs in the 
adolescent world. The FCD Program will 
give parents an opportunity to talk with 
people who can offer them practical and 


reliable information," says Marlene 
Schultz, Parent-to-Parent Coordinator.

Montuori, Scanlon Are Tops

Skaters Score Eight, 
But Lose Anyway

Between them, Chris Scanlon and 
Maria Montouruori have enough elec¬ 
tricity to light up half of Boston. 

Both took, their soccer with an almost 
dynamic seriousness — Scanlon running 
up and down the sidelines non-stop, 
shouting, cajoling, riding his players; 
Montuori on the field, quieter, but with 
the same fierce determination. 

They were a perfect match, the 
tactician and the field leader. Both were 
stern with the Sachemettes, demanding 
they play up to their peak. But both would 
also have a kind word for a good play. 

They were the team that made the 
Winchester High School girls’ soccer 
team the Eastern Massachusetts 
Champion this fall, and the Boston Globe 
recognized that team last week when it 
named them Coach and Girls Soccer 
Player of the Year. 

The coach of the year naturally 
thought his captain was the only choice 
for player of the year, while the player of 
the year couldn’t imagine any other 
skipper being chosen. 

"I think he (Scanlon) made the team 
what it is today — the Eastern Mass. 
Champ," said Montuori. "He worked us 
hard, but it was worth it in the end. He 
got us up for every game, and 1 know I 
speak for a lot of the kids when I say that 
without him, we wouldn't have won." 

"She's the best player I've ever 
coached," said Scanlon. "What sets her 
apart from all the players I've ever seen 
is she has played at a consistently high 
level since she started on the team (as a 
sophomore)." 

Scanlon's credentials as a coach are 


impeccable, lie’s been the only coach the 
Sachemettes have had in their five years, 
and in that time they have won the 
Middlesex League every year, gone 
undefeated for the past four years, and 
made the E Mass Championships for the 
past three years. 

Montuori said that what sets Scanlon 
apart from other coaches is the personal 
attention he gives to the team. 

"He went out of his way a lot," said 
Montuori. recalling that Scanlon would 
hold team meetings on the evenings 
before big games, devote hours to

scouting reports to prepare his charges, 
and work overtime with individual 
players "He noticed our weak points, 
and helped us out a lot.” 

Montuori got the benefit of that extra 
help when she was a sophomore. 

"When 1 was a sophomore, I was 
playing next to Carol Donahoc (a former 
Sachemette all-scholastic who went on to 
captain the Bowdoin soccer squad).” 
Montuori recalled. "Carol was so good, 
and I kept trying to do what she did 
"Coach Scanlon helped me out a lot, 
working with me before practice." she 


continued. "He just went out ol his way." 

Scanlon remembered the story a bit 
differently. 

"1 understand that Maria thought as a 
sophomore, she would have a tough time 
making the team," he said. "But I knew 
from the first minute she stepped on the 
field that there was no question she would 
make it." 

Scanlon was not the only coach im 
pressed with Montuori in her Inst year, 
when she was selected as an till 
scholastic, a title she has retained every 
season since. 

“The way a girl is selected is that one 
player from every league makes till 
scholastic," explained Scanlon. "When 
Maria was a sophomore, our numter one 
player was Ann Porell. and I couldn't 
nominate anybody else. 

"But there were four spots open after 
the league representatives were picket!." 
continued Scanlon. "The Foxboro coach 
and the Concord coach felt Maria 
Montuori should boon the squad. 

"I think that best sums up the kind of 
player Maria is," Scanlon continued 
"The thing that sets Maria apart from 
other players is that not only do I as her 
coach think she's the best, but other 
coaches recognize her as being truly 
outstanding. That's the mark ol a great 
athlete." 

Scanlon said he knew he could count 
on Montuori to do whatever job needed to 
te done, even if it meant she had to

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Adm. Joseph Barbaro 


Retired Rear Adm. Joseph Barbaro, a 
native of Winchester, died of pneumonia 
at the Woodbine Nursing Home in 
Alexandria, Va..

Volunteer Groups Donate To Hospital 


In a time when many are resorting to 
austerity measures, tightening their 
belts and drawing inward, the tradition 
of volunteerism and the spirit of giving 
are alive and well at Winchester 
Hospital. 

This month, the hospital's three 
volunteer groups, the Winton Club, EnKa 
Society and Friends, exceeded their 
$110,000 goal for the hospital's "Gift of 
Health" capital campaign. 

With more gifts expected, they have 
already pledged $112,855, bringing 
campaign contributions to a tolal of $4.7 
million. 

“I’m delighted to hear they've ex¬ 
ceeded their goal," said Marie Johnson, 
director of volunteer services. "I think 
it's indicative of the kind of commitment 
that (the volunteers) have made and 
continue to make to Winchester Hospital. 
There are many dimensions to the ser¬ 
vices and value they give to the 
hospital . In a sense, volunteer hours 
represent a savings to the hospital 
because the hospital doesn't have to pay 
people to do these jobs (when volunteers 
do them), but this is a real dollar-and- 
cents value." 

Pledges include $50,000 from the 
Winton Club, $25,0(H) from the EnKa 
Society, and $6,ooo from Friends, all lobe 
paid over a three-year period. In ad¬ 
dition, the hospital received 133 in¬ 
dividual donations from volunteer group 
members, said Edith Voges.fund 
development coordinator for Winchester 
Hospital. 

■ Pledges by volunteer organizations 


constitute but one segment of the 
hospital's internal fund-raising effort, 
which includes solicitation of the board of 
directors, corporation members, 
medical staff and hospital employees, as 
well. 

The campaign goal for all five groups 
is $1 million, according to Dr. Gustav G. 
Kaufmann, general campaign chairman 

"With respect to the 'Gift of Health' 
campaign, 1 believe that the members of 
all three volunteer organizations felt a 
true commitment to Winchester Hospital 
on the basis of its tradition of quality 
health care, a definite need for capital 
improvements, and a desire to help 
ensure that the hospital can continue 
serving the Winchester community and 
environs," said Marcia Saltmarsh, 
president of the EnKa Society. 

With the end of the campaign's second 
phase less than a month away, Kauf- 
mann expressed hope that those who 
have not yet made a commitment to the 
"Gift of Health" effort will do so. 

The goal for Phase II is $5.5 million. 
"Phase III will then continue until the 
campaign objective of $7.5 million is 
reached,” he said.
